Long after the delegates have left town, we could still be paying 
for the Democratic Convention — in money and in lost liberties 


Post-DNC depression 


RECISELY FOUR WEEKS from now the 

Democratic National Convention will draw 
to a close. On Thursday, July 29, Senator John 
Kerry will accept the presidential nomination 
at the FleetCenter. By Friday, it 
will all be over except for the 
clean-up. And the obsessions of 
recent months — over traffic, 
protesters, the economic im- 
pact, and myriad other things 
— will quickly fade away. 

Two convention-related de- 
velopments, though, raise 
particular concerns because 
of their potential long-term 
effects. 

The Boston Police Patrolmen’s Association 
(BPPA), which is seeking a new contract, has 
gotten an inordinate amount of attention be- 
cause of its aggressive tactics, which for a time 
threatened preparations at the FleetCenter. 
Last week the union even succeeded in per- 
suading Kerry to stay away from a gathering of 
the US Conference of Mayors hosted by 
Boston mayor Tom Menino. The focus, under- 
standably, has been on whether the union and 
its fiery president, Thomas Nee, will disrupt 
the convention itself. It now appears with 
Kerry's passing up the Mayors’ Conference 
that the BPPA will not picket the convention. 
And fortunately, Menino has given no indica- 
tion that he'll give in to the union’s unreason- 
able demands, even though he’s under heavy 
pressure to deliver a smooth-running conven- 
tion. Taxpayers should not be forced to pay 
long into the future for the Democrats’ week- 
long party. 

Similarly, the MBTA’s recently announced 
policy of conducting random bag checks at 
subway, bus, and commuter-rail stations might 
appear to be an understandable — if misguid- 
ed and likely ineffectual — approach to ward- 
ing off a terrorist attack during the convention. 
But though the convention will soon be over, 
the checks are intended to become a perma- 
nent part of the MBTA’s security system. Long 
after the delegates have returned to their home 
states, Greater Boston residents may still be 
seething over these intrusive, ineffective, and 
possibly unconstitutional searches. 





ERE IS something that Tom Nee would 
just as soon you didn’t know: the 1400 
police officers who belong to the BPPA are 
among the highest-paid in the country. Ac- 





cording to a recent study by the Boston 
Municipal Research Bureau, the average 
union officer earned $82,100 in 2003 — 
$52,900 in base pay, with the rest coming 
in paid details, and the Quinn 
Bill, which provides extra 
compensation to officers with 
college degrees. “Boston has 
always been in the top five 
cities in the nation in per 
capita cost of police services,” 
research-bureau president 
Samuel Tyler has said. 

When it comes to compen- 
sating police officers, Massa- 
chusetts — and thus Boston — 
is unique. For one thing, in most other states 
there is no requirement that an officer be sta- 
tioned on paid details at each and every road 
project. Elsewhere, civilians handle these rou- 
tine assignments for much less money. For an- 
other, the 34-year-old Quinn Bill, though well- 
intentioned, is rife with abuse, costing the state 
about $100 million a year and engendering 
criticism of “diploma factories,” where police 
officers reportedly earn advanced degrees for 
little work. 

The city has reportedly offered the BPPA an 
11.9 percent raise over four years. The union 
is holding out for a pay hike in the range of 16 
percent to 17 percent, which, it argues, would 
put its members on a par with the city’s fire- 
fighters. But Tyler has countered that police 
and firefighter compensation can’t be com- 
pared without taking into account the fact that 
paid details and the Quinn Bill are available 
only to police. 

Police work is difficult and dangerous, but 
the city’s ability to pay its officers is not unlim- 
ited. Boston officers are well-compensated, 
and they would be even better paid if Nee and 
his members would accept the offer that the 
city has made, or something close to it. 

It’s understandable that the BPPA wants to 
take advantage of the leverage it will enjoy 
with the Democratic National Convention 
coming to town. Then again, in the 1988 
presidential campaign the BPPA endorsed 
George W. Bush’s father over then—Massa- 
chusetts governor Michael Dukakis, which 
makes it hard to know what the union’s true 
intentions are (see “FleetCenter Blues,” News 
and Features, June 4). 

Menino should hold his ground, as he has 
shown every indication of doing. And Nee 


should think about what will happen to his 
members if they still haven’t signed a contract 
by July 3% — when their leverage will drop 
precipitously. 


HE MARCH 11 attacks in Madrid, which 

killed 191 people and wounded more than 
1800, brought home a terrible truth: public- 
transportation hubs such as train stations are 
no less vulnerable to terrorism than passenger 
jets and airports are. Thus it is no surprise that 
the MBTA would attempt to beef up security at 
subway, bus, and commuter-rail stations in 
time for the convention. 

Trouble is, there is no reason to believe that 
randomly stopping a few people among the 
1.1 million who use the T every day will make 
anyone the least bit safer. As the ACLU of 
Massachusetts has pointed out, the policy 
may well be an unconstitutional violation of 
the Fourth Amendment’s guarantee against 
unreasonable search and seizure. And worst 
of all, though the checks are scheduled to 
start next week and to be conducted with 
particular intensity during the convention, 
they are intended as a permanent change in 
how we ride subways, trains, and buses in 
Greater Boston. 

From now on, allow for some extra time to 
get where you’re going. And don’t bring any- 
thing that might arouse suspicion — box cut- 
ters? A pen knife? The Koran? — no matter 
how much of a right you may have to carry it. 

Earlier this week the National Lawyers 
Guild, the American-Arab Anti-Discrimination 
Committee, and the American Friends Service 
Committee announced they would sue to stop 
the checks from taking effect, and handed out 
leaflets and buttons at Downtown Crossing 
that said, | DO NOT CONSENT TO A SEARCH. 

According to the ACLU, which has been in- 
volved in discussions with T officials, the 
MBTA has agreed not to demand that anyone 
produce identification, but it’s by no means 
clear what will happen to someone who refuses 
to let his or her bags be searched. Though ar- 
rest is unlikely, it’s also unlikely that such a 
person will be allowed to ride. 

Thus, if you wish to stand up for your con- 
stitutional rights, you’d better be prepared to 
walk — and to keep right on walking, long 
after the Democrats have left the city. 8

“The Church’s Weak Hand” | Editorial, 
June 18] states some significant, if ubiqui- 
tously reiterated, reasons for the Catholic 
Church’s current and unprecedented forfei- 
ture of moral authority among Catholics 
and the city’s politicians in general. You 
write, “First the Church lost touch with its 
increasingly well-educated, affluent parish- 
ioners over such issues as abortion rights, 
birth control, and the status of women. 
Then the hierarchy forfeited any claim to 
moral leadership as it became clear that the 
bishops — and Bernard Cardinal Law in 
particular — had covered up and enabled 
the misdeeds of scores of priests who sexu- 
ally abused children in their care.” 

This may be true, but I would argue it is 
less Church leaders’ pronouncements on 
some issues (abortion, birth control, same- 
sex marriage) than their relative silence on 
others (the death penalty, affordable hous- 
ing, economic policies that punish the 
poor) that has caused the Church seeming- 
ly to withdraw from mainstream debate in 
the city. The Church is seen, whether it be 
always a fair characterization or not, as 
pandering to the most reactionary forces in 
politics. This thoroughly misleads the pub- 
lic at large on the whole of the mission of 
the Church. How much good has been un- 
done by this reactionary pandering can be 


seen in the closings of individual parishes 
and in the general erosion of the spirited 
Catholic intellectual tradition in schools 
and communities. For activists to organize 
vigorous protests on sexual issues while 
hardly putting themselves out to protest 
capital punishment or protect the poor 


strikes me as a new twist on “cafeteria

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NEVER FORGOTTEN 
Stephen Collins’s living legacy 


The tragic news that Stephen Collins, the 51-year-old director of the Massachusetts Human 
Services Coalition (MHSC), is suffering from an aggressive form of cancer that he is not 
expected to survive has hit the human-services community hard. (See “Lying Liars,” Editorial, 
June 4.) Collins represents something of a rare breed among advocates today, a man 
respected by both friend and foe because of his unstinting passion for social justice. He has 
devoted his life to meeting the needs of the forgotten — the welfare recipients, the homeless, 
the mentally ill, the mentally retarded, and the disabled — folks who are all too often pushed 
aside during the budget-making process. 

His imminent loss, says Peter Cullinane, president of the MHSC board, “is quite a blow. 
We at the board have had to ask ourselves, ‘What is the impact of this?’ We already miss 
Steve so much.” 

This week, hundreds of Collins’s family, friends, and colleagues came together to honor the 
man and his mission. The June 29 Tribute to Steve Collins, held at the Women’s Educational 
and Industrial Union, in Boston, brought out pretty much everybody who cares about health 
care and social services in Massachusetts — from former governor Michael Dukakis to 
Senate president Robert Travaglini to Boston city clerk Rosaria Salerno, who presided over 
the marriage of Collins and his wife, Mara, just six months ago. Collins was too sick to attend 
the tribute, but the two-hour event gave fans and supporters statewide the chance to express 
their appreciation for his dedication and achievements. In his final days, advocates are lauding 
his “precious spirit,” his “commitment to social justice,” and his “lone voice” over and over again. 

As Philip Johnston, who served as the human-services secretary during the Dukakis 
administration and now chairs the state Democratic Party, puts it, “I can count on my hand the 
number of people in human services who have risen to the stature that Steve has achieved. 
He never let obstacles get in his way. He never sold out on his principles. He is the real deal.” 

Liberal advocate Jim Braude is more succinct: “Steve is a stunningly ego-free, wickedly 
funny, and a ferociously dedicated soul.” 

Braude’s comments highlight what those familiar with Collins’s work recognize as his 
greatest contribution to the human-services community: his humor. Braude, who now co-hosts 
NECN’s NewsNight, describes Collins as a “walking oxymoron”: a progressive who 
understands the beauty of satire. “Our side has worked so hard to elevate humorlessness to 
an art form,” he says, “but Steve convinced us that being funny and caring were not mutually 
exclusive notions.” 

Back in 1990, Collins was the brain behind the MHSC’s first “rally for the really rich,” at 
which he donned a tuxedo and adopted the persona of Thurston Morton Beechcroft 
Collingsworth IV to picket wealthy fundraisers while budget cuts threatened the state’s most 
vulnerable. Over the years, he and his colleagues in the “Rich People’s Liberation Front” have 
visited legislators while chanting, “Run for your cell phones. Run for your faxes. Join the fight 
to roll back taxes.” They have offered up on silver platters copies of the Rich People’s Budget 
— a tongue-in-cheek spin-off of the MHSC’s People’s Budget. In 2003, Collins staged a 
people’s “half-baked” sale steps from Governor Mitt Romney's first State of the State 
address, complete with “upside-down-priorities pie” and “nuts-to-cuts cupcakes.” He outdid 
even himself when he constructed a giant thermometer to record every $2.50 contribution to 
human services made from the bake sale. 

“Steve taught me that being earnest is not the best way to get people to pay attention to 
your message,” says Deborah Weinstein, the former MHSC director who now heads the 
Coalition on Human Needs, in Washington, DC. “It’s not so easy to find someone with the 
special commitment, creativity, and humor that Steve has.” 

Tribute organizers hope the event's lasting message is their appreciation for and celebration 
of Collins and his work — indeed, he has inspired them to carry his torch forward. Already, 
according to Cullinane, the MHSC has received grants that will help fund Collins’s legacy. The 
Boston Foundation has donated $25,000 to launch a “healing health and human services” 
campaign, an extension of Collins’s “cut no more” effort that aims to restore the $1 billion 
slashed from social-service budgets in recent years. And the Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
Foundation will donate an additional $25,000 to the MHSC so it can develop ways to provide 
health insurance for the thousands of woefully underpaid and uninsured human-services 
workers in this state — an issue especially dear to Collins. 

At the MHSC, the loss of this effective and compassionate man has only “solidified our 
commitment to this work,” says Cullinane. “The coalition is looking forward to making sure that 
Steve’s work and his memory are kept alive.”

Street stencils 








Never let it be said that an angry kid 
with a can of spray paint can do no good. 
In 1993, a disaffected young radical from 
Holliston named Josh MacPhee was 
living in Washington, DC, when a group 
of neo-Nazis scrawled swastikas and 
SS lightning bolts all over the capital 
city. So MacPhee — an anarchist punk 
who'd dabbled in stencil-painting before 
— hit the streets with a buddy to cover 
up the racist symbols: they turned the 
squiggly bolts into the band name 
KISS and then stenciled the makeup-bedecked 
faces of Gene Simmons and his rock comrades over 
the swastikas. In the course of a few twilight trips, 
they'd turned the neo-Nazis’ menacing territorial 
pissings into satirical insignia for a comical army. 
And soon after, the Nazi graffiti stopped. 

Now in his “third decade of life,” MacPhee has 
been coating the cityscape with politically loaded 
images for more than a decade. By now, the Chicago 
resident estimates that he’s hand-cut thousands of 
stencils and painted even more — everything from 
gas masks to multicolored slingshots to real-estate 
developers caricatured as necktied junkie zombies. 
He’s also spent the last decade photographing 
others’ work, a collection he compiled into the soon- 
to-be-released Stencil Pirates (Soft Skull Press), a 
compendium of nearly 1000 stencils. 

This Saturday afternoon, MacPhee brings his X- 
Acto knife and manila file folders to the Lucy Parsons 
Center to give a hands-on stencil demonstration. From 
his Chicago residence, MacPhee spoke with the 
Phoenix about his work in street semiotics. 


Q: Howd you first get into stencils? 

A: | got involved in stenciling when | was in high 
school, which was over a dozen years ago. I'd go into 
Boston for hardcore shows, punk shows on the 
weekends. | don’t even necessarily remember seeing 
stencils in Boston as much as | came across World 
War 3 Illustrated there, which is this political comic out 
of New York that included the work of radical artists 
who all did stencils. And it really appealed to me. 


Q: In the book, you include pictures of your work. In 
the past, police have targeted graffiti writers after their 
books have been published. Any worries about legal 
issues? 

A: Generally, you need to be caught in the act. I’m 
getting on in years and I’m not as active as | used to 
be, so the likelinood of me getting caught in the act is 
fairly slim — there aren't that many acts anymore. 

That might be a little different when it comes to 
traditional graffiti, though, because you have a name

Q: How many times have you been caught?

Which, 
in Chicago, is not going to happen if | was a 17-year- 
old Puerto Rican kid. 


Q: How have your stencils evolved over the years? 

A: | started stenciling when | was a 17-year-old 
anarchist kid pissed off at the world. The first Gulf 
War was happening and everything seemed rea/ 
messed up. And in that [teenage] way — which is 
sort of naive and endearing and truthful — | thought 
that | knew better than the rest of the world. So | was 
going to te// everyone what | knew. 

I’m at a really different point now. My work is really 
different. | would be a lot less likely to stencil stop 
war. Not that I’m against that or think it’s ineffective to 
be so didactic. Trying to affect the visual dialogue, | 
think, is really, really important — so I’m really glad 
people are out there painting stop war. But 
personally, I’m more interested in poetic or critical- 
thinking stencils, stencils that don’t te// people what to 
think, but encourage them to think. Because | don’t 
want to live in a world where | tell everyone what to 
think — but | do want to live in a world where 
everyone thinks about what they do.

The author of Imperial Hubris is unmasked and says he fears 
for his job at the CIA, not for his life at the hands of Al Qaeda 


The secret history of Anonymous

VER SINCE THE Guardian of London re- 

vealed almost two weeks ago that “Anony- 

mous,” the author of the soon-to-be-pub- 
lished Imperial Hubris: Why the West Is Losing 
the War on Terror (Brassey’s, Inc.), is a CIA fig- 
ure “centrally involved in the hunt for Bin 
Laden,” the American press has been playing 
catch-up — yet in a strangely coy sort of way. 

Public interest in the book itself isn’t at all hard 
to understand: it’s not every day that an active 
US intelligence officer publishes a work that dis- 
putes the Bush administration’s assertions, hold- 
ing that, among other things, bin Laden is not on 
the run; the invasion of Iraq has not made the 
United States safer; and that Islamists are in a 
campaign of insurgency, not terrorism, against 
the US because of US policies, not out of hatred 
for American values. But what’s a bit harder to 
grasp is exactly why the media seem so reflexively 
deferential to the idea that “Anonymous” must be 
anonymous — especially when critical details 
revealed in a June 23 New York Times story indi- 
cated that his real identity is well-known to at least 
a few denizens of the Washington press corps. 
Indeed, the Times piece revealed that Washing- 

ton Post managing editor Steve Coll knows more 
about Anonymous than most — enough to give 
him a first name and details of his ca- 
reer in Coll’s recently published and 
highly acclaimed book, Ghost Wars: 
The Secret History of the CIA, 
Afghanistan, and Bin Laden, from the 
Soviet Invasion to September 10, 2001. 
While the Times identified “Mike” via 
Coll’s book as a 22-year CIA veteran 
who ran the Counterterrorist Center’s 
bin Laden station (code-named “Alec”) — { 
from 1996 to 1999, the paper also re- 
ported that in spite of that revealing detail 
— and despite the fact that “Mike” is an 
overt CIA employee whose name is not a

cial” held that “Mike’s” full identity had to 
remain unknown because revelation of his 
full name “could make him a target of Al Qaeda.” 


OR THE MOMENT, all the general public 

knows about the book comes from excerpts 
posted on a handful of Web sites, and a slew of 
brief television and radio interviews, where 
Anonymous has appeared in silhouette. He also 
published another anonymous book two years 
ago, Through Our Enemies’ Eyes: Osama bin 
Laden, Radical Islam, and the Future of America, 
which analyzed the structure and motives of Al 
Qaeda. Anonymous is not squishy: both Hubris 
and Eyes seem sufficiently apocalyptic to warm 
the heart of someone as anti-Islamic and blood- 
thirsty as, say, Ann Coulter. So if liberals seem 
ecstatic that yet another career national-security 
official is blasting the Bush administration for un- 
necessarily invading Iraq and bungling the so- 
called war on terror, they’re also horrified by 
Anonymous’s apparent advocacy (largely rhetori- 
cal, actually) of a military campaign that includes 
“killing in large numbers” and “a Sherman-like 
razing of infrastructure” as part of “relentless, 
brutal and blood-soaked defensive military action 
until we have annihilated the Islamists who 
threaten us.” 

But at issue here is not just the book’s content, 
but why Anonymous is anonymous. After all, as 
the Times and others have reported, his situation 
is nothing like that of Valerie Plame, a covert op- 
erative whose ability to work active overseas cases 
was undermined when someone in the White 
House blew her cover to journalist Robert Novak 
in an apparent payback for an inconvenient 
weapons-of-mass-destruction intelligence report 
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by her husband, Joseph Wilson. Anonymous, on 
the other hand, is, by the CIA’s own admission, a 
Langley-bound analyst whose identity has never 
required secrecy. 

A Phoenix investigation has discovered that 
Anonymous does not, in fact, want to be anony- 
mous at all — and that his anonymity is neither 
enforced nor voluntarily assumed out of fear for 
his safety, but rather compelled by an arcane set 
of classified regulations that are arguably being 
abused in an attempt to spare the CIA possible 
political inconvenience. In the Phoenix’s view, 
continued deference by the press to a bogus and 
unwanted standard of secrecy essentially amounts 
to colluding with the CIA in muzzling a civil ser- 
vant — a standard made more ridiculous by the 
ubiquity of Anonymous’s name in both intelli- 
gence and journalistic circles. 

When asked to confirm or deny his identity in 
an interview with the Phoenix last week, Anony- 
mous declined to do either, and said, “I’ve given 
my word I’m not going to tell anyone who I am, 
as the organization that employs me has bound 
me by my word.” His publisher, Brassey’s, like- 
wise declined to comment. Nearly a dozen intelli- 
gence-community sources, however, say Anony- 
mous is Michael Scheuer — and that his forced 
anonymity is both unprecedented and telling in 
the context of CIA history and modern politics. 

“The requirement that someone publish 
anonymously is rare, almost 
unheard-of, particularly if the 
person is not in a covert posi- 
tion,” says Jonathan Turley, a 

national-security-law expert at 
George Washington Universi- 

ty Law School. “It seems 

pretty obvious that the re- 
! quirement he remain anony- 
LosING ( mous is motivated solely by 

, political concerns, and ones 

that have more to do with 
the CIA. While I’m sure 
some would argue that 
there’s some benefit to 
book sales in being anony- 
mous because it’s mysterious 
and fuels speculation, the fact is that if his full 
name and history were known and on the book, 
it would get a lot more attention. It’s difficult for 
the media to cover an anonymous subject who 
has to abide by limits on what he can say about 
himself or anything that might reveal who he is.” 

Upon reviewing Scheuer’s manuscripts, the 
CIA could have done what national-security 
agencies have done in the past with employees’ 
works that were based on open (i.e., unclassified 
or publicly available) sources, but whose wide 
distribution might be problematic: stamp a 
“secret” or “top secret” classification on it so it 
never sees the light of day. Yet according to intel- 
ligence-community sources, this really wasn’t an 
option with Scheuer’s work, given the unusual 
origins of Through Our Enemies’ Eyes. 

“That book actually started as an unclassified 
manual in 1999 for new counterterrorist officers 
working bin Laden and Sunni extremism,” says 
one veteran CIA terrorism specialist. “Scheuer 
had written it at the request of his successor as 
Alec station chief, who specifically wanted it to 
be something that was drawn from open sources 
in the Arab and Islamic worlds for two reasons: 
one, so people could take it out of the building 
and digest it at their leisure, and two, because he 
wanted new officers to appreciate how much is 
actually out there that’s useful that isn’t classi- 
fied, particularly if you have a context for it.” 

Given his in-house manual’s open-source- 
based, unclassified status, Scheuer figured it 
wouldn’t be much of a problem to cull more 
public material to recast the approximately 100 
pages as a marketable academic manuscript — 
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which he did over the course of late 1999 and 
early 2000, submitting the book to the CIA’s 
Publications Review Board (PRB) in the spring 
of 2000. According to Scheuer, the manuscript 
was at first denied release because the board 
took issue with the book’s brief favorable discus- 
sion of Samuel Huntington’s “clash of civiliza- 
tions” theory, which posits that antagonism be- 
tween Western and Islamic cultures (among oth- 
ers) will drive world conflict in the coming years. 

“They wrote back saying our Arab friends 
would be upset, and ‘his views of Huntington’s 
paradigm bring into question his ability to per- 
form official duties,’ ” Scheuer says. “That came 
back, and I thought it was beyond the pale, so | 
appealed directly to the seventh floor [higher- 
ups]. And it took the better part of a year to get 
permission to submit it for publication. I believe 
it was because of 9/11 that they suddenly be- 
came less concerned with what they first consid- 
ered ‘areas of sensitivity.’ But the condition was 
that I remain anonymous and that there be no 
mention of my employer on the cover or any- 
where else.” 

Some have speculated that “Anonymous” has 
been publishing with at least a measure of bless- 
ing from a CIA so angered by certain White 
House and Pentagon elements that it has taken 
the unprecedented step of allowing an active in- 
telligence officer to inveigh against the adminis- 
tration — and is enjoying the fact that it can un- 
leash a critic protected by the vagaries of nation- 
al-security protocols. But the fact of the matter 
as interviews with other intelligence-commu- 
nity officials and CIA correspondence show — is 
that while there might be an element of truth to 
that now, the agency has only reluctantly ap- 
proved Scheuer’s books for release because he 
shrewdly played by the rules. And the unique na- 
ture of CIA rules has forced him into an unhap- 
py compromise where, even when confronted 
with his own name, he has to publicly deny his 
identity unless the agency changes its mind. 
(The CIA did not acknowledge a call from the 
Phoenix, and “declined to comment on [Imperial 
Hubris] or its author” to the Associated Press on 
Friday.) 

According to several long-time intelligence of- 
ficers familiar with Scheuer’s situation, there’s 
no question that the agency’s conditional per- 
mission was grudging. “Think back to 2002, and 
imagine what would have happened if a book 
had come out that said ‘by Michael Scheuer, for- 
mer chief of the CIA’s bin Laden unit’ on the 
cover — it would have been a bestseller 
overnight, reviewed and discussed all over the 
place,” says one veteran spook. “But because it 
was ‘anonymous’ and didn’t even say what ex- 
actly he did, let alone what agency he worked 
for, it was destined to be what it’s become: a re- 
quired read among people who work this stuff, 
but not much else. Ironically, it seems to be sell- 
ing well in the agency gift shop at Langley, and 
everyone from the [National Security Agency] to 
[the Center for Strategic and International Stud- 
ies] has had him over to lecture about it. But I 
don’t think it even got reviewed but a couple of 
places.” 

One doesn’t have to read the manuscript terri- 
bly closely to see how it provides some benefit to 
the CIA. Critical as Anonymous is of his own or- 
ganization — as well as of the Bush and Clinton 
administrations — he absolutely blasts the FBI 
on pages 185 through 192. Many progressives 
may not cotton to the broad notion he advances 
here — namely, that the US should simply dis- 
pense with any sort of legalistic, law-enforce- 
ment approach to combating Al Qaeda and leave 
it entirely to the covert operators. But in the con- 
text of Washington’s political postmortems on 
9/11-related intelligence failures, this is stuff that 
at least makes the FBI look worse than the CIA. 





Among some in the intelligence community 
who have either obtained copies of the Imperial 
Hubris manuscript or heard about certain pas- 
sages, the rough consensus is that a not-long- 
for-his-job George Tenet indicated to the PRB 
that the book’s publication should be allowed, as 
it might blunt or contextualize some of the 
scathing criticism likely to assail the agency in 
forthcoming 9/11 Commission and Senate 
Select Intelligence Committee reports — and 
also might aid the cause of intelligence reform. 
According to several intelligence-community 
sources, the manuscript was in limbo at least 
three months past the Review Board’s 30-day 
deadline earlier this year. Says one CIA veteran: 
“| think it’s possible that it got the approval 
around the time Tenet decided for himself that 
he was leaving.” 


HATEVER THE PRB’s rationale, Scheuer 

— who in interviews with the Phoenix 
never explicitly said he works for the CIA, only 
an “intelligence agency” — says he’s agreed to 
the conditions because, regardless of any issues 
he may have with the agency, he truly enjoys 
what he does and has no desire to quit govern- 
ment service. “I could make more money if I left 
— I have contractors leave cards in my office 
and take me to lunch, and I have a marketable 
set of skills, and it would be better for the books 
if I could actually say who I was. But I really like 
working where | work and doing what I do. We 
do marvelous things and stupid things here, but 
this place is essential to the security of America, 
and I think we have been at the lead of making 
the country safer. I’m not disgruntled. If I was, I 
would have left already. I just want this informa- 
tion and perspective out there.” 

What he does not like, however, is the notion 
advanced by the agency that he’s agreed to be 
“Anonymous” based on safety concerns. Accord- 
ing to Scheuer and his editor at Brassey’s, 
Christina Davidson, when Nightline wanted to 
interview Scheuer in 2003, the agency told the 
program that his anonymity was not compelled 
but his own choice — an assertion the agency 
also made in a 2002 note to Brassey’s. Davidson 
was so infuriated that she demanded the CIA 
state its actual position in writing, which it finally 
did in a May 25, 2004, fax signed by Paul-Noel 
Christian, chair of the agency’s PRB. The fax, 
obtained by the Phoenix, reads in part: “This let- 
ter is to confirm that it is the Agency, and not the 
author that insists that approval for the manu- 
script is predicated upon the author maintaining 
his anonymity and also that his association with 
the Agency is not disclosed.” 

In the wake of the June 23 New York Times 
story, Davidson sent a terse note to CIA 
spokesman Bill Harlow that has yet to receive a 
response. “To say that our author must be kept 
in the shadows because he has expressed fears 
about al Qaeda retaliation is patently false and 
impugns his courage,” she wrote, adding the 
“respectful request that you cease and desist 
from spreading this falsehood and inform all 
members of your staff to do the same.” 

In an interview after the Times story came out 
last week, Scheuer sounded none too pleased. “1 
suppose there might be a knucklehead out there 
somewhere who might take offense and do 
something, but anonymity isn’t something | 
asked for, and not for that reason; it makes me 
sound dike I’m hiding behind something, and I 
personally dislike thinking that anyone thinks 
I’m a coward. When I did the first book, I said it 
would be a more effective book if | used my 
name. And they said no.” eA

Always the 
professional, 
though, she in- 
sisted on putting 
me through the 
final flourish, the 
universal signal 
that your haircut 
experience is 
complete: the 
chair spin.

Al- 
legedly, this guy had placed an ad in some publication express- 
ing his desire to meet somebody whose fantasy was to be de- 
voured — for the purpose of fulfilling the fantasy. Somebody ac- 
tually answered the ad. Apparently, the two worked out their 
terms to mutual satisfaction, for in due course the respondent 
was indelicately dispatched to the hereafter, and his earthly re- 
mains were then converted into the ultimate low-carb entrée. Is 
the fantasy of being eaten a common enough aberration to con- 
stitute a psychologically recognized pathology?

While the cannibalism case you cite has been abundantly, 
not to say sensationally, reported in the European media, it’s 
received scant attention in the US. No doubt the cannibal you 
have in mind is Armin Meiwes, of Rotenburg, Germany. A 
seemingly mild-mannered computer technician by day, Meiwes 
prowled Internet chat rooms and bulletin boards in his off 
hours looking for people to eat. Sick, sure, but lots of people 
are sick. What elevates Meiwes’s story out of the ordinary is 
that he found a volunteer. 

Meiwes, who'd been fantasizing about cannibalism since 
childhood, is said to have exchanged messages with at least 200 
like-minded souls, most of whom he met through Web sites 
catering to cannibal fetishists. By and large his correspondents 
weren't ready to do more than talk about being eaten, but in 
March 2001 he hooked up with a fellow who was willing to put 
his money where Meiwes’s mouth was. Bernd Jiirgen Brandes, 
like Meiwes a 40-ish computer geek, traveled to Rotenburg and 
permitted his host to slice off and cook his penis, which the two 
then attempted to eat. (Apparently it came out a bit tough.) 
Later, after Brandes had knocked back several further courses 
of liquor, cough syrup, and sleeping pills, Meiwes stabbed him 
to death in a bathtub, stored most of the body in his freezer, and 
eventually ate about 20 kilograms of it. All this, if you can be- 
lieve media accounts — I rely here mainly on the BBC — was 
done with Brandes’s full foreknowledge and cooperation, and 
Meiwes captured the proceedings on video. Police got wind of it 
only after they received a call about a year and a half later 
from an alarmed Austrian student who'd just seen another of 
Meiwes’s ads seeking dinner partners. At trial — this was Ger- 
many’s first cannibalism case — Meiwes’s lawyer argued that 
the victim had been asking for it, a defense that the court seems 
to have bought at least partially, since the killer was convicted of 
manslaughter rather than murder and sentenced to eight and a 
half years. Many have condemned the sentence as too mild, but 
defenders say, hey — consenting adults. 

As for medical science’s take on it: well, the good news 
(maybe) is that cannibalism, whether real or fantasized, isn’t 
mentioned in the formal index of insanity, the Diagnostic and 
Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders, presumably due to its 
rarity. The medical literature on the topic is likewise sparse, 
and what there is focuses on the eater rather than the eaten. 
For the record, Brandes’s lovers (he was bisexual) say he 
seemed outwardly normal. While the trial court concluded that 
both men were “deeply psychologically disturbed,” a psychia- 
trist testified that Meiwes was schizoid but not mentally ill, and 
the defendant did not plead insanity. 

How prevalent are interests of this sort? Meiwes claimed 
there were 800 cannibal fetishists in Germany alone, but in the 
age of the Internet we needn’t leave it at that. Vore (short for 
vorarephilia) is a code word for a sexual interest in things eat- 
ing other things. The things in question aren’t necessarily 
human, but I figured we could at least stake out the broad di- 
mensions of the issue. Googling vore brought up 995,000 hits. 
Jeepers, I thought, I’m surrounded! Closer examination, how- 
ever, showed that what I’m surrounded by may not be deviants 
but Swedes. (Vore seems to be a common word in several 
Scandinavian languages.) Trying another tack, I typed in can- 
nibal fetish: 24,800 hits, an impressive number, to my mind, 
because it’s so plausible. Surely the twists have always been 
with us. The ’Net just makes it easier for two of similar 
proclivities to get together. 8

Romney's gay-marriage opposition may bring him national 
prominence, but don’t expect many Bay State GOP legislative 
candidates to follow his lead on the issue this fall

HE CONTRAST WAS striking, 
Te surreal. On June 22, former 

governors Bill Weld and Jane Swift 
joined the crowd gathered in Beacon 
Hill’s King’s Chapel for the marriage of 
Mitchell Adams, Weld’s former revenue 
commissioner, and Kevin Smith, Weld’s 


former chief of staff, with Weld delivering 


the wedding homily. On the same day, in 
Washington, DC, Governor Mitt Rom- 
ney warned the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee that marriages like Adams 
and Lash’s pose a grave cultural 
threat. “[M Jarriage is principally 
for the nurturing and develop- 
ment of children,” Romney de- 
clared. “The children of America 
have the right to a father and a 
mother. ... Same-sex marriage 
doesn’t hurt my marriage, or 
yours. But it may affect the devel- 
opment of children and thereby 
future society as a whole.” 

If there was any doubt that 
Romney has jettisoned the social- 
ly liberal approach of his prede- 
cessors for a more conservative 
variant — one which, as many 
observers have noted, is more 
marketable to a national Republi- 
can audience — it was banished 
by his testimony last week. But 
while Romney’s rightward shift is 
clear (see “Schiz Romney,” News 
and Features, May 14), its impli- 
cations for the state Republican 
arty are less certain. 

To paraphrase a line common- 
ly attributed to Louis XIV, Rom- 
ney is the Massachusetts GOP in 
a way that neither Swift nor Paul 
Cellucci nor Weld were. Without 
Romney in the State House’s corner 
office, railing against Democratic domi- 
nance on Beacon Hill and laboring to 
build up the party’s moribund grass- 
roots, the state GOP’s current 131- 
person candidate slate would likely be 
much smaller. And judging from early 
remarks by those candidates, as well as 
from Scott Brown’s special-election win 
earlier this year, Republican aspirants to 
the legislature will be parroting Rom- 
ney’s tried-and-true Optimistic Re- 
former script unceasingly between now 
and November. But both Democratic 
and Republican observers predict that 
— despite Romney’s increasingly high 
national profile as an anti-gay-marriage 
spokesman — most members of the so- 
called Reform Team won't be following 
their leader on the campaign trail when 
it comes to gay marriage. 

“It depends on the district you’re in 
and the person you’re running against, 
but this is not an issue like, ‘I’m against 
raising taxes,’” says a former Democratic 
legislator. “Every Republican legislative 
candidate would grab that coattail and 
run with it, but this is certainly not an 
issue that speaks to a Republican Party 
platform.” 

“I think in some areas of the state it 
may be an issue that’s worthwhile pursu- 
ing, while in others it’s not,” adds one 
Republican insider. “But even then, it 
may not be so much anti-gay-marriage as 
weaving it into the reform message 





‘This thing was botched in the legislature 
from the beginning, it ended up going to 
the courts when the legislature should 
have taken action years ago, this just 
shows how inefficient and in need of re- 
form the legislature is.’ That’s one strate- 
gy a campaign might pursue — but if 
you go too far, you’re labeled as a hater. 


That’s the danger for anyone who speaks 


out in any way against gay marriage.” 

Romney’s passionate opposition to 
gay marriage may not signal a new di- 
rection for the state party, but it could

leader to play to the national GOP. 


end up undermining Republican candi- 
dates in November’s state legislative 
elections. Among gay-rights activists al- 
ready girding for next year’s Constitu- 
tional Convention, there’s a widespread 
sense that the members of the “Reform 
Team” — with the exception of sympa- 
thetic Republican legislators like Senate 
minority leader Brian Lees — will follow 
Romney’s lead on gay marriage when 
the ConCon reconvenes. This may not 
affect the vote in districts represented by 
Democratic gay-marriage opponents like 
State Representative Phil Travis of Re- 
hoboth. Elsewhere, though, it could re- 
sult in an overwhelming gay vote for the 
Democratic candidate, which could be 
decisive in a close election. 

“I am disturbed that Mitt Romney is 
speaking out so vocally against equal 
rights, but I am increasingly confident 
that it is having the exact opposite effect 
from what he desires,” says Mass Equal- 
ity campaign coordinator Marty Rouse. 
“A poll we did showed that 83 percent of 
voters in Massachusetts have a friend or 
family member who is gay or lesbian, 
and in most districts it’s hard to imagine 
that bashing on gays is going to be help- 
ful to winning an election.” Arline Isaac- 
son, co-chair of the Massachusetts Gay 
and Lesbian Political Caucus, makes a 
similar point. “We’re finding that the 
marriage issue is not a top agenda item 
in most districts — that even those who 
oppose gay marriage tend to be more

Go your own way 


concerned about education, health care, 
and the economy,” Isaacson says. 
“That’s not surprising; poll after poll has 
always showed that. However, for those 
in the GLBT community, this issue is the 
top issue, and will determine how our 
people vote in 95 percent of the races.” 
Of course, anti-gay-marriage activists 
will also be working to get out the vote 
in elections where candidates have stark- 
ly different views on the issue. 

According to Romney’s communica- 
tions director, Eric Fehrnstrom, the no- 
tion that Republican legislators 
must follow the governor’s cue 
on gay marriage is off base. It 
is “not important” to the gover- 
nor that Republican legislators 
share his views on the issue, 
Fehrnstrom said in an e-mail. 
“There are many Democrats 
who oppose gay marriage, in- 
cluding their nominee for presi- 
dent, John Kerry. Likewise, 
there are Republicans who sup- 
port gay marriage. It’s not an 
issue that cuts cleanly across 
party lines.” Fehrnstrom also 
rejects an argument made 
hopefully by many Democrats 
and gay-rights advocates — 
namely, that Romney’s lobby- 
ing against gay marriage, which 
might alienate the very moder- 
ate independents who were key 
to his election in 2002, indi- 
cates he’s not planning to seek 
re-election in 2006. “As the 
governor has said many times 
previously, he is planning to 
seek re-election to a second 
term,” Fehrnstrom wrote. “I’m 
sure there are many issues that 
will be taken up over the course 
of the re-election campaign, including 
gay marriage. The governor’s views ... 
are moderate and mainstream, and have 
not changed since the last campaign. Be- 
lieving that marriage is between a man 
and a woman is hardly an extreme point 
of view.” 

Even if the state GOP and its current 
crop of candidates give marriage a gen- 
erally wide berth over the next four 
months, however, expect the occasional 
subtle-but-meaningful nod to the issue 
from candidates looking to consolidate 
their conservative base. “If we go out 
there with an army of Republican candi- 
dates beating the gay-marriage drum, 
well, guess what? We’re going to get 35 
percent of the ballot,” another Republi- 
can insider says. “That’s the same reason 
the Democrats aren’t talking about it ei- 
ther — that only gets them the lefties. 
But look back on 2000, when George 
Bush went down.to Bob Jones Universi- 
ty. Everyone thought that was a mistake, 
but that was done on purpose; he looked 
at the pros and cons and knew he’d take 
a short-term hit, but the pro was that 
that sent a message — ‘I’m the conser- 
vative candidate.’... Both sides are going 
to be sending messages to their bases on 
this issue, but it’s going to be done much 
more under the radar screen than in a 
public fashion.” &

By contrast, this year’s awards may be emblematic of what has 
been a year of transition. The horror of what happened nearly 
three years ago has diminished. And we cannot know whether 
the Democratic National Convention will be met with a wave of 
repression until it actually happens in late July. 

Not that there aren’t some warning signs on the horizon. One 
of our Muzzle winners for this year is the Boston Police Depart- 
ment, for its over-the-top reaction to a Boston College student 
who posed Abu Ghraib-style, in a black hood with wires in his 
hands, outside a military-recruiting station. Police arrested the 


man, Joe Previtera, and charged him with making a bomb threat. 

: ILLUSTRATIONS BY ROB ZAMMARCHI Fortunately, the office of Suffolk district attorney Dan Conley 
(himself a Muzzle winner, ironically) quickly dropped the charges 
against Previtera. But was this a one-time mistake? Or was it an 
indication that when the Democrats are in town, the police intend 
to adopt a policy of arrest first and ask questions later? 

In May, the ACLU of Massachusetts released a report on the 
state of civil liberties in the post-9/11 era (see “Unpatriotic,” 
Editorial, May 14). The report included such horror stories as 
that of Essam Mohammed Almohandis, a 33-year-old biomedical 
engineer from Saudi Arabia who was harassed, abused, and 
stripped almost naked at the Plymouth County jail after he was 
caught with “incendiary devices” at Logan Airport. He was re- 
leased after it turned out that the devices were noisemakers for a 
party. The ACLU spoke out against “measures that violate priva- 
cy and chill dissent, by ethnic and religious profiling, and by a 
zero tolerance enforcement of immigration laws.” 

This year’s round-up was compiled by closely tracking freedom- 
of-expression stories in New England since last July 4. It is based 

mainly on stories reported by various New England news or- 
ganizations, including the Phoenix. 

As the Seventh Annual Muzzle Awards go to press, there are al- 
ready some early contenders for next year’s edition. Despite 
months of haggling, it remains unclear whether protesters at the 
Democratic convention will have the access they need — to which 
they are constitutionally entitled — to get their message out. A re- 
cently announced policy of randomly checking bags on the MBTA 
— already denounced by the ACLU as unconstitutional — could 
turn into a civil-liberties fiasco. And nationally, Attorney General 
John Ashcroft continues to pose a clear and present danger to all of 
us, and to our rights as a free people.

HIS ANTI-LEAFLET POLICY STIFLES DISSENTING VIEWS 
During his one and a half years in office, Mitt Romney, Massa- 
chusetts’s self-styled “reform governor,” has cultivated a squeaky- 
clean image as a paragon of good government. But don’t be 
fooled. The truth is that Romney consistently dances on the 
border between allowing and discouraging free expres- 
sion. And in a few cases, he’s crossed the line. 
Take, for instance, what happened to Joe 
Bradley in May. A columnist for the 
MetroWest Daily News, Bradley collected a 
few leaflets from demonstrators on his 
way to a talk by the governor at the 
Fuller Middle School, in Framingham. 
Upon entering the school, he encoun- 
tered a sign titled SECURITY NOTICE that 
read, THE FOLLOWING ITEMS WILL NOT BI 
ADMITTED: COATS BAGS WEAPONS SIGNAGE 
LITERATURE. 

Literature? Oh, yes. As they passed 
through the metal detector, Bradley and oth- 
ers were told they had to turn over any 
leaflets they had in their possession before 
they would be allowed to enter. Bradley 
wrote that he refused and began to leave — 

until he let it slip that he was a journalist, and 
that he might write a column about the policy. 
At that point, he said that he received an apology and an 
invitation to return from Romney spokeswoman Nicole St. 
Peter. Bradley, to his credit, kept right on going. “I realized | finally 
understood Gov. Romney’s education policy: literature not al- 
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lowed,” Bradley wrote. Or as the 
Daily News put it in a subsequent 
editorial, “What were they worried 
about, paper cuts?” 

In an e-mail to Muzzle Central, 
Romney’s communications director, 
Eric Fehrnstrom, cited “a misunder- 
standing involving an intern who 
took his job a little too seriously.” 
Yet Fehrnstrom added it is indeed a 
matter of policy that protesters not 
be allowed to bring their literature 
into events where Romney is ap- 
pearing, saying that “if they want to 
attend the event itself, we do ask 
that they leave their pickets and 
bullhorns and leaflets outside and 
not conduct their protest activities 
indoors.” 

But leaflets are not bullhorns, 
and handing out literature inside a meeting room is not the 


same as attempting to shout down the governor as he speaks. 


Fehrnstrom is wrong to conflate the two. And it’s especially 
unseemly for Romney’s staff to attempt to stifle dissent when 
he is appearing at a publicly owned building such as a 
school. 

In addition to the no-leaflets policy, there is the Romney ad- 
ministration’s on-again/off-again/on-again “gag order,” pro- 
hibiting agency officials — including cabinet secretaries — 
from speaking with legislators, reporters, and even mayors 
without permission. “It’s bad practice to have agencies ex- 
pressing the administration’s point of view on legislation with- 
out checking first with the governor,” Fehrnstrom told the 
Boston Herald last August. Yes, it’s true that employees do not 
have a First Amendment right to speak in defiance of their em- 
ployer. But the gag order conflicts with the greater good of 
conducting the public’s business in public as much as possible. 

Then there was a policy approved last summer by both Rom- 
ney and the legislature to charge outrageous fees, from $1800 
to $4650, to groups seeking to use any of the four function 
rooms at the State House. Initiated as a way of recouping costs 
during an era of tight money, the effect was to banish all but 
the most well-heeled organizations. Officials quickly said an ex- 
ception would be made for nonprofits. But there was no getting 
around the fact that the people’s building was less open to the 
people than it had been before.

SUFFOLK DA DRAGS HEELS ON CASE OF UMASS PROF 


A number of villains could be singled out in the April 3, 
2003, arrest of UMass Boston Africana-studies professor Tony 
Van Der Meer. For instance, there was the Massachusetts Na- 
tional Guard recruiter who allegedly told both Van Der Meer 
and Tony Naro, a student handing out anti-war leaflets in 
commemoration of the Reverend Martin Luther King Jr.’s as- 
sassination, that they should both “be shot” like King. That, 
after all, is what led to the subsequent confrontation. 

Or how about UMass Boston police officer William Laner- 
gan? Summoned to the scene by the National Guard, Laner- 
gan reportedly ordered Van Der Meer to “shut the fuck up” 
and then grabbed him, tearing his jacket and damaging his 
glasses. Police, naturally, charged Van Der Meer with assault. 

The Muzzle, though, goes to Suffolk district attorney Dan 
Conley. Unlike the National Guardsman and Lanergan, Con- 
ley had an opportunity to review the case against Van Der 
Meer calmly, after the confrontation had already played itself 
out. Conley knew that numerous eyewitnesses had sworn that 
Van Der Meer hadn't laid a hand on Lanergan or any other 
officer — that he was merely exercising his First Amendment 
right to speak out against the war and on behalf of Naro, who 
was one of his students. 

Yet Conley waited until last December — some eight 
months later — to end the absurd case against Van Der 
Meer. And even then, he couldn’t admit that UMass police 









had been wrong. Van Der Meer 
was offered two months’ proba- 
tion, after which time the charges 
that he had assaulted a police offi- 
cer and resisted arrest would be 
dismissed. 

Following Van Der Meer’s ar- 
rest, Conley’s spokesman, David 
Procopio, told the Boston 
Phoenix's Kristen Lombardi that 
the charges “have nothing to do 
with free speech.” Rather, he said, 


assault and battery on a police of- 
ficer — and the First Amendment 
doesn’t protect that” (see “Cli- 
mate of Fear,” News and Fea- 
tures, July 25, 2003). After the 
probation deal was reached, Pro- 
copio still refused to concede that 
the arrest had been wrongheaded, citing Van Der Meer’s 
“lack of any prior convictions,” rather than the obvious fact 
that he’d done nothing wrong, as the principal reason for not 
moving ahead with a trial (see “Follow-Up,” This Just In, 
December 19, 2003). 

As Naro has observed, it seems clear that police, respond- 
ing to a call about the confrontation, saw a white, uniformed 
National Guardsman and a black, dashiki-clad man yelling at 
each other and did what came naturally: they arrest- 
ed the black man, got physical with

the veracity of the police account. 

“Free speech,” Van Der Meer told 
Lombardi, “is not a criminal act.”

TARGETS ANT WAR RALLY 

Elections can be quite expensive, 
but we have them anyway. As fitful 
and ragged as democracy sometimes 
is, there has yet to be a case in which 
an election in the United States has 
been canceled in order to save the taxpayers money. After all, 
without elections there is no democracy. 

It is no exaggeration to say that without protest there is no 
democracy, either. But try telling that to city officials in Au- 
gusta, Maine. This past March, they attempted to charge 
anti-war organizations about $11,800 for the privilege of 
protesting against the war in Iraq on the streets of their fair 
city — the state capital, and thus the most visible forum for 
free expression in all of Maine. 

“The city of Augusta in no way is attempting to discourage 
the full exercise of freedom of expression,” City Manager 
William Bridgeo told the Kennebec Journal. “We are only 
concerned that as people and groups come into Augusta, 
sufficient control of large groups exists to prevent public- 
safety hazards. If well-meaning people inadvertently are 
blocking the streets so emergency vehicles cannot get 
through, then that’s an untenable situation.” Please. 

Fortunately, federal district-court judge John Woodcock 
threw out $10,000 of the proposed fees on constitutional 
grounds, money that was to be posted as an insurance bond 
in case anything went wrong. Among other things, Wood- 
cock objected to the fact that the police chief could take into 
account the nature and content of a particular demonstration 
in deciding whether to charge an insurance bond — a 
grotesque violation of free-speech rights. But the financially 
strapped peace organizations still had to come up with some 
$1800 to pay for police details and clean-up 
costs. It was as though you had to pay a fee to 
cover your share of overtime in your city or 
town clerk’s office whenever you cast a ballot. 

And in what should have been a surprise to no 
one, 1000 men, women, and children took part in 
the anti-war March for Truth on three of Augus- 
ta’s busiest streets on Saturday, March 20, without 
causing trouble for anyone. 

Now comes the quest for a refund — a vital step 
in order to avoid setting a dangerous precedent. “Au- 
gusta is the state capital. If the city charges a lot for a 
march, Martin Luther King never would have been 
able to have a march here,” organizer Timothy Sullivan 
told the Journal. He added that the fee would have “a 
chilling effect on free speech.” 

Zach Heiden, a staff attorney for the Maine Civil Lib- 
erties Union, told Muzzle Central that he expects the case

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will go to trial in early 2005. Calling the fee requirement 
“outrageous,” Heiden said, “It’s saying that if you don’t have 
enough money in the bank, you can’t exercise your constitu- 
tional rights.” Between now and the trial, he added, he hopes 
to educate the courts as to “why marches are so important. 
For many organizations, getting out on the streets is the only 
way to influence their decision-makers.”

Ri GOV'S BILL WOULD HAVE STIFLED DISSENT 


February was a very bad month for Rhode Island governor 
Donald Carcieri. It could have been an even worse month for 
the Bill of Rights. Slipped into a homeland-security bill that 
Carcieri had proposed were some shocking provisions, in- 
cluding the revival of World War I—vintage statutes making it 
illegal to advocate anarchy, to call for the overthrow of the 
government, or to display any alternative to the American 
flag with the intention of making a protest or other symbolic 
Statement. 

According to one analysis, it would have been at least 
technically possible to land in prison for 10 years if you dis- 
played a Confederate flag — or, for that matter, a US flag 
with a peace sign, rather than stars, in the field of blue. On a 
more mundane level, Carcieri’s bill would have shielded cei 
tain fire-safety records from public view, purportedly so that 
terrorists would not be able to make use of them. The practi- 
cal effect, as critics pointed out, was that if such a law had 
been in effect it would have been harder to reconstruct the 
events that led to the Station nightclub fire. 

Steven Brown, executive director 
of the ACLU of Rhode Island, called 
it “an extraordinarily dangerous 
bill.” 

Playing a particularly vital role 
in derailing Carcieri’s mind-blow- 
ingly misguided proposal was the 
Providence Journal. On February 

19 just one day after report- 

ing the details of the legislation 
the Journal published a 

package of articles showing how 

the measure would weaken the 

First Amendment’s “Five Free- 

doms” freedom of religion, 
of speech, of the press, of assem- 
bly, and of the right to petition the 
government for the redress of griev- 

ances. “What Governor Carcieri pro- 
poses is to take the state of Rhode Island back 200 years,” 
-aul McMasters, First Amendment ombudsman for the Vir- 
ginia-based Freedom Forum, told the Journal. “Dissent is 
at the heart of democratic freedoms. From Roger Williams 
on, Rhode Island has always been at the forefront of cham- 
pioning freedom of speech in general and political dis- 
course specifically.” 

Later that day, Carcieri backed off. Not that the governor 
covered himself in any glory. According to the Journal’s ac- 
count, “Carcieri said he had not read the bill that his staff 
wrote before he made it public, but he received a briefing.” 
It’s hard to say which is worse — that the governor would 
seek to blame such a monumental mistake on his staff rather 
than taking responsibility for it himself; or that he would neg- 
lect to read such an important piece of legislation before foist- 
ing it upon an unsuspecting public. After all, it was only 18 
pages long. 

It’s possible that some good will come out of this fiasco. 
After Carcieri withdrew his odious proposal, the Rhode Island 
ACLU and state representative Fausto Anguilla, a Bristol De- 
mocrat, announced an effort to repeal a number of anti-liber- 
ty laws, many of them dating back to the 19th century. 

“The Governor’s recent bill led to serious reflection by con- 
stitutional scholars on the validity of a number of archaic 
statutes,” Anguilla said in a statement. 
“What has been found are statutes that 
fail to meet contemporary constitu- 
tional standards and that have not 
been enforced in modern times. 
It is important that our Gen- 
eral Laws embody the 
bedrock principle of Ameri- 
can democracy as set forth 
in the First Amendment, 
protecting our freedoms of 
speech, assembly, and the 
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press.”

CHEMICAL GIANT TRIES 
TO REMOVE DAIRY'S LABEL 

Classic censorship has a simple definition: 
government suppression of a message that it 
deems objectionable. But we live in an era of 
immense corporate power, and it’s not enough 
to limit our thinking about free expression to 
what the government may or may not do. Last b 
year, the Phoenix gave a Muzzle Award to the v4 
Crossgates Mall, near Albany, New York, for charging 
a man with trespassing after he refused to remove an 
anti-war T-shirt. Seven years ago, in the very first edition of 
the Muzzles, we singled out retail giant Wal-Mart for refus- 
ing to sell music and videos it deemed inappropriate. 

This year Monsanto, a multi-billion-dollar chemical compa- 
ny based in St. Louis, joins the non-virtuous circle. In a case 
that drew the attention of both the New York Times and Time

magazine, among other media outlets, Monsanto last July sued | 


Oakhurst Dairy, a family-owned business with deep roots in 
Portland, Maine, and demanded that it stop labeling its prod- 
ucts with an entirely truthful statement: OUR FARMERS’ PLEDGE: 
NO ARTIFICIAL GROWTH HORMONES. 

The problem, you see, was that Monsanto is the manufactur- 
er of Posilac, a type of recombinant bovine-growth hormone, or 
rBGH, that is used in an estimated one-third of the nation’s 
dairy cows in order to boost milk production. The federal Food 
and Drug Administration has found that rBGH causes no ad- 
verse health effects in humans, and that milk from cows injected 
with rBGH can’t even be distinguished from that produced by 
untreated cows. Yet consumers have remained wary of rBGH 
since its introduction, in 1994. Monsanto’s complaint was that 
Oakhurst’s label created the impression that milk from rBGH- 
treated cows was somehow less healthful, or of lower quality. 

The issue here is free speech, not science. Nevertheless, it’s 
interesting to note that not everyone agrees with the FDA. 
Though the consensus of scientific opinion is that rBGH is in- 
deed harmless, there is a small but persistent minority that in- 
sists milk from chemically enhanced cows might be associated 
with higher rates of cancer in humans. Some also think the 
hormone is at least possibly linked to earlier puberty in boys 
and girls. In addition, it’s pretty much beyond dispute that 
rBGH can be rough on the cows themselves, causing udder in- 
fections and other ills associated with the simple fact that 
they’re producing more milk. For that reason alone, consumers 
should be able to opt out of rBGH. But if companies such as 
Oakhurst aren’t allowed to label their products as being rBGH- 
free, there’s no way to make an informed decision. 

Fortunately, Monsanto and Oakhurst reached a consumer- 
friendly compromise. In an out-of-court settlement, Oakhurst 
was allowed to keep its label as long as it adds a disclaimer in 
smaller type: FDA STATES: NO SIGNIFICANT DIFFERENCE IN MILK 
FROM COWS TREATED WITH ARTIFICIAL GROWTH HORMONE. As 
the Portland Press Herald said in an editorial, “So, Monsanto 
bullied an odd little disclaimer onto Oakhurst’s label and 
gained national disdain for its heavy-handed tactics.” 

What remains troubling is that Monsanto attempted to use 
its deep pockets to stop a much smaller company from making 
a factually accurate claim about its products. That Monsanto 


won only a fraction of what it sought is no cause for celebration | 


— even though the outcome could have been much worse.

RI'S TOP LAWYER HELPS TO COVER UP A DEATH 

A 49-year-old man mysteriously dies after being taken into 
police custody. At first, officials refuse to disclose so much as 
his name. Information dribbles out. We learn who he is, but a

a hospital spokeswoman, that 

he is in “very, very critical condi- 
tion.” No kidding: it turns out that 
he’d actually died 13 hours earlier. 

Such is the strange, sad case of Bruce Chappell, who died 
of a burst brain aneurysm after he’d been stopped on suspi- 
cion of drunk driving this past February 9 by police in North 
Kingstown, Rhode Island. Though the local police, most def- 
initely including Chief Steven Fage, have a lot to learn about 
their responsibility to be open with the public, the Muzzle 
goes to Rhode Island attorney general Patrick Lynch. 

One of the attorney general’s most important 
roles is to force recalcitrant local officials to place 
public records before the public. Lynch, though, 
not only actively participated in the cover-up of 
Chappell’s death, but he coached North Kingstown Po- 
lice on how to keep the details secret for as long as possible. 
There is no evidence that either Lynch or Fage was engaged in 
any nefarious behavior — Fage reportedly said after the case 
had been wrapped up that he’d always intended to release the 
records after the investigation was over. But when someone 
dies in police custody, it’s not up to local police and the state’s 
chief law-enforcement officer to decide what records to make 
public and what records to suppress. 





“He would have served the public much better had he acted | 


immediately to get the facts out, and let the investigation pro- 
ceed,” wrote Providence Journal columnist Edward Achorn on 
February 17. “It is hard to see and no one has explained how 
sharing basic information with citizens would have impeded 
such an investigation. And it presents a clear conflict for the 


attorney general to join police in keeping records secret, when | 
he is the government official charged with enforcing the Open | 


Records Law.” 

Chappell’s death appears to have been unrelated to the 
brief struggle he reportedly engaged in after his arrest. But 
what if police misconduct were involved, or even alleged? In 
that case, Lynch’s cover-up would be seen as something far 
more serious than merely an arrogant abuse of power aimed 
at allowing the investigation to proceed unimpeded by pesky 
questions from the press. For that matter, Lynch’s exonera- 
tion of the officers who were involved, though no doubt war- 


ranted by the facts, would not have been tainted by the secre- | 


cy that preceded that exoneration. 

In an open, democratic society, there is no more serious 
business than what happens to someone who is taken into 
police custody. The investigation of Bruce Chappell’s death 
was what you would expect from a police state, not the state 
of Rhode Island. The last thing we need is to see John 
Ashcroft’s values percolate down to the local level.

OFFICERS OVERREACT TO ABU GHRAIB PROTEST 

The names of the Boston Police officers who arrested Joe 
Previtera on Wednesday, May 28, have not been reported. 
The charges they brought against the 21-year-old Boston 
College student have already been dropped. But the cops’ ac- 
tions on that day were not only an outrageous violation of 
Previtera’s First Amendment rights — they also sent a chill- 
ing message to anyone who intends to protest at 
the Democratic National Convention. 

We’d hate to think that maybe that was the 
idea. But maybe that was the idea. 

On the date in question, Previtera plopped down 
a milk crate on the sidewalk outside the Armed 
Forces Recruitment Center’s Tremont Street en- 
trance. Then, wearing a black, pointed hood and a 
black sheet, and holding a pair of stereo wires, he 
mounted the crate and assumed the pose of the 
Abu Ghraib prisoner in that iconic photograph 
seen around the world. “We found that street the- 
ater can be more effective in conveying a message 
than a flier,” Previtera told the Boston Phoenix's 
Camille Dodero. “We picked the location because 
we wanted to make people think about what they 
might be called or forced to do if they enlist in the 
military.” (See “Protest,” This Just In, June 4.) 

Not surprisingly, the military recruiters inside 
didn’t see it that way. According to Previtera, one 
came out and told him to leave; Previtera refused. A | 
short time later, a few Boston Police cruisers

showed up, followed by — no kidding — the bomb squad. Of- 
ficers spread yellow tape to isolate him, then arrested him on a 
charge of disturbing the peace, a misdemeanor. Incredibly, 
when Previtera was taken to the station house, he learned that 
he was also being charged with two felonies: “false report of lo- 
cation of explosives” and possession of a “hoax device.” Officer 
Michael Murphy, a police spokesman, told the Phoenix that the 
wires constituted an “implied” bomb threat, “especially in a 
heightened state of alert, as we are.” 

Fortunately, common sense prevailed. Both Previtera and 
David Procopio, spokesman for Suffolk district attorney Dan 
Conley, were interviewed on the radio and television program 
Democracy Now!, and Procopio — with his boss perhaps hav- 
ing learned something from the Tony Van Der Meer incident 
— sounded like the DA’s Office couldn’t drop the charges fast 
enough. “Obviously it’s clear to us and to anyone there that 
Mr. Previtera was depicting one of the Iraqi prisoners,” Proco- 
pio said. And, indeed, the case against Previtera was closed a 
few days later. 

But Procopio wasn’t quite so reassuring when pressed on a 
larger point: what steps the DA’s Office has (or hasn’t) taken to 
make sure that protesters aren’t simply ar- 
rested to get them off the streets at this 
summer’s Democratic Convention. 
“We are deeply supportive of any- 















one’s right to protest,” 
he replied. “Boston has 
a proud tradition of 
that. Certainly we are 
supportive of any- 
one’s First Amend- 
ment rights.” But 
when pressed for 
specifics, he added, 
“The planning con- 
tinues, and certainly 
it’s one of the topics 
that’s being discussed.” 

If the DA’s Office has gotten the 
message, that’s good. But the 
Boston Police need to get the mes- 
sage as well.

PRINCIPAL PUNISHES STUDENT PROTESTERS 

Massachusetts governor Mitt Romney surely knew he would 
face some criticism when he traveled to Winchendon for a talk 
at the Murdock Middle High School last December. After all, 
the state had just labeled Winchendon’s school system as “un- 
derperforming.” But the governor probably had no idea how 
difficult his reception would be. Some students among the 900 
or so folks who were attending booed him. A few protest signs 
could be seen. (What? No leaflets?) And at least one student 
refused to shake Romney’s hand. 

The most dramatic moment by far came when Kim Thur- 
low, a senior, led a special-needs sophomore, Jeremy Dell, to 
the lectern and tearfully asked Romney, “What are these kids 
going to do? Where are these kids going to go to school?” Ac- 
cording to the Boston Globe’s account, Romney shook Dell’s 
hand, and then accompanied both of them to greet other spe- 
cial-education students. Say what you will about Romney’s 
policies — the governor knows how to behave in public. 

Not everyone, however, was pleased with this exercise in 
free speech. Within days, the Globe was reporting that several 
students had been disciplined — with some being suspended 
— by the school’s principal, Patricia Washburn. “There is a 
proper protocol and decorum these students are supposed to 
have,” Washburn told the Globe. “Almost everyone has it, but 
unfortunately, there were [a] very few that didn’t, and we dealt 
with those situations. We dealt with them Thursday morning, 
and we’re back to focusing on what’s important.” 

The Globe was unable to get to the bottom of exactly what 
had happened, but one student, a senior named Jacob Whit- 
ney, was quoted as saying that he had been suspended for 
three days for refusing to shake Romney’s hand — an action 
he claimed he’d intended as a joke, and that the governor took 
as such. Whitney admitted punching a hole in a wall at the 
school when he was called to the principal’s office, but said it 
occurred only after he’d been told of his suspension. 

There matters stood for several months. Then, on March 
15, Boston Herald columnist Joe Sciacca reported that Kim 
Thurlow, the student who had made such a heartfelt plea to 
Romney, was being threatened with the loss of her position as 
an intern for special-needs students. “Since the day the gov- 
ernor came, the principal and superintendent came to my ad- 
viser and said my internship was in jeopardy because I was an 
embarrassment to the school, that I shouldn’t have been al- 
lowed to ask that question,” she told Sciacca. “All my life I’ve

been taught to say what I believe, 
even by my teachers, and now I’ve 
been punished. It completely 
angers me.” 

This time, Romney personally 
came to the rescue, telling the Her- 
ald, “ certainly believe that no one 
should lose any rights or opportu- 
nities because of their views on 
any topic. I certainly encourage 
any school district to welcome the 
widest array of viewpoints and to 
encourage student expression and 
questions.” A day later, the paper 
reported that Thurlow’s intern- 
ship had been restored. 

But Winchendon parents have 
a right to wonder what their chil- 
dren are learning under the direc- 
tion of Patricia Washburn and the 
town’s superintendent of schools, 5 
Robert O’Meara, who backed her up. (This week, O’Meara 
stepped down amid continuing controversy over the school sys- 
tem’s poor performance.) When it comes to teaching kids about 
free speech and the right to protest, the Winchendon schools are | 
every bit as underperforming as the governor says they are. |

STUDENT PAPER MAY VIOLATE STATE LAW 

Censorship of student newspapers, though unjustified, is 
hardly unusual. But the case of the Witches’ Brew, at Salem 

(Massachusetts) High School, goes considerably beyond the 
customary repression of students’ opinions. 

Consider, for example, the fact that the Witches’ Brew had 
been published for three years without a problem. Then, last 
fall, a mew principal, Ann Papagiotas, arrived at Salem High 
School. And suddenly, publication was delayed pending her 
review. Ultimately she decided not to let the paper be printed 
unless pieces complaining about her newly instituted bans on 
wearing hats and eating in class, as well a lament about the 
low state of student morale, were changed. 

Or consider that the paper’s faculty adviser, journalism 
teacher Pamela Hebert, felt compelled to resign, writing to Pa- 
pagiotas, “I am too nervous to take the risk of continuing with | 
the school newspaper.” 

Or consider that Papagiotas — who’s backed by superin- 
tendent Herb Levine and Mayor Stan Usovicz — may be vio- 
lating a 1988 state law that prohibits censorship of student 
newspapers except in cases where “disruption or disorder 
within the school” might result. | 

Or — finally — consider that when senior Todd Graham, a | 
former co-editor of the Witches’ Brew, posted a message on an | 
Internet bulletin board protesting what had happened to the 
paper, he was suspended for seven days. Graham wrote: “I 
haven’t been in class for the last couple of days due to being 
sick to my stomach because of the school and what this is 
turning into. When I get my chance I will show everyone how 
I feel. I have never held back before, and I won’t start now.” 
Papagiotas, choosing to interpret Graham’s intention to speak | 
out as a Columbine-style threat, ordered a lockdown and noti- 
fied Salem Police. 

And though Papagiotas, enabled and supported by her supe- | 
riors, is the real culprit here, what on earth is up with local 
columnist Taylor Armerding? For months, the Salem News 
provided voluminous coverage of the controversy over the 
Witches’ Brew. It was the News’s Ben Casselman who first re- | 
ported that Papagiotas’s censorious policy might be a violation 
of state law. Yet on May 19 Armerding, who writes for the 
Eagle-Tribune papers, among them the News, weighed in on 
the side of the administration. 
Armerding mocked the students 
and spat out the phrase “American 
Civil Liberties Union” — which is 
threatening legal action against 
the city on the students’ behalf — 
as though he were George H.W. 
Bush trying to score points against 
Michael Dukakis. 

“At real newspapers, there is 
no such thing as unfettered free 
speech, either,” Armerding wrote. 
“Most publishers or owners of 
newspapers review the editorials 
that are going to appear in their 
papers. If these kids think nobody 
should be able to review what they 

write, they need to start their own 
Internet blog, not write for the 
school newspaper.” (Uh, Taylor: 
see reference to Graham, Todd, 
op. cit.) 
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Armerding is correct up to a point. But 
Ann Papagiotas isn’t the publisher of the 
Witches’ Brew; the citizens of Salem are. 
| The state legislature, acting on behalf of the 
taxpayers, spelled out very specific rules for 
censoring student newspapers — rules that 
Papagiotas appears to have ignored. Besides, the 

students’ work was already reviewed by a faculty 
adviser. 

Armerding depends on the First Amendment to 
make a living. For him to sneer at kids who are 
trying to claim their own First Amendment rights 
isn’t just wrong; it’s kind of revolting.

DEFENSE CHIEF HIS WAY ONTO CAMPUSES 

Ten years ago Congress passed a law, known as the | 
Solomon Amendment, that requires colleges and uni- 
versities to allow military recruiters on campus. But it 
was only after the terrorist attacks of September 11, 2001, 
that the Defense Department began aggressively to enforce it. 
Aiming at law schools, which generally prohibit discrimina- 
tion on the basis of race, religion, and — significantly — sex- 
ual orientation, the Defense Department threatened to cut off 
hundreds of millions of dollars in federal assistance if those 
schools re- 
fused to make 
an exception 
to their anti- 
discrimination 
policies for 
the sake of the 
military. 

Why give a 
Muzzle to Secre- 
tary of State 
Donald 
Rumsfeld? 
Because he’s 
the defendant 
in a lawsuit 
over the policy, 
called FAIR vy. 
Rumsfeld. And 
what’s the local 
connection? The president of the 
organization bringing the case, the Forum for Academic and 
Institutional Rights (FAIR), is a professor at Boston College 
Law School, Kent Greenfield. (Boston College is not a party 
to the lawsuit.) 

“Imagine if the government took away the driver’s license 
of anyone who opposed pay raises for government bureau- 
crats,” Greenfield wrote in an op-ed piece for the Washing- 
ton Post last November. “Imagine if it cut off Social Security 
benefits to retirees who protested the Iraq war. Suppose it 
withheld a university’s cancer research funds because the 
school refused to support the military’s policy of discrimina- 
tion against gays and lesbians. 

“That last example isn’t imaginary — it’s the law of 
the land.” 

How effective has Rumsfeld’s crusade been? According to 
a Boston Globe account, law schools at Harvard, Boston 
University, Boston College, Yale, Columbia, and New York 
University have backed down rather than risk losing their 
federal funding. And officials at a number of institutions are 
so fearful of retribution that Greenfield has said he cannot 
release the names of schools that have joined FAIR. He told 
the Globe only that FAIR is a nationwide organization whose 
membership is “not in the hundreds, but not tiny, either.” 

Two years ago, we awarded a Dis- 
honorable Mention to Harvard Uni- 
versity for refusing to allow military 
recruiters on campus. In going after 
Rumsfeld now, we believe we 

are being consistent. 

If everyone’s free-speech 
rights were respected, then colleges 
and universities would not attempt 
to muzzle the military, and the mil- 
itary would not use constitutionally 
dubious laws to force its way on to 
campuses. That’s the way the free 

marketplace of ideas is supposed 
to work. Sadly, in this instance, 
neither side respects the other’s 

right to be heard. a

* Teenagers looking to learn about sensitive subjects 
— say, homosexuality or pregnancy — could have found 
their parents looking over their shoulders if Massachu- 
setts state representative John Quinn, a Dartmouth 
Democrat, had had his way. Quinn was the lead sponsor 
of a bill that would have let parents and guardians peek 
at the library records of their children, up to and includ- 
ing the age of 17. The bill’s stuck in committee and 
seems unlikely to go anywhere. And Quinn appears to 
have seen the light: he tells Muzzle Central that he’d be 
content with a lower age limit — say, 12 or 14 — and 
that his main goal was to let parents find out if their kids 
had any overdue library books lying around. We'll cancel 
his Dishonorable Mention when he files corrective legis- 
lation to that effect. 

¢ Last October, Massachusetts Department of Cor- 
rection commissioner Michael Maloney proposed end- 
ing a 30-year-old program through which Harvard Law 
School students helped prison inmates with their legal 
issues. Maloney’s plan would have allowed only third- 
year law students to take part, which would have virtu- 
ally shut down the Harvard Prison Assistance Project. 
Later that fall Maloney himself stepped down, part of a 
housecleaning that took piace following the prison mur- 
der of defrocked priest John Geoghan, who'd been 
convicted of child molestation. And, fortunately, Mal- 
oney’s replacement, Kathleen Dennehy, restored this 
vital program. 

¢ The Fourth of July is supposed to be a time when 
we celebrate our.liberties. But last July 4, with tens of 
thousands of people gathering on the Esplanade for 
the annual Boston Pops concert and fireworks, the 
Massachusetts State Police decided that free speech 
just didn’t fit in with the holiday theme. According to the 
ACLU of Massachusetts, members who tried to hand 
out fliers on the state of civil liberties post-9/11 were 
turned away because they didn’t have a permit. The 
ACLU later found out that it wasn’t alone: dozens of 
would-be pamphleteers, from Howard Dean campaign- 
ers to Jews for Jesus, were also kicked out or forced to 
wait while their bona fides were checked. Reportedly, 
one woman was arrested. This took place even though 
the Metropolitan District Commission, which runs the 
Esplanade, had assured the ACLU ahead of time that it 
would not need a permit. 

¢ Donna Hughes, a women’s-studies professor, is a 
recognized expert on the international trafficking of 
women and children. Unfortunately her employer, the 
University of Rhode Island, is not letting her do her 
job. In May, the ACLU of Rhode Island called on URI 
president Robert Carothers to reverse a decision to re- 
move two articles from Hughes’s Web site in which she 
referred to a suspected trafficker and a suspected pimp, 
neither of whom she named. Carothers had made the 
decision after a law firm in London had threatened to 
sue Hughes and URI for defamation. “Academic free- 
dom is essential to my work on sexual slavery and ex- 
ploitation of women and children,” Hughes said in a 
statement on the ACLU’s Web site. “My scholarly work 
includes researching and writing about organized crime, 
corruption, and harmful government policies. The Uni- 
versity of Rhode Island’s capitulation to intimidation 
threatens the progress of my work and the work of other 
scholars in the future.” Louis Saccoccio, URI’s general 
counsel, told the Associated Press that the university 
was attempting to work out a solution with Hughes. 
“Academic freedom is a core value of the university. The 
university must also exercise appropriate diligence to 
protect the resources entrusted to its care by the people 
of Rhode Island. At times, this presents a difficult bal- 
ance,” Saccoccio said. 

¢ Frederica Williams, the president and CEO of the 
Whittier Street Health Center, in Roxbury, may or may 
not have had a good idea when she decreed that em- 
ployees should speak English most of the time when 
they are on the job. But certainly her Spanish-speaking 
employees had a right to protest the new policy, known 
as “English first.” According to published reports, about a 
dozen employees were let go earlier this year. Williams 
says they were the victims of a financial squeeze, but at 
least some of the ex-employees claim she retaliated 
against them for speaking out. The National Labor Rela- 
tions Board has filed a complaint against the center, and 
could order it to rehire the employees.

for what sociologists call “the hot topic” is 
not an entirely positive phenomenon. As 
George Bernard Shaw put it, “Newspapers 
are unable, seemingly, to discriminate be- 
tween a bicycle accident and the collapse of 
civilization.” 

The fact is, what we read in our daily pa- 
pers gives us a distorted sense of the world. 
Buildings collapse, limbs turn black and fall 
off, drug addicts hit old ladies over the head 
with apparent impunity. Indeed, after a few 
pages of this stuff, it seems remarkable that 
any of us are left standing. But there is more 
to life, of course, than house fires, car crash- 
es, and shark attacks. Every day, people go 
about changing the world in small, quiet 
ways that are both vital and boring. These 
events, sadly, are all too often overlooked by 
the mainstream press. 

In a more fair and balanced world, the 
media would intersperse reports of robberies 
and suicides with stories about people shop- 
ping or eating dinner or masturbating over 
Internet porn — the ordinary, everyday activ- 
ities that make this country what it is. In the 
interest of promoting such coverage, we at 
the Phoenix have compiled a list of news 
briefs that contain little in the way of disaster 
or depravity, but that are remarkable nonethe- 
less — remarkable for their simplicity and 
their universality, for what they tell us about 
life: that it can be newsworthy even when it is 
good, or at least not completely terrible.

Penn on paper 


BY TAMARA WIEDER 


T SHOULD COME as no surprise to fans 

of Penn & Teller that Penn Jillette — in- 

variably described as “the larger, louder 
half” of the comedy duo — is equal parts 
wacky and intelligent, boisterous and 
thoughtful. But what may surprise even the 
most ardent P&T supporter is Jillette’s latest 
incarnation: novelist. Though he’s been per- 
forming the team’s offbeat-humor-and- 
magic show for 30 years and, with Teller, has 
written books including Cruel Tricks for Dear 
Friends (Villard Books, 1990) and How To 
Play in Traffic (Berkley Publishing Group, 
1997), he’s only just published his first novel, 
Sock (St. Martin’s Press). 

But, true to Penn form, this is no ordinary 
work of fiction. The book’s narrator is Dickie, 
a sock monkey — yes, really — who belongs 
to an NYPD diver he calls the Little Fool, 
and the book’s structure is pure stream-of- 
consciousness adventure, peppered with 
pop-culture references and philosophical wit. 


Q: The million-dollar question: why a sock 
monkey? 

A: I had a sock monkey when I was a kid, 
and it’s looking at me right now. Although my 
sister informs me that it isn’t really the sock 
monkey that I had as a kid because she and 
my parents replaced them when I ripped them 
to pieces. So the sentimental attachment is 
entirely arbitrary. Actually, I didn’t choose to 
do a sock monkey; there was a book about 
sock monkeys, and I wrote the first chapter as 
a short story for that, and then a friend of 
mine — who’s mentioned at the end of the 
book, Nell — just really, really loved it and 
begged me to write a whole novel based on 
that chapter. Which I wasn’t sure I could do, 
and she was, so she kind of pushed me, and 
that’s why it ended up being a sock monkey. 





Q: This is your first novel. How was the 
experience of writing it? 

A: It was'really strange. I’ve been writing 
for Penn & Teller for 30 years, and every- 
thing that I’ve written, which has been a lot 
of op-eds and three books with Penn & 
Teller, for the most part — there were excep- 
tions to this, but the overwhelming majority 
of the stuff I’ve written has been first- 
person, me. So when I’m even telling 
stories with friends and stuff, or I do radio in- 
terviews or do [Howard] Stern or anything, 
if I’m telling stories, | keep them true. As | 
started writing this, | thought about when I 
was a kid, I read interviews with Randy New- 
man and David Bowie, and they talked a lot 
about how writing first-person that wasn't 
you was this really liberating experience. So 
when | started writing this, | found — what | 
guess everybody who writes novels must real- 
ize instantly and is the real seduction of it — 
is that you get to tell the truth better. Many of 
the stories in the book are based on things 
that really happened, but I’m allowed to 
make it go the way | want it to. I just found 
that so amazing. It’s such an obvious thing, 
that in fiction you can make shit up. Most of 
my friends who’ve read it say that it’s more 
about me and more honest than the stuff that 
I’ve written that really is about me. It was a 
pretty cool experience, because I go on stage 
every night and say “I,” and “I” always 
means Penn. It was pretty cool to have “I” 
mean a sock monkey. Although I have had 
friends call up and say, “I didn’t know the 
parole-officer story ended that way.” And | 
go, “It didn’t, you nitwit. It’s fucking fiction.” 


Q: The book has a real stream-of-conscious- 
ness feel to it. Is that how it felt, writing it? 

A: Oh, yeah. Everything else I’ve ever writ- 
ten, I have a really tight outline. This really was

stream of consciousness. It seems I don’t have 
the willpower to not put a plot in; I always like, 
no matter how stream-of-consciousness stuff 
that I’m reading is, I like there to be some sort 
of plot. But yeah, it really felt that way. I have 
the perfect job; I like everything that I do. But it 
was really nice to do [something] as different as 
possible. There isn’t really even a paragraph of 
this that would fit in a Penn & Teller show, and 
I think that was part of the real attraction, not 
because I dislike doing anything in the Penn & 
Teller show, but just to break it up a little. 


Q: The press materials for the book say, 
“Sock is not for everyone. It’s even not for 
every fan of Penn & Teller’s shows.” It struck 
me as an odd way to promote a book. Why 
the disclaimer? 

A: I have a friend, Renée French — she’s a 
fabulous cartoonist, and she does adult comics, 
like [adult] with an X. Then she also did one 
children’s book that was very, very successful. 
All of a sudden she had this problem with peo- 
ple who loved the kids’ book going to 
Amazon and doing a search for her 
name, and picking up the adult book 
and finding it, you know, inappropri- 
ate. She’s really, really proud of the 
stuff she did before, there’s no prob- 
lem with that; it just is a very different 
style and she didn’t want people to be 
confused and misled. 

The name of the book is 
Sock, and it has a sock 
monkey on the cover, 
and I really don’t want 
people thinking that 
this is something that’s 
a monologue out of 
Penn & Teller. The 
other thing is, as 
weird as this is to 
say, | have a job. 
The most impor- 
tant part of 
Sock to me is 
not that 
everybody

rather have fewer sales and go to 
the right people. 


Q: You've been doing Penn & 
Teller shows for 30 years now. 
Why do you think it’s managed to 
stick around so long? What keeps 
audiences coming? 

A: I don’t know. The reason 
that’s a really hard question is that 
we’re more successful than we 
planned on being, which is an odd 
thing to be in show business. I 
mean, Madonna sincerely believes 
she should be more famous. Elvis 
was really bothered by the fact that 
there were aboriginal tribes that 
hadn’t heard of him. [Howard] 
Stern just can’t understand why 
there are radio stations that play 
anything but him. Teller and I re- 
ally set out to do theater shows 
for about 200 to 300 people. And 
we were successful in that for a 
































Half of the legendary comedy duo Penn & Teller ventures into 


good while. We kind of thought that our stuff 
was odd enough that that’s the number we'd 
go for. We could support ourselves and live on 
that. It turns out that about 2000 people a 


night want to see Penn & Teller, in the country. 


And I totally attribute that to the large popula- 
tion in the US. You can now have a [radio] 
station for Catholic gay fishermen. There are 
enough of us. A hundred years ago, you had to 
appeal to damn close to two or three percent of 
the population before you could earn a living in 
show business. | mean, when you look at Tom 
Paine or Mark Twain or any of the other ones 
that rhyme, they were getting a big portion of 
the country in order to be successful. Now 
we're getting to the point that if you can really 
please a tenth of a percent of this population, 
you're doing well. You can really keep going. 
When people come out of our show, one of 
the things I think is that they really even 
the people who disagree with us intensely 
seem to think it’s important that people tell the 
truth as they see it. And I know for me, I can 
listen to gospel music, I can read stuff 
that’s very different from my point of 
view, if I believe that it’s not in any 
way cynical, that the person is not 
going, “What’s the next thing I can 
put in here that'll really sell?” Peo- 
ple seem to think that there is no 
doubt that we are saying stuff 


that we 
believe. It’s 
what I require. A 
lot of times people 
will ask the question 
about Penn & Teller, 
“Do you ever spend 
time saying, ‘Well, 
how are we going 
to top ourselves on 
our next appear- 
ance?’ Don’t you feel 
you have to keep 
ratcheting it up?” And 
that question is a deep mis- 
understanding, because we’re 
really trying to do cool stuff 
that means a lot to us. 
I think that once I’ve said all 
that about integrity, I really 
need to say the other side, 
which is that we do really good 
tricks. It’s so tempting to say that 
it’s the fact that we’re speaking 
from our hearts and don’t com- 
promise and stuff like that, but I’m 
afraid that it may be that | palm 
stuff really good with my left hand. 


Q: I read that you're a-Cato 
Institute Research Fellow. 
A: Yeah. I don’t even know 
exactly what that means. | 
think it means I get 
a 10 percent dis- 

count at the 

bookstore or 

something. 
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Q: How'd you end up a fellow? 

A: Well, I'm a real total-freedom nut, a 
libertarian, and I’m one of those crazy opti- 
mists. You get this personality type of in 
credible Pollyanna, dip-shit optimism that 
just kind of turns out this atheist libertarian 
who thinks, let people do what they want 
and everything will be okay. I think, really 
the percentage of people on the planet that 
are actually bad is so small, you don’t even 
have to consider them. Throw your car keys 
to everyone; you’re pretty much going to be 
okay. People just really treat other people, | 
think, really, really well, and always have, 
and are getting better all the time. Our crime 
rates are going down and so on. So I would 
read the Cato Institute stuff, which I think is 
the best, and then I started doing some writ- 
ing for that, and then I started speaking fo1 
them. It’s kind of a tautology: why is Penn 
Jillette speaking at your Cato thing? Well, 
because he’s a scholar here. And why is he a 
scholar here? Well, because he speaks here 
pretty often. I think they just put that [title] 
on me to shut people up as to why the fuck’s 
he here. It just answers that question easily. 


Q: You have a program, Penn & Teller: Bull- 
shit!, on Showtime. Do you ever get HBO envy? 

A: The fact that Penn & Teller have a show 
that’s on any TV network at all, the fact that it 
even be local fucking cable, that we have a 
show that is 100 percent debunking, that is re 
ally pro-science and pro-truth, on TV, is so 
fucking astounding! The fact that we have a 
few million people that watch the show is 
enough for me to build statues. | mean, that’s 
fucking amazing. What do you expect, The 
Sopranos or those kinds of shows? They are 
really appealing to a broad market, and they’re 
working hard on appealing to a broad market 
I mean, Bullshit is just two retards with a 
crew of about six other people that are writing

and putting it together — who are really 
doing stuff that is absolutely hard-core, try to 
tell the truth as we see it. If you look at any of 
the cynics talking about stuff, they'll tell you 
that nobody can get by doing 
that. I know it’s only a Show- 
time show, but man, it is a 
Showtime show, and the 
DVDs just keep selling out. 
So I’m very, very happy. The 
Pollyanna optimism thing will 
sicken you shortly, I’m sure 


Q: Well, I have a feeling I’m going to hear 
more of it when I ask you: does it ever bother 
you that in almost everything that’s written 
about you, you're referred to as “the larger, 
louder half of Penn & Teller”? Do you get tired 
of hearing that description? 

A: No, it’s just true. I’m more than half of 
Penn & Teller by weight. Here’s the fact that 
you'll want to know, that will freak out your 
little mind: Teller and Art Garfunkel are the 
same height. We just found that out. See, 
people don’t realize that I’m 6’6” and 270; 
people put me at about 6’2”, and that makes 
Teller the little guy. Teller’s 5°10”. So Teller is 
a perfectly normal American-male height. 
People say to me, “You’re taller than | 
thought.” When people meet Teller, it’s like 
he’s a man mountain! They go, “Jesus Christ, 
I thought you were little!” But he’s out there 
towering over a very good percentage of our 
audience. You know, | don’t mind that at all. 
I get called “Teller” at least as often as I get 
called “Penn.” And we’re just very happy 


with that. Ss

| wanted to let you know that your advice to DOM, the 29-year-old anxious to get it 
on with his legal-where-he-lives 16-year-old co-worker, was spot on. 

When | was 14, | had a very satisfying sexual relationship with a 24-year-old man. 
We met through some friends who were college-age. | pursued him for months. He 
was resistant because of our age difference and the legal risk to him, but ultimately, | 
was hard to resist. 

Still, at his insistence, we progressed slowly. | was a virgin, and he was actually 
more precious about it than | was. He bought me a copy of Our Bodies, Ourselves. We 
read The Joy of Sex together. We talked and talked about the risks, about condoms, 
about my feelings, about the possibility of regret. We also talked about our age differ- 
ence, the need for discretion, and the impossibility of anything more than a short- 
term relationship evolving between us. We talked for months before we finally did it. 

It was seriously great sex. Our relationship lasted for nearly a year before | broke it 
off. (I was ready to explore other guys — and girls.) The only downside is that because 
of the taboo around our age difference, | haven't been able to share my experience 
with many people without rousing severe judgment. So your advice to DOM was re- 
freshing. | hope he follows it.

Got No Regrets 

Speaking of rousing severe judgment, GNR, a lot of readers wondered why | didn’t 
order DOM to register as a sex offender now, thereby saving himself the time and 
trouble of being arrested and sent off to prison. (Can no one read? The girls DOM 
were lusting after were of legal age, people.) It seems to me that a lot of grown-ups 
have screwy ideas about teenagers and their sexual desires and rights — which is 
odd, considering that all grown-ups were teenagers once, most teenagers lust after 
people in their 20s, and many grown-ups lost their virginities as teenagers to people 
who were older, and weren’t harmed. But the official grown-up position is that anyone 
who admits to being attracted to a particular teenager — a young adult, above the age 
of consent — has to be complete scum. What's worse, many grown-ups use “teenag 
er” interchangeably with “jailbait” and “minor,” despite the fact that in most places 
teenagers are as likely to be above the age of consent (roughly 16-19) as below it 
(13-15).

grateful for the experience and unharmed by the sex. (Well, sex with the women was 
kind of traumatic. No one warned me about queefs — | had to be peeled off the 
freakin’ ceiling. “Holy shit!” | thought, “Why is that thing barking at me?!”") As a 
grown-up, | refuse to shove those early, beneficial sexual experiences down the ol’ 
memory hole. 

It seems to me that so long as the older, more-experienced person in an April/June 
romance is kind and sensitive — and doesn’t mislead the teenager about the long 
term prospects (nil) — | can’t work up much outrage. | didn’t think it was wrong when 
| was a teenager, God knows, and it would be hypocritical of me to blow my stack 
about it now. (Check back with me when my kid’s a teenager — | may feel differently 
then.) The trick for a young person who's attracted to an older person is being able to 
tell the good grown-ups from the bad grown-ups. One easy test: feeling pressured to 
put out immediately or attempt a varsity-level sex act? Walk away. Another test: some 
people seek out much younger sex partners because they either enjoy the power trip 
of exploiting a younger, more naive person or they can’t convince older, wiser people 
— people who can see through their bullshit — to sleep with them. Again, walk away 

Finally... 

I'm not only officially against sleeping with someone under the age of consent, |’m 
really most sincerely dead set against it. The man to whom you were lucky enough to 
lose your virginity, GNR, sounds like a nice guy, almost the Platonic ideal of a first sex 
partner. (If only everyone's first lover came with a required-reading list!) You were 
lucky to find him. He, on the other hand, was lucky too — lucky that he didn’t get 
caught, lucky he didn’t wind up in prison. You may have been ready for sex at 14, but 
| doubt he was ready for prison at 24. And yet you pursued him anyway — you were a 
bad teenager, GNR, bad! 
















































As a female who had sexual experiences with older men as a teen, | am concerned 
about DOM. While at 16 or 17 many of us females may look and act like adults, we 
aren't yet. | felt so pressured by peers and the media to grow up fast, and the lure of 
an older man prompted me to have sex at 16. | even initiated the situation. | wish | 
could take that back. DOM needs to put desire aside and think about what I’ve said. | 
work now as a youth worker with many girls who have been in my situation. We are so 
regretful of what we did when we were not ready. 
















Regretful Teen 

| hear you, RT: not all folks who have their first sexual experiences with older part- 
ners remember them fondly. (The same could be said, however, of teenagers who lost 
their virginities to other teenagers.) We both need to bear in mind, however, that nei- 
ther your negative experience nor my positive one proves anything. Whether or not 
people who lose their virginities under similar circumstances will feel good or bad 
about them years later depends on a whole host of factors — including whether they 
were ready and whether the older person was an asshole. Clearly | was ready, RT, and 
you weren't. | would encourage any teenager thinking about becoming sexually active 
— with anyone, whatever their age — to think long and hard about whether they’re 
ready. 































A bunch of us were sitting around talking about sex. This girl mentioned that her 
boyfriend disconnected his speaker and connected the speaker wire to her genitalia. | 
tried to obtain more details but was unable to due to a combination of the group’s 
shock and laughter and the girl’s realization that this was a tad unusual.

If they are unsuccessful or 
have to pay a broker's fee you are still on the hook for any lost rent or expenses 
they incur.

Fourth of July weekend brings a batch of all-American 
comfort-food rock and roll to New England. Over the 
past couple of years, self-proclaimed American bad- 
ass Kid Rock has become a bigger star on country 
radio than he has on the modern-rock airwaves (Sean 
Richardson's review of his new Kid Rock is “Off the 
Record,” on page 22 of Arts). But in concert, he trans- 
forms into a one-man musical melting pot, turning 
Southern rock, hip-hop, funk, and metal into a mod- 
ern-day showband revue. He's at the Verizon Wireless 
Arena (603-644-5000) in Manchester on Saturday. 

George Thorogood gave the bad-ass ethos its 
sturdiest anthem in the mid '70s, and the gravel- 
voiced motorblues singer of “Bad to the Bone” has 
remained more or less unevolved in the intervening 
decades. His greatest-hits album topped the 
Billboard blues charts on its release, and his latest 
studio album, Ride 'ti! / Die (Eagle), is a brisk and 
enjoyable romp through the same raucous bar-band 
territory he’s been traversing for years: it sounds as 
if it could have been recorded 20 years ago, which 
is a good thing. Thorogood and his long-time back- 
ing band the Destroyers are at Hampton Beach 
Casino (603-929-4100) in New Hampshire tonight 
(July 1), the Cape Cod Melody Tent (508-775-9100) 
in Hyannis on Friday, and the South Shore Music 


Circus (617-931-2787) in Cohasset on Saturday. 

Perhaps piqued that their new album isn’t doing 
as well as the debut by their countrymen Jet, the 
Vines had another row and dropped off the Incubus 
tour — and were promptly replaced by former At the 
Drive-In dudes Sparta, who in turn had to drop off 
Lollapalooza (which hadn't, at that point, been can- 
celled). Talk about great timing. Sparta’s sophomore 
album, Porcelain (Geffen), is out next week.

NEW WAVE. Do not, repeat, do not miss 
Canada’s Death from Above — not to be 
confused with NYC’s dance-punk produc- 
tion unit DFA, who have sometimes 
claimed their initials stand for those 
words. This Death from Above, even 
though they’re just a singing bass player 
and a drummer, are a monstrous punk 
rock-and-roll outfit. On their debut EP,

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The deep 


‘Ocean View’ at Montserrat, 
‘What is Big?’ at Brickbottom

Ww is it about the ocean that’s so stirring? The 
immense, changeable sky? The powerful expanse of 


water, ever in motion? The light reflected off clouds 









rocks, waves, and sand? The sense of infinity, of the 
beginning of time, of eternity? Whatever it is, it’s lons 
been inspiring artists and artistic hobbyists to run for their 
brushes, cameras, and sketchbooks, and Boston’s 






beautiful North Shore has certainly sparked its share of 
seaside art, from major paintings by Martin Johnson 
Heade and John Marin to enthusiastic efforts by countless 
Sunday painters. But there are contemporary artists who 
have a different vision of sand and sea, a vision that’s 
explored in the new “Ocean View,” which opens at the 
Montserrat College of Art Gallery on July 12. Curated by 
Katherine French, the gallery’s director, “Ocean View” 
aims to challenge the familiar view of seascape painting 
as an easy-to-look-at representation of nature’s splendor 

“This is a show of seascapes,” French explains, “but it 
is less about scene representation or traditional 
landscape than it is about expressing the experience of 
place that the artist has while looking at sky and sea.” To 
this end, she’s assembled a group of artists whose work 
ranges from abstract painting to photography, from 
watercolor to sculpture, and from personal expression to 
formal exploration. British artist Michael Porter, who lives 
and works in Cornwall, has spent this year as artist-in- 
residence at Montserrat, and his oil paintings are based 
on his intensive studies of rocks in seascapes; he focuses 
in on such small areas that the paintings read as 
abstractions. Jane Goldman, who created the imaginative 
images of Atlantic Ocean aquatic life on the new floor 
tiles at Logan Airport, contributes images of swirling 
seaweed that are based on the artist’s own underwater 
photographs and presented on sheets of paper close to 
five feet tall. John Walker is represented by three prints 
and a large oil painting from his “Of Time and Tides” 
series, a personal meditation on family and history that 
grew out of his father’s experience in World War |. Three 
of Jon Imber’s large oil paintings from the “Mussels and 
Shells” series will also be on view, works that French 
calls “lovely, expressionistic studies of seashells, very 
mucky. They are painted with thick impasto and are more 
about the act of painting than about representing the 
shells.” George Nick, Paul Cary Goldberg, George 
Herman, Masako Kamiya, Isabel Mcllvain, Richard 
Raiselis, Ryan Smith, and Lynn Swigart round out 
“Ocean View.” 

Meanwhile, Brickbottom Gallery in Somerville 
presents “What Is Big?”, which opens on July 9 with 
oversized efforts by 15 artists whose work pushes the 
scale envelope. Included are Debra Olin, who explores 
history and identity by way of media and imagery — 
fabric, gloves, dresses — associated with “women’s 
work,” and Beverly Sky, who creates landscapes from 
handmade paper.

“What Is Big?” is at the Brickbottom Gallery, 1

omething about the summer air seems to trigger a 
fala urge among the members of the dance 
community to pack up their 
dance bags and head for the 
studios. This week and next, 
| summer-program faculty will be 
| greeting students at the Boston 
| Ballet School, the Boston 
| Conservatory, Jacob’s Pillow

At the last of these, Summer 
Stages, under the direction of 
Wie Amy Spencer and Richard 
Colton, former Twyla Tharp 
dancers who run the year-around dance program at 
Concord Academy, will launch its fifth season.

This year, Parker & the Bang Group, augmented by 
nine local dancers including Kate Digby, Nicole Pierce, 
and Bonnie Spillane, will present a single performance 
next Thursday of Cracked, Parker’s take on The 
Nutcracker. He describes the work as “a funky, post- 
modern Nutcracker,” with the first half of the 70-minute 
piece set to arrangements of the familiar Tchaikovsky 
themes by performers as disparate as Duke Ellington, 
Fred Waring and the Pennsylvanians, a handbell choir, 
and Glenn Miller. “It progresses from the American 
vernacular into the more grandiose music, the familiar 
orchestral suite.” 

The work was commissioned by the Genoa Opera House 
for its small theater because the director had seen Parker 
and Jeffrey Kazin, one of the Bang Group, perform their 
“thumb-sucking” duet to Tchaikovsky’s pas de deux for 
the Sugar Plum Fairy and her Cavalier. About 20 minutes 
of the work, which Parker constructed in part on Summer 
Stages students in 2003, was performed at Dance 
Theatre Workshop last December, then premiered in 
Genoa. Both theaters have invited Parker's company back 
for repeat runs. 

One highlight of Cracked, which is definitely “not about 
Christmas,” is Parker's solo, which also is set to music for 
the Sugar Pium Fairy. “You can’t see me. | wear toe shoes. 
The theater is black, and | shine a flashlight that I’m 
holding on my feet. So my feet perform in a little spotlight 
of my own. It also has a little toe-tap, definitely a lost art.” 
The opening number is sung by Parker and Jeff Kazin to 
lyrics by Fred Waring for the Russian Trepak. “ We tap- 
dance while we sing,” Parker says. “There’s no narrative 
per se, but there’s a ‘deus ex machina,’ a present we open 
that transforms us. We take out tiaras, a veil, and other 
props from a box that contribute to the mood of the 
dance. There are no characters, but eventually, in a funny 
way, characters do emerge.” 

The Summer Stages performance series continues with 
Donna Uchizono Company in Low on July 15, Tere 
O’Connor Dance in Lawn on July 22, and “Three Women 
Solo” with Sara Rudner, Martine Van Hamel, and Carmen 
de Lavallade and special guest Gus Solomons Jr. on July 
29. A showcase of new work developed by the 
Choreographers Project will be presented on July 31.

OR ALMOST 100 years, Greek- 
Americans have run every kind of 


restaurant except for Greek 
restaurants. Those overtly Greek 
restaurants that have appeared have 
been generally modest, offering only a 
smattering of inexpensive dishes from 
this ancient Mediterranean cuisine. 
Now, a group of Greek-American in- 
vestors has gotten behind executive 
chef Paul Delios to launch Mezé Estia- 
torio, in glamorous modern rooms 
overlooking the Zakim Bridge. Gener- 
ations of Greek-American restaura- 
teurs must be looking on and nodding 
in approval, for here’s an upscale 
menu with not a pizza, kebab, or 
cheeseburger in sight. Served up in- 
stead is the modern food of Greece 
with some glorified peasant and fisher-

man specialties thrown in, and a wine 
list featuring Greek wines made with 
California technology for commanding 
French prices. 

Everything works (except occasion- 
ally the service). The breadbasket offers 
a crusty peasant loaf with garlic-white- 
bean spread, the very fruity Greek vir- 
gin olive oil, and some home-cured 
olives. Appetizers are particularly 
strong, and even the most familiar rise 
to a whole new level. We tried the pikil- 
ia ($16), a sampler plate of spreads, to 
get at seven of the cold appetizers. 
With buttery grilled pitas, we were per- 
haps most impressed by the taramos- 
alata ($7), which elsewhere is generally 
a very salty blend of fish roe. At Mezé 
it’s a subtle but addictive spread with a 
hint of caviar flavor in a base made 





with some shallots and thickener, like a 
great potato salad. Skordalia ($7), 
which actually is garlic-potato sauce, 
had just the after-bite of garlic. The 
tzatziki ($7) is cucumbers and mint in 
yogurt, all the flavors evident. And the 
melitzanosalata ($7), a fresh eggplant 
salad, hinted at the grill. Even the 
stuffed grape leaves ($7) are softer and 
grainier than most. 

Among hot appetizers, our bell- 
wether is grilled octopus ($12), here 
four tentacles kept not too chewy yet 
full of flavor, served on a wilted salad. 
“Gigantes” ($6) is a bland casserole of 
butter beans in tomato. These need a 
little more texture and zest to be more 
than a side dish. 

Our only familiar main dish, pastitsio 
($16), showed the effect of a trained 
chef on peasant food. The layered 
casserole is served as a perfect round 

cake with a browned top, with two lay- 
ers of hollow macaroni, one of ground 
lamb, one of béchamel, and two toma- 
to sauces (the rose-colored one proba- 
bly has some cream in it). Grilled 
salmon ($24) is simple enough, but 
made more complicated served over a 
tourlou — baked vegetables in tomato 
s broccoli rabe, 
green beans, potatoes, onions, and 
cherry tomatoes. 
A half chicken ($22) seemed both 

grilled and stewed to a fine flavor with 
a rich gravy that includes oven-roasted 
potatoes, artichokes, peppers, and por- 
tobello mushrooms. And a piece of hal- 
ibut ($27) was pure cheffery, fabulous 
light fish on a large pedestal of mashed 
potatoes enriched with feta and a kind 
of loose chowder of mussels in the 
shell, sweet corn, and marjoram. 

The wine list at Mezé has plenty of 
Californian and Italian wines, but it 
would be foolish to pass up the selec- 
tion of modern-Greek bottles, with 
choices like seven brands of red agior- 
gitiko. Our 1999 Nico Lazaridi Merlot 
($48) was well-structured and just 
coming into a complex bottle aroma, 
on top of the fruit and spice one ex- 
pects from this grape. Coffee ($6) is 
excellent, and tea ($3) is served prop- 
erly, already brewing in a china pot. 





Desserts are somewhat middling, ob- 
viously better designed than what small 
Greek cafés can muster, but not fully 
cheffed-out as yet. Our favorite was 
yiaourti me meli ($8), a simple-looking 
bowl of homemade yogurt with import- 
ed honey, selected berries, and a few 
nuts. A plate of seasonal fruits ($8) had 
all the berries of late June, plus some 
good melon slices. Rice pudding ($8) 
is served in a crisp cookie shell with 
candied fruits, but the pudding itself 
was somewhat sour, perhaps due to the 
yogurt involved. Dionysia ($8) is a 
wonderful name for a chocolate 
dessert, but chocolate sauce rolled in 
phyllo dough is not exactly a Dionysian 
celebration of the Aztec flavor. 

Service was a bit sporadic at our 
dinner, which began early and empty, 
and ended with a gratifyingly full house 
on a weeknight. There was a pause 
after appetizers. Our waiter misheard 
an order for pastitsio as one for 
salmon, then came up with a pretty 
quick pastitsio but forgot to change the 
bill. There was another long pause after 
entrées, and another waiting for the 
check after dessert. At home at about 
3 a.m., | began to suspect our server 
had not heard my order for decaf cor- 
rectly. I was still thinking about this at 
5 a.m. It was very good decaf, and | 
had a lot of it. 

The space is brand-new, drop-dead 
gorgeous, and appropriate. Limestone 
tile on the walls and blond wood on the 
floors (echoed in the chairs) make for a 
light, airy feeling. Lots of windows look 
out at the bridge broadside, as if the 
restaurant designers positioned the 
bridge for maximum effect. All this 
makes it loud, but a background tape 
with a lot of bouzouki makes the loud- 
ness seem appropriate. 

The management team here warmed 
up with the more general Mediterranean 
menu of Paolo’s Trattoria, also in 
Charlestown. Now that they’ve broken 
through with an upscale Greek concept, 
they'd better move quickly, because | 
predict that more new restaurants will 
try this appealing format. a

There was a time when the Ladder District was so tagged because of the clear-cut 
perpendicular arrangement of its streets. Now, it seems, we refer to it as the Ladder 
District because expansion and development in the neighborhood is completely verti- 
cal — from the towering hotels and swank lounges and sports clubs popping up at 
upper elevations to the luxury-condo units that are about to be erected. And the Chi- 
natown end is moving on up, too. The neighborheod’s newest tenant is a second-story 
restaurant rimmed with expansive windows, offering a voyeuristic sweep of the city’s 
most breathtaking neighborhoods. 

If the thought of a new eatery close to an upwardly mobile neighborhood inspires 
thoughts of sky-high prices, you’ll be as lightheaded as we were to learn the full name 
of this spot, which opened in February: House of Pho $2.99 Restaurant. Yes, just 
when you thought gentrification had dug its claws into every last urban alcove, China- 
town comes to your budget’s rescue. Climb the stairs to the House and make yourself 
at home amid the walnut paneling and cozy Christmas lights festooning the giant 
room, where a giant-screen TV tucked in a corner often broadcasts obscure foreign 
films. Then take your pick among giant bowls of noodle soups ($2.99), vermicelli 
plates with barbecued beef, pork, or shrimp ($2.99), or rice dishes heaped with 
chicken and veggies ($2.99; see, we weren’t kidding!). Everything is speedily deliv- 
ered and served piping hot. Just make sure that if you go with friends, you tell the 
waiters that you’d like to eat together — as in, all at the same time. 

One of the most notable perks here is that the modest price tag takes the finan- 
cial risk out of trying new things. Ever wonder what mung bean is all about? Try a 
mung-bean shake ($2.50), an icy delight that’s best enjoyed as dessert and is sure to 
leave you full enough to bring home leftovers. We mean that in terms of tomorrow’s 
lunch and coins in your pocket. And as they say: change is good.

Don't let its location on the map confuse you: 
Colombian food is mountain food, not spicy 
stuff. Most gringos love it at first bite. At Camino 
Real, don't miss the soups, the tostones (plantain 
chips), the empanadas, the chicken a la criolla, 
or the "rice with shrimp." And bring a serious 
appetite. 


I've long touted Colombian food as a meat-and- 


potatoes answer to middle-American cravings. 
Except for coastal strips, Colombia is a mountain 
country where people eat to stay warm and 
don't feel the usual equatorial urge for fiery 
spices and exotic fruits. But outside Eastie and 
Chelsea, Colombian restaurants have been rare 
in these parts: Camino Real is the first in main- 
land Boston in more than 15 years. 


The most populated parts of Colombia are like 
three countries divided by north-south mountain 
ranges, a fact that has figured substantially in 
Colombian history and the novels of Gabriel 
Garcia Marquez. The cooks at Camino Real 
come from Medellin, the unofficial capital of the 


middle valley. This is a departure from most previ- 


ous restaurants, where the focus has been on 
Cali and the western valley. You don't need to 
know this to enjoy the food. In fact, most 
Americans will not need to know anything to 
enjoy this food.

it’s not just by some misunderstanding that 
these films are known as “chick flicks.” The 
central role in them is generally Woman in 
her culturally ordained function as defender 
of monogamy — the supreme value in 
romantic comedy.i 

With Before Sunset, their new entry in the 
genre, Richard Linklater, Ethan Hawke, and 


Julie Delpy take two crucial steps. First, they 


question monogamy as a value while letting 
the question go unanswered, so that the 

narrative action, instead of aiming at form- 
ing a couple who will live happily ever after,

to the extent that you’re dazzled with Delpy. 
The intelligence of the film is in its mise- 
en-scéne: the articulation of looks, the shot 
choices, the cutting. At each turning point, 
Linklater contrives to show the attitudes of 
both Céline and Jesse. To say this is not 
merely to state the obvious but to identify 


sense the world the same 
way, they analyze things 
around them the same way. 
You know how important 
that is — it’s exciting.” 

Is the new film autobio- 
graphical? 

“There was a 30-page 
essay that I wrote after

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Spider-Man 2 spins few marvels

he catch phrase for the first Spider-Man 
Ts: “With great power comes great 

responsibility.” For the sequel, it’s some- 
thing along the lines of “You have a choice.” 
I don’t have much power in the matter, but | 
feel it’s my responsibility to suggest that the 
best choice is to hold out for the DVD rather 
than shell out 10 bucks for this cornball, half- 
hearted, fitfully exciting rehash. 

Maybe Aunt May (no fault of Rosemary 
Harris) is the problem. When I read 
Marvel Comics’ Spider-Man back in the 
60s, she really bugged me. A co-depend- 
ent, passive-aggressive, castrating biddy, 
she underscored the whole namby-pamby 
finger wagging that thwarted what could 
have been a trenchant, even subversive 
embodiment of adolescent angst. Maybe 
that’s why Spider-Man 2 springs to life late 
in the game when director Sam Raimi 
invokes some of the wickedness of The Evil 
Dead and turns Aunt May into a human 
shuttlecock batted between her super-pow- 
ered nephew and his new nemesis. 

But let’s not get ahead of ourselves. 
There’s lots of slogging before any fun 
begins. Poor Peter Parker (Tobey 
Maguire), trying to balance careers as a 
college student and a costumed 
crimefighter, finds he can’t make ends 
meet delivering pizza (that despite employ- 
ing his web-slinging powers trying to get a 
delivery in under the company’s guaran- 
teed time limit). Instead of empowering 
himself or fulfilling his responsibilities, all 
he gets is failing grades, cold pizza, and 
the cold shoulder from those he disap- 
points. Worst of all, he can’t settle down

think we can all see where this is going, but direc- 
tor Sam Karmann pulls off enough postmodernist 
twists to keep it an engaging, if stolid, opener for 
this year’s Boston French Film Festival.

He takes classes 
and attends a stage adaptation of Martin 
Scorsese's GoodFellas with Camille (Julie 
Durand), an actress/pbarmaid he’s taken a shine 
to.

programs. Schwartzberg is an image collector 
who has spent years photographing Americans 
whose lives are way more fulfilling, spiritual, or 
ethical (pick one) than yours or mine.

THE CLEARING 


For a guy with so much clout in the independent 
film world, Robert Redford makes a lot of bad 
movies. His latest, from first-time director Pieter 
Jan Brugge, seems at first inexplicable. Inspired 
by an actual notorious crime in the Netherlands, it 
opens as a standard kidnapping tale. Wealthy 
Pittsburgh businessman Wayne Hayes (Redford 
in a Donald Trump pompadour) has coffee by the 
pool with his wife, Eileen (Helen Mirren), heads 
Off to the office, and never returns. Downsized 
loser Arnold Mack (Willem Dafoe) has snatched 
him and is holding him for ransom. Two story lines 
are intercut: first, Mack marching Wayne through 
the woods and chatting with him about a variety 


of topics, including class differences; and second, 
Eileen helping the FBI find Wayne before it's too 
late, during the course of which we learn that he 
hasn't been a model husband. Not exactly head- 
line news (though apparently it was on the Dutch 
networks for almost a year), and the only real 
twist or suspense or depth arises out of your 
assumption that the two story lines occur simulta- 
neously. Brugge plays with this convention clever- 
ly but gratuitously, and that's the sole fun to be 
had in The Clearing. (91 minutes) At the Copley 
Place, the Harvard Square, and the West Newton 
and in the suburbs.

DE-LOVELY 


In Irving Winkler’s bio-pic of Cole Porter, the com- 
poser who wrote “Anything Goes” and “Let's 
Misbehave” and a seemingly endless string of 
other hits, Kevin Kline plays Porter as both a 
charming bon vivant and a nose-to-the-grindstone 
workaholic. Porter, who was married, was also 
gay, and this film sets straight several of the hilari- 
ous inaccuracies set forth in the film Night and 
Day, which starred Cary Grant as an unfailingly 
heroic Porter. His wife, played by Ashley Judd in 
the new film, knew about his homosexuality when 
she married him, but Winkler still portrays her as 
the love of his life, suggesting that they had a 
soulful understanding that transcends sexuality. 
It’s hard to buy, and so is the structure of this 
uneven film, which is by turns buoyant and stolid. 
Porter's songs still make their mark, and the 
singing by Robbie Williams and Elvis Costello, 
among others, injects some life into an otherwise 
standard life-of tale. The set-up has an elderly 
Porter being shown his life story by an underused 
Jonathan Pryce and offering advice like “It’s too 
early for another song.” The abruptness of these 
shifts in narrative detracts from the film’s real 








tute. He’s also the top asset for OsCorp, the 
energy company of Parker’s pal Harry 
Osborn (James Franco), formerly owned by 
Harry’s late dad, Norman (Willem Dafoe), 
a/k/a the Green Goblin from the previous 
film (OsCorp, I believe, ‘s currently a sub- 
sidiary of Halliburton). A brilliant, idealistic 
guy, Octavius believes he has perfected a 
“fusion” process that will provide perpetual 
energy. When he pulls the switch, though, 
all he manages to do is kill his wife, become 
a monomaniacal evildoer, and fuse himself 
to the four vastly powerful mechanical arms 
he requires for the experiment. 

As Daily Bugle editor J. Jonah Jameson 
(J.K. Simmons, the best thing in the 
movie) puts it, “A guy named Octavius 
ends up with eight limbs — what are the 
odds of that?” About the same as the likeli- 
hood that the newly monikered “Dr. 
Octopus” or “Doc Ock” will follow in the 
tradition of the Green Goblin (not to men- 
tion The Lord of the Rings’ Gollum) and 
spend a lot of time talking to himself. Or, 
rather, talking to his arms, which hover like 
Satanic serpents entranced by lines that 
would make George Lucas cringe. No 
doubt Raimi was amused by the Freudian 
implications of all this, and when Spidey’s 
ejaculatory web shooters fail him in key 
moments, you might conclude that what he 
really needs is a prescription for Viagra. 

What Spider-Man 2 needs is a Sam 
Fuller type of innocence that can take the 
hokum seriously and transform it into pulp 
purity. Raimi comes closest to this sensibil- 
ity with his visuals, which evoke the bold 
compositions and brutish chiaroscuro of 
Steve Ditko’s artwork from the comic 
book, juxtaposing extreme long shots, in 
which antlike figures crawl in abstract 
urban landscapes, with extreme close-ups, 
in which kabuki-like faces pop the frame. A 
runaway El-train sequence marks this 
approach at its best; I had tears in my eyes 
at the end. Or maybe the film needs more 
of Raimi’s own sardonic irreverence. If it 
were my choice, I’d rather watch Aunt May 
get bounced around than listen to her 
scolding. B

LA VIE PROMISE 


Two decades ago, it seemed every other role 
Isabelle Huppert played was a prostitute. She 
plays one again in Olivier Dahan’s La vie 
promise, and it may be her best, if only 
because her character resists so valiantly that 
inevitable heart of gold. Syivia seems to have 
taken up the trade in order to finance her self- 
destruction. You wonder how she’s survived 
this long, and her repressed memories gives 
her plenty of material for blurry, fragmented 
flashbacks. Meanwhile, her life is one damn 
thing after another, and when her teenage 
daughter, Laurence (Maud Forget), returns 
from a foster home and stabs her mother’s 
pimp, Sylvia suspects it might be time for a 
lifestyle change. Through a series of unlikely 
coincidences the two join up with Joshua 
(Pascal Greggory, looking like a fusion of Nick 
Nolte and Lee Marvin), who is also on the lam 
(France apparently is swarming with fugitives 
inspired by Breathless), and Sylvia begins her 
journey of reconciliation with her past. 

One of her recurrent flashbacks is to the 
flowers in her grandmother's garden, and she 
repeats in voiceover the old lady’s wisdom about 
“la vie promise,” a phrase that’s translated as 
“ghost river,” meaning the childhood essence 
that we may forget but that never disappears. if 
you look hard enough through the sentiment, 
guided by Huppert’s performance, you'll catch a 
glimpse. In French with English subtitles. (89 
minutes) At the Kendall Square.

The Miser pays off

he Miser, as rendered by the American 

Repertory Theatre in association with 

Théatre de la Jeune Lune, is stingy 
with merriment. Rage, bitterness, and 
scabrous, expertly physical comedy are 
doled out in a profusion that, had they 
monetary value, would infuriate to apoplexy 
the skinflint antihero of Moliére’s 1668 
comedy Lavare, which director Dominique 
Serrand characterizes as a “brutal and 
mean play” fueled by Moliére’s anger at the 
censorship imposed on Tartuffe and Don 
Juan. Serrand makes a good argument for 
his argument, pulling off a production that 
exposes both the play’s ugliness and its 
commedia dell’arte underpinnings. It isn’t 
that the staging isn’t funny; steered by 
Steven Epp’s explosive wraith of a 
Harpagon, it is bruisingly, scatologically so. 
But in Serrand’s 21st-century rendition of 
this 17th-century classic, the comedy is 
more vulgar and vicious than vivacious. 

The lights go up on a ghostly gray, starkly 

empty palatial setting by Riccardo Hernan- 
dez inspired by the crumbling manses of old 
Havana. (Homeowner Harpagon, it’s clear, 
does not shell out for maintenance.) The 
only furnishing is a chair fastened like a 
brooch halfway up a water-stained wall. A 
transparent tarp plugs the gaping hole in the 
ceiling, and another separates the audience 
from the gauzy post-coital action on stage 
where the miser’s daughter, Elise, and her 
secret paramour, the steward Valére, are 
straightening their rag-tag period togs. The 
requisite five doors of classical farce are on 
view but go nowhere in particular. Most of 
the residents of Harpagon’s household 
(though not its visitors) are dressed in fray-

ing grays and creams, as bloodless as the 
tumbledown mausoleum of a house. It’s like 
Moliére on the moon — or, in this case, the 
Lune. 

The Minneapolis-based Théatre de la 
Jeune Lune, with which the ART collabo- 
rates on the production, was founded in 
1978 in Paris by students of Ecole Jacques 
Lecoq, which trains mimes and clowns as 
well as actors. The troupe’s signature is a 
visually arresting, vigorously physical style 
that draws on commedia, circus, and vaude- 
ville. Director Serrand and actor Epp are 
two of five artistic directors of the nothing- 
if-not-democratic troupe, which favors cre-

Taxi dancer 


Charity is sweet at Barrington Stage

n the 1966 musical comedy Sweet Charity, 

Neil Simon, composer Cy Coleman, and 

lyricist Dorothy Fields adapted the Fellini 
masterpiece Le notti di Cabiria, setting it in 
New York City rather than Rome and con- 
verting the heroine (played in the movie by 
Fellini’s wife, Giulietta Masina) from a hapless 
whore into a taxi dancer with the same pen- 
chant for falling in love with the wrong men. 
The softening of the material has always been 
the main rap against the show, but with its 
seedy dancehall scenes (defined by the most 
famous number, “Big Spender”) and its 
weary, wisecracking hostesses, it’s solidly in 
the tradition of down-and-dirty musicals like 
Pal Joey, The Boys from Syracuse, and A 
Funny Thing Happened on the Way to the 
Forum. Its book may be both wilted and 
attenuated, and it has a bum ending. But it’s a 
raucous, energetic show, and Rob Ruggiero’s 
revival, the season opener at Barrington 
Stage, resurrects its spirit. 

Sweet Charity was built — largely by direc- 
tor/choreographer Bob Fosse — around the 
talents of its star, Gwen Verdon (Fosse’s wife 
at the time), and if my teenage tastes and a 
38-year-old memory are to be trusted, she 
was heavenly. The major problem with the 
1969 movie version, which marked Fosse’s 
Hollywood debut, was that Shirley MacLaine, 


who inherited the role, couldn’t dance like 
Verdon, had a tiny, inexpressive singing voice, 
and relied heavily on the waif-like quality that 
had made her in a star in The Apartment. But 
Charity is a spiky, resilient pixie, and Valerie 
Wright, who has an elongated clown’s jaw 
(like Carol Burnett’s or Imogene Coca’s) and 
a voice like unrefined cotton, is right in 
Verdon’s line. She can dance, and adept as 
she is with comedy (especially playing scenes 
opposite the delightful Karl Kenzler, who as 
Charity’s nervous insurance-company 
lothario, Oscar, is a cross between Dick Van 
Dyke and Eddie Bracken), her best acting 
comes in her songs. She gives a throw-away 
number like “You Should See Yourself” dra- 
matic shape and a driving ballad like “Where 
Am I Going?” genuine conviction. 

When Wright is partnered with Mary 
MacLeod and Kenya Massey as Nickie and 
Helene, her Fandango Ballroom cronies, and 
the marvelous supporting crew of sarcastic, 
able-bodied dancers, with their shared fixed 
expression of exhausted incredulousness, the 
show rolls on all its cylinders. Well, nearly all: 
Ralph Perkins’s choreography is mostly just 
an abridged version of Fosse’s. (He comes up 
with his best ideas for the “Rhythm of Life” 
number that opens the second act.) “Big 
Spender” is as enlivening as ever, and the trio 
“There’s Gotta Be Something Better Than 
This” is another highlight. Nickie and Helene

are terrific second-banana roles; those who 
saw the movie when it came out probably 
retain a more vivid memory of Chita Rivera 
and Paula Kelly than of Shirley MacLaine. 
And MacLeod, who’s like a warmer version of 
Debi Mazar, and the elegantly sexy Massey do 
them justice. Gordon Stanley rounds out the 
enjoyable vulgarity of the Fandango scenes as 
the girls’ boss, Herman. Stanley is the show’s 
cheery factotum, playing so many bit parts 
that his rumpled appearance becomes a run- 
ning gag. He finally gets to sing — with 
vaudeville brio — in the not-quite-finale, “I 
Love To Cry at Weddings.” 

Fosse’s production was quasi-Brechtian, 
with neon titles and a pared-down, emblem- 
atic design. The BSC revival doesn’t quite get 


she emphatically declares, “That’s why God 
gave us eyelids!” 

But though Serrand finds baggy-pants, 
visceral, cruel, and (too much) potty humor 
in The Miser, he takes its hoary Plautus- 
meets-Pantalone situation seriously. 
Harpagon, who’s determined to wed 
Mariane, plans to rid himself of his adult 
children by forcing them into gruesome 
marriages for his own profit (though Elise is 
secretly affianced to Valére and son Cléante 
has clandestinely courted Mariane). Were it 
not for the play’s contrived shipwrecked- 
family-reunited ending, Harpagon’s ruthless 
avariciousness would leave his alleged loved 
ones thoroughly broken, and Serrand, 
though making buffoons of even the victim- 
ized characters, nonetheless respects their 
desperation. Indeed, an essay in the ART 
newsletter cites critic Mareel Gutwirth’s 
interpretation of the paranoid, pathologically 
retentive Harpagon as a symbol of death, 
and that could be the keystone of this pro- 
duction, which ends with the miser’s gold 
— purloined and then returned, to his grov- 
eling glee — being shaken into a coffin. 

Harpagon, of course, wants to climb in 
with it. But in the wiry person of Epp, he is 
as vital a prune of a grasping geezer as has 
ever lived. Balletic and reptilian, yet with a 
whimsical fragility and the paddling glide of 
a toddler, the character’s abject parsimony 
extending even to his windpipe, Epp turns 
in a virtuosic performance that’s part 
Beckett, part Buster Keaton. Whether going 
rigid atop a tin bathtub at the mention of 
the word “money” (this after a servant on 
stilts pokes the leaky roof to produce a 
shower) or sitting like a spider on his own 
cane, the performer is like an encyclopedia 
of comic invention. Will LeBow ably handles 
the production’s deadpan chores, and Remo 
Airaldi, as a double-duty servant always on 
the wrong end of a cudgel, strangulates the 
offending word for lucre in a number of 
sidesplitting ways. I also admired Sarah 
Agnew’s open-mouthed, almost goofy Elise. 
who though possibly slow-witted hits her 
father with a heartbreaking plea for humani- 
ty. Harpagon evinces no hearing problem, 
but it falls on deaf ears. a

The Provincetown Theater 
gets launched by 22 writers

n this day of endless workshops and 
| Ae plenty of plays seem to 

have been written by committee. Usually, 
however, the committee has to meet. In the 
case of The Direct Line Play, a staged read- 
ing of which inaugurated the new Province- 
town Theater last weekend, the script just 
got passed from hand to hand, with each of 
22 playwrights, some of them famous, con- 
tinuing an increasingly wigged-out tale that 
featured, among other threads, P-town 
mythology, gay marriage, and the death and 
resurrection (as a zombie) of Dick Cheney. 
By my count, the writing team included 
three Pulitzer and six Tony winners. Throw 
in Eugene O’Neill, who is a character in the 
piece, and you get a Nobel Laureate. 

O’Neill, of course, is everywhere in the 
air as the new P 
the first legitimate stage facility at 
the tip of the Cape since 1977 — 
comes into being. It was at a ram- 
shackle Provincetown fishing shack 
christened the Wharf Theatre that 
his career began, in 1916. And an 
exhibit in the lobby of the crisp new 
200-seat space (previously the 
Provincetown Mechanics Building, 
now home to the Provincetown Rep 
and Provincetown Theatre Com- 
pany) featured photographs and 
text recapping the town’s storied 
place in American theater history. 
That history also crept into The 
Direct Line Play, which takes its 
name from the line in Terrence 
McNally’s Master Class where 
Maria Callas cites the “direct line” 
she felt, playing Medea, to Euripi- 
des et al. Here the connections are 
a little dishier, but the reach for 
myth is the same. 

McNally starts the ball rolling as 
a couple of gay men — an artist 
and his brand new love, a lit profes- 
sor — dust off the tale of Marlon 
Brando’s taking a silent walk to 
Race Point with Tennessee Williams 
and coming back the anointed 
Stanley Kowalski of Streetcar. When

McNally passes off to John Guare, the 
ghost of Tennessee himself appears on the 
beach, demanding, “Mix me a margarita 
while the evening prepares to drop her vel- 
vet cloak of fireflies on the skin of lonely 
lovers.” Williams will be back, but no later 
playwright captures so hilariously his deli- 
cate floridity. And the famously stormy 
O’Neill, when materialized by David Rabe, 
is more “fog people” than pickled tempest 
(though he does talk of booze and pipe

dreams and breathing the literary salt-air of 
Provincetown). 

As might be expected of such an effort, 
The Direct Line Play, which was directed by 
Tony-winning actress Phyllis Newman, is 
more of a stunt than a play — and one 
that, no surprise, goes on too long. Who 
really expects a participating playwright to 
limit his or her contribution to a few min- 
utes? And the play’s shelf life will not equal 
that of a Twinkie, since it’s not only 
Provincetown-centric but also tied to the 
political moment. (Dyed-in-the-oilcloth 
Republicans are not its target audience.) 

Still, as gimmicks go, it was a clever way 
to open a new theater in a spot associated 
with numerous living as well as dead play- 
wrights. Otherwise, Provincetown Rep 
would have had to pick one paradise-loving 
scribe to launch the space. And the drama- 
tists appear to have had fun with the

assignment, filling the play with self-refer- 
ential irony and blithely flouting established 
plot and even sense. Characters, including 
the vice-president, his wife, and their gay 
daughter Mary, are killed off by one writer 
and then resurrected by another. Christo- 
pher Durang brings on a psycho killer to 
kill the elder Cheneys (who, inspired by the 
film Seven Brides for Seven Brothers, have 
come to P-town to force shotgun hetero- 
sexual marriages). Steven Druckman deftly 
morphs the murderer into a dramaturg 
bent on tightening up the rambling work. 
Druckman, McNally, Guare, and Wendy 
Wasserstein contribute the most polished 
and amusing sections. Given the whiplash 
turns in the writing, the actors did their 
best to remain coherent characters, with 
Richard M. Davidson a convincingly cold 
Dick Cheney, the Blythe Dannerish Janelle 
Sperow breezily didactic as Lynne Cheney, 
and Louise Pitre toughly frazzled as a les- 
bian single mother of twin babies who, in 
a surreal moment dreamed by Wendy 
Kesselman, smash and eat a lobster on the 
beach. Pitre, the actor with the most 
incongruous résumé, was the star of 
Broadway's Mamma Mia! With so many 
big-gun playwrights willing to contribute 
to a burgeoning theater, the Rep might 
justifiably have thrown in a chorus of 
“Take a Chance on Me.” &

amma Mia! is such unremitting and 
self-declaring kitsch — and such a 
colossal hit — that it would be easy 


to argue it’s beyond the reach of criticism, 
like the Main Street light parade at 
Disneyland. Still, there has to be some way 
for those of us who aren’t moved to spasms 
of delight by its machine- 
tooled ebullience to re- 
spond to this musical 
entertainment built around 
the songs of Abba and now 
in its third Boston go- 
round at the Colonial. 
Mamma Mia! is like an 
industrial translated into 
English from the original 
Vulcan. Its characters bear 
no resemblance to anything 
recognizably human. 

The story is set on a tiny 
Greek island, where 20- 
year-old Sophie (Chilina 
Kennedy) is about to 
marry Sky (P.J. Griffith). 
Sophie’s mother, Donna 
(Colleen Fitzpatrick), once 
the lead singer in a disco 
trio but for many years 
now the owner of a taver- 
na, has never revealed the 
identity of Sophie’s father. 
So when Sophie finds an 
old diary with the names of 
three young men Donna 
slept with around the time 
of Sophie’s conception, she 
goes behind her mom’s 
back and invites all three 
— Sam (Gary Lynch), an 
American architect, Harry 
(Michael DeVries), a 
British banker, and Bill 
(Craig Bennett), an 
Australian travel writer — 
to attend the wedding. 
She’s sure that when she sees them, she’ll 
recognize the father she’s always longed to 
know. And the arrival of her three erstwhile 
lovers stirs up in Donna feelings she 
thought she’d suppressed in her efforts to 
live an independent life free of romantic 
attachments. 

Perfectly enjoyable musicals have been 
constructed on sparer plots than this one. 
The problem with Mamma Mia! is the lack 
of construction. To say that Catherine 
Johnson’s book is an excuse for 22 Abba 
songs is to give it credit for as much struc- 
tural sophistication as, say, a 1920s musical 
comedy like Good News or No, No, 
Nanette, where the situations are stock and 
the characters are created to meet the 
demands of certain genres of songs (roman- 
tic ballads, dance novelty numbers, comic 
duets, and so on). But in Mamma Mia!, the 
pre-existing songs don’t fit together to form 
any sort of plausible story. So Johnson sim- 
ply plugs them into her tale at moments that 
seem to call for a song, whether or not their 
lyrics have any connection to the situation. 
By what stretch of the imagination could 
“The Name of the Game,” in which the 
singer cries out to a lover to define the 
nature of their relationship, become the plea 
of a young woman for recognition by the 
man she believes to be her father? In “Our 
Last Summer,” Donna and Harry reminisce 
about their youthful entanglement, in “the 
time of the flower power,” while Harry dons 
an old Carnaby Street cap. Too bad we’ve

already been told that the year of their cou- 
pling was 1979. The only song that func- 
tions reasonably — it’s sung by Donna’s old 
singing partner Tanya (Cynthia Sophiea) 
and Sky’s horny pal Pepper (Eduardo 
Rioseco) — is “Does Your Mother Know?” 
And this number might have been a high- 
light if Anthony Van Laast had given the tal- 
ented quartet of male dancers (led by 
Rioseco) any real dance moves, but just as it 
opts for nostalgia over dramaturgy, Mamma 
Mia! also substitutes generalized boogieing 
for choreography. 

The audience is revved up to ignore 
these contradictions and inanities and wait 
for famous songs like “Dancing Queen” 
and “Super Trouper” as well as for the 
inevitable spangly outfits, remnants of a 
post-disco world that never existed. 
(These bizarre creations don’t make their 
appearance until act two — a tactical 
error, since they provide the only visual 
distraction from the ugly, utilitarian set. 
Both were designed by Mark Thompson.) 
The legendary theater critic Louis 
Kronenberger, whom I was lucky enough 
to be taught by at Brandeis before he 
retired, used to talk to us about certain 
musicals that, in his terms, were bowling 
balls aimed down the alley at commuter 
audiences.

| acob’s Pillow Dance Festival opened 
last week in the Berkshires with the 
Brazilian company Grupo Corpo. This 
popular 22-member ensemble were making 
their fourth visit to the Pillow, and never 
having seen them before, I was curious to 
see what makes them hot. I’m not sure | 
know yet. 
Founded in 1975, the company embraces 
| the whole spectrum of Brazilian culture — 
European and African esthetics, street and 
theater entertainments, ballroom expres- 
sions like samba, maxixe, waltz, and polka, 
and formal techniques like modern dance 
| and ballet. Maybe there’s some martial-arts 
capoeira in there toc. They all fuse in a 
highly energized movement concept that 
looks like itself more than anything. 


in front. Two women did a duet wearing 
stiffened gauze panniers suggesting Spanish 
grand ladies of the Renaissance. The men 
sometimes went barechested, with sus- 
penders attached to their tights. 

The strange thing to me, the paradox 
really, was that though there seemed to be 
so much going on, hardly anything seemed 
to change. The movement theme kept 
expanding, the stage filled and emptied, the 
costumes paraded by. The even tempi and 
the dancers’ unfailing connection to the 
beat kept the whole thing in a gradually 
escalating high gear. The audience went 
along; initially intrigued and caught up in 
the bounce, it got more and more excited.

in the world. I kept trying to think why 
Grupo Corpo does not look like folk danc- 
ing. Perhaps because there’s so little rhyth- 
mic play and no improvisatory clutter. d 
What’s important about the show is propul- 
siveness, and design. You adore the dancers 
for having the stamina to keep it up, for the 
gestural embellishments or virtuosic feats 
that they can contain precisely within their 
fixed meters. 

I don’t doubt the learned assertions that 
Grupo Corpo has absorbed all of Brazil’s 
multicultural influences, but the synthesized, } 
ultra-physical, and visibly clarified form that 
emerges doesn’t really elucidate any of 
them. In this way, it’s linked to other pop- 
fusion companies on the international stage. 
At the post-performance Q&A, one of the 
dancers said she felt what was Brazilian 
about the company was its Carnaval spirit, 
and that came across. By the end of the 
dance, they looked positively euphoric. 


Rodrigo Pederneiras. The score is a set of 
variations orchestrated and electronically 
transmuted by José Miguel Wisnik on 
music by the early 20th-century composer 
Enersto Nazareth. If the dance Nazareth 
had any one stylistic resonance, I thought it 
invoked the self-conscious jazziness of 
European modernism. 

Both music and dance stream along non- 
stop, rechanneling into new rhythms, styles,

| little two-legged jumps, hip jogs, and flappy 
arm thrusts. Other women join her, and the 
step doubles back on itself, twists into 
grapevine patterns, sidles into chassées.

tabric softener!), at Genovese/ Sullivan 
Gallery, she makes such inventive use of 
white material, you'll probably remember it 
as color-soaked. Unlike the unseen artist of 
Art, Caneira does not paint. Neither does 
she sculpt, assemble, photograph, or, with 
one exception, draw. White, you could say, 
is both her color and her medium. “The 
Limits of Softness” comprises 11 works: 
two large fabric installations, one small 
drawing, and eight medium-sized wall- 
mounted squares of plastic-looking drafting 
film. It is a show that enjoys such com- 
mand and awareness of its limits that it 
immediately transcends them. 

For me, the most intriguing parts are the 
eight squares (one’s actually a two-by-three- 
foot rectangle; the other seven are three-foot 
squares) of almost translucent, pure white 
drafting film that the artist has manipulated 
with such gentle yet firm precision and 
forthrightness that, even though she’s deal- 
ing in visual whispers, what she’s whispering 
comes across like “Fire!” in a packed theater. 
Caneira’s drafting paper isn’t etched, 
scratched, sewn, incised or otherwise manip- 
ulated by standard mark making. Hers is an 
art so private and delicate that, like the 
whiteness of her surfaces, it courts disap- 
pearance. She folds. Each of her subtle, self- 
effacing wall-mounted expanses (unframed, 
they’re held down in the corners by almost 
headless pins) makes an impression that 
holds up as strong and as ephemeral as an

exhalation of breath. The evidence of the 
artist’s presence is invariably muted 

minute, fleeting, light. Yet that very quietude 
hints at the opposite, a palpable force. For a 
second, you’re looking at something entirely 
nondescript, a little ledge pressed from 
behind that extends across the bottom of a 
colorless white rectangle. For a while, it’s 
just a simple, folded piece of stately paper. 
Before long, though, the contrast between 
the stark whiteness of the drafting film and 
the shadow that the ledge creates makes the 
thin lip move in and out of focus. One 
moment, it looks solid enough to hold a 


mantel clock; the next._it’s hardly there-t all.

thing Carl Jung might have called our col- 
lective architectural unconscious. Between 
the Light #6 is the one horizontal and 
raised work among the wall pieces, and for 
all its opacity and passivity, it insists on 
being regarded as a ghost shelf or a ghost 
ledge, a reminder of those places we lean 
against or prop things on. Her attention 
goes to the frame, so to speak, and not to 
the picture, to implied absences, to the chill 
air an overcoat delivers to a room from a 
walk in winter and not to the person 
beneath the garment. The exquisite articu- 
lateness of her wall mountings combines 
with the fact that they almost don’t exist — 
it’s like a knot that disappears when both 
ends of a string are pulled — to create an 
unusual level of tension and interest. 

In her square pieces, no such ledges pro- 
trude, nothing protrudes. Instead, small, 
occasional seams occur, mostly in horizon- 
tal formations. They resemble Braille or 
embossment or what a piano roll of a com- 
position by John Cage might look like. 
Minimalists, no matter what the medium, 
know the tremendous resonance even the 
slightest gesture makes. In Caneira’s case, 
her knife-thin folds create almost impercep- 
tible rises where the folds end, like the last 
stages of swelling around a suture. Is it any 
wonder, then, that when I was looking at 
Between the Light #7, the two sharp, identi- 
cal slits as distant from each other as two 
nipples on a chest suddenly made me think 
of mastectomy?

here are disaster movies, like The Day 

After Tomorrow. And then there are 

movies that court a different sort of dis- 
aster by, say, giving the controversial African- 
American cultural critic/writer Nelson George 
a role in forming the script for a film about 
the gentrification of Brooklyn — “gentrifi- 
cation” being a euphemism that describes 
what happens to property values and the 
character of a neighborhood when white yup- 
pies move in and displace African-Americans 
and other minorities. That film is Everyday 
People, a modest if not quite gritty slice-of-life 
vignette commissioned by HBO, directed by 
Jim McKay (Girls Town, Our Song), and co- 
produced by a number of persons, including 
McKay’s C-Hundred Film Corp partner 
Michael Stipe, and George, a Brooklyn resi- 
dent who was a consulting producer on 
HBO's Chris Rock Show when he came to the 
cable network in 1999 to propose doing a 
film that dealt with contemporary American 
race relations. 

Thanks to a string of successful home- 
grown series of both the comic and the dra- 
matic variety (The Sopranos, Curb Your 
Enthusiasm, The Larry Sanders Show, Band 
of Brothers), as well as a number of award- 
winning documentaries, HBO has developed 
into an effective, surprisingly adventurous 
clearing house for all kinds of ideas deemed

too risky for prime time or too. narrow in 
scope for the full Hollywood treatment. And 
on paper at least, Everyday People — airing 
this week on HBO Sunday at 11 p.m. and 
Thursday (July 8) at 11:50 p.m. as well as on 
HBO2 tonight (July 1) at 8 p.m. and Monday 
at 6:30 p.m. — qualifies on both counts. 

Not that indie filmmakers haven’t already 
explored the murky waters of race relations in 
Brooklyn: from Spike Lee’s Do the Right Thing 
to the Wayne Wang/Paul Auster collaborations 
Smoke and Blue in the Face, the changing face 
of the borough has served as a potent backdrop 
for a number of race-related dramas, some 


comical, some nostalgic, others more blatantly 
provocative. But unless your last name is Lee 
and your films are called joints, chances are 
slim that anyone in Hollywood is going to care 
much about the state of a small piece of the 
nation 3000 miles away. 

George shares Lee’s will to provoke, as well 
as a love/hate relationship with a Brooklyn in 
transition. But at some point along the way, 
Everyday People became Jim McKay’s joint in 
that, like Girls Town, it was workshopped in 
an improvisational environment rather than 
strictly scripted. Each member of the star-less 
ensemble cast was given a defined, in some 
cases almost cliché’d, role to play, and it’s 
here that George’s hand is most strongly felt. 
Ron Butler (Ron) is a light-skinned, thir- 
tysomething African-American real-estate 
developer who looks forward to cleaning up 
Brooklyn by bringing in a Hard Rock Café, 
especially after he gets smacked around by a 
gang of hip-hop kids. Reg E. Cathey’s Akbar 
is an older African-American activist who sees 
the world in black and white, even though 
he’s harassed by the very same kids. Stephen 
McKinley Henderson’s Arthur is a world- 
weary African-American maitre d’ at Raskin’s 
deli, on the site where Ron hopes to build his 
Hard Rock; he’s worried mainly about his 
own future in the changing cityscape. 

On the white side of the fence stands 
Jordan Gelber as Ira, the second-generation 
Jewish owner of Raskin’s. He wants to make

everyone happy, especially his employees, but 
realizes that he may no longer be in a position 
to do so. One of those employees is Sol the 
dishwasher (Stephen Axelrod), a one-time 
doctor with a checkered past and a 12-step 
meeting to get to who strikes out viciously at 
Ira when he hears that Raskin’s may be sold 
to Ron. There are half a dozen other subplots 
that deal with obvious issues of race and class. 
Erin, for example, is an upper-middle-class 
African-American waitress whose plans to 
leave college and become a poet clash with 
the ideals of her working-professional mom, 
Betty, who's just been passed over for a pro- 
motion in favor of a younger white woman. 
The characters are so neatly tailored to fit 
particular socio-economic archetypes that you 
could almost accuse George of racial profiling. 
But McKay’s low-key approach to filmmaking 
is well suited to exploring the gray areas of this 
black and white world. Everyday People is a 
dialogue-driven film in which each scene 
amounts to a philosophical showdown that 
can’t be neatly resolved. The film itself, which 
takes place over the course of a single day, 
never comes to any real resolution. It’s Spike 
Lee with no special effects, Blue in the Face 
without the celebrity cast — a feel-bad film 
that’s supposed to make you see past the rheto- 
ric of urban planners and sociologists, the ideo- 
logues and the idealists, and into the hearts and 
minds of people who often get left behind 
when the world moves forward. There are no 
epic disasters here, but there is real tragedy. @

33 1/3 makes a rock canon

ontinuum Books’ 33 1/3 series is the 

sort of great idea you can’t believe hasn’t 

been done before: enlist critics and musi- 
cians to write chapbook-length meditations on 
their favorite albums, setting the scene for the 
works’ conception, probing the particulars of 
their creation, delving into every track, and, 
especially, enlivening criticism with the writers’ 
own personal connections to the music. 

The first six books in the series rolled out 
last October, among them titles by Boston- 
related folks like former Del Fuego Warren 
Zanes (Dusty Springfield’s Dusty in Mem- 
phis) and the Pernice Brothers’ Joe Pernice 
(the Smith’s Meat Is Murder). The five most 
recent titles (many more are due in the com- 
ing months) further attest to how great critical 
writing can be when it’s not just intellectual 
and emotional but experiential — re-creating 
the long, hard slog of an artist’s studio session 
or capturing the visceral punch of a song 
played good and loud. 


JOY DIVISION’S DEBUT, Unknown 
Pleasures, appeared in 1979, black and cryptic 
and seemingly out of nowhere (a little like the 
monolith from 2001: A Space Odyssey). Chris 
Ott writes about the record with a chilly ele- 
gance that evokes the austerity of the music 
itself. The book first took shape as an essay 
for Pitchforkmedia.com, where Ott is a staff 
writer. Here, he expands his purview consid- 
erably — in fact, the book reads almost like a 
truncated Joy Division biography, from their 
callow beginnings as the Stiff Kittens, singing 
“thuggish Motérhead/Sex Pistols hybrids,” 
through their quick and improbable ascent 
and on to singer Ian Curtis’s suicide. 

Of course, discussions of Factory Records 
and the band’s flirtations with Nazi imagery 
and Curtis’s debilitating epilepsy offer neces- 
sary context. But Ott’s real insights come 
when he sticks to the music, as when he says 
the chorus of the early single “Digital” “harks 
back to classic Stax tracks, like the slow, 
steady burn of a Sam & Dave chorus.” And 
though Ott indulges in some armchair psy- 
choanalysis as he probes Curtis’s fractured 
mind, in the end, the book suffers some 
because he seems to skirt his own connection 
to the music. As a postscript, he lists a discog- 
raphy of the records playing as he wrote. All 
the bands you might suspect a post-punk fan 
to love (Durutti Column, the Fall) are there 
— but not Joy Division. 

As guitarist for the Only Ones, John Perry 
played in a post-punk band. That might seem 
to make him an odd choice to write about 
Jimi Hendrix — especially an expansive 
mind-melting gatefold like Electric Ladyland. 
But the author’s relationship with the erotic, 
acid-gobbling godhead dates back to Perry’s 
days as a 14-year-old “bedroom guitarist” 
whose friend asks whether he wants to go see 
“some American bloke play with his teeth.” 
Perry pondered: “Was it worth risking a valu- 
able Monday evening on some unknown 
American guitarist when I could be throwing 
stones, up at the disused airfield we disputed 
with hill-tribes from the council estates behind 
it?” 

That type of winsome anecdote enlivens 
what otherwise would be an engaging but 
fairly straightforward account of the album’s 
painstaking recording, one woven from inter- 
views with engineers, musicians, and sundry 
hangers-on who were there as Hendrix 
burned the midnight lamp in long, arduous 
sessions. Fortunately, Perry is an astute critic 
and someone who, as a musician, gives credi- 
bility to his commentary on the studio 
process. Best, he brings a fan’s fervor to his 
revivification of a significant moment in 





Hendrix’s three-plus year recording career — 
an apex of an album, where he “reached full 
artistic maturity . . . emerging as a musician 
writer fully capable of directing every stage of 
the recording process from first demos to final 
mixes.” 

In contrast, Time Out New York music edi- 
tor Elisabeth Vincentelli writes about a record 
that was a posthumous capstone to a band’s 
career, Abba’s Gold. She admits from the 
start that the buoyant blonds “incarnated a 
dated decade, a dated look and a dated type 
of pop.” “Not only did they not ‘rock,’ ” she 
admits, “but there was the issue of the band 
members’ utter Swedishness.” 

Then there’s the fact that Gold is (gulp) a 
compilation. Although Vincentelli understands 
the argument that “acknowledging that your 
favorite band’s most important album is a 
compilation somehow casts a pall on the band 
itself,” she disagrees. Abba, after all, were the 
quintessence of a singles band. Moreover, she 
Says, upon its release in 1992, Gold “single- 
handedly retooled the band’s image and sym- 
bolized the moment when it became accept- 
able to take Abba seriously.” 

Vincentelli is an intriguing sociologist (call- 
ing Abba one of the few bands to link 
“European drag queens and midwestern 
housewives, New York hipsters and Japanese 
students”) and a funny critic (“Lay All Your 
Love on Me,” she says, “may well be the 
gayest song ever recorded by two clean-cut 
heterosexual couples”). And she’s unabashed 
about her fandom: “When you write about 
Abba, you have to let your guard down. .. . 
And so I should admit that ‘SOS’ is not only 
my favorite Abba song, it is my favorite song 
of all time, encapsulating everything that 
makes pop glorious, everything that makes life 
worth living.” 

Seattle Weekly music editor Michaelangelo 
Matos brings a similar lust for listening as 
recounts his profound attachment to Prince’s 
Sign ‘O’ the Times. It all started in 1988 at a 
shopping mall in Edina, Minnesota, where 
Matos, a 13-year-old welfare kid, picks up a 
cassette that, he says, would “permanently 
alter the course of my life.” 

He’d long been a Prince devotee, feeling a 
special kinship with his fellow Minnesotan. 
Now here, suddenly, there was a vast, genre- 
bending double album that had the young fan 
flummoxed. “Sign doesn’t show off its wares 
the way earlier albums do,” Matos writes. “It 
meanders, ducks in and out of corners, sub- 
stitutes feints and jabs for the clean one-two 
punch of yore.” But after numerous listens, he 
decides it’s “the greatest fucking thing I have 
ever heard in my life” — a realization that 
forces him to revise his “wholly arbitrary rules 
of conduct for how to like and dislike things, 
what’s allowed and what isn’t.” Soon, his little 
mind is blown, “overwhelmed by the future, 
by as-yet-unrealized possibilities, by what 
could be accomplished — by Prince . . . and, 
by proxy, myself.” 

In the book’s second half, Matos engages 
in a lengthy, sometimes discursive, explo- 
ration of Sign’s conception, creation, and cul- 
tural import. But though his criticism and 
reportage are excellent (even if he once acci- 
dentally calls “Raspberry Beret” “Raspberry 
Parade”), that section is nowhere near as 
gripping as his own connection to the record. 

Personal history is also the lifeblood of Joe 
Harvard’s approach to The Velvet Under- 
ground and Nico. The Velvets are one of the 
quintessential New York bands, but the Fort 
Apache Studio founder’s book is amusingly 
Boston-centric — from off-subject anecdotes 
(Alpo from the Real Kids caught crabs after 
stealing New York Dolls drummer Arthur 
“Killer” Kane’s pants!) to excerpts from 
Harvard’s interviews with Jonathan Richman 
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NOTHING COMPARES 2 U: the lust for listening that Michaelangelo Matos brings 


to Prince’s Sign ‘O’ the Times is typical of the 33 1/3 series. 


(confirmed: there would be no Modern 
Lovers if there had been no Velvet 
Underground) to Harvard’s remembrances of 
listening to Lou Reed singles on the juke at 
Jean’s Coffee Shoppe, “our local hamburger- 
cum-bookie joint” in Eastie. 

It’s long been a cliché that VU were crimi- 
nally under-appreciated in their lifetime but 
that everyone who saw them play went out 
and formed a band. Harvard does spend 
some time bolstering those truisms, but he 
also offers unusual vignettes, as when he 
depicts John Cale (“One Badass Classical 
Dude”) arriving at NYC’s Pickwick Studios to 
meet Lou Reed and discovering that Reed’s 
teen-trash anthem “The Ostrich” used an 
open-tuned drone similar to what Cale had 
been working on with Iannis Xenakis and 
LaMonte Young — “a shock akin to finding a 
monkey tuning his viola.” The book also 
sparkles when Harvard lets his imagination 
explode on the page. He likens “Heroin” to 
the mystical poetry of Jalal ad-Din Rumi. In 
“European Son,” he hears “someone flushing 
glass down a metal toilet” and “rockabilly 
rhythms from the foothills of Mars” and “a 
football chant for warrior droids of the 
future.” 

Referring to Sterling Morrison’s recollec- 
tion of the band’s first-ever gig, Harvard 
writes that “I’d pay good money to see any 
band these days that could provoke ‘a mighty 
howl of outrage and bewilderment’ just by 
playing their two best songs.” Then he 
reminds us that the VU’s debut actually got 
radio airplay in the Hub. “As a native East 
Bostonian, it makes me proud that Boston 
was one place that recognized how great the 
Velvets were — in their own time.” 

In Warren Zanes’s paean to Dusty 
Springfield’s landmark Dusty in Memphis, he 
wends his way among through the windmills 
of his mind, conjuring an impressionistic 
narrative that dwells as much on the mythi- 
cal American Southland as it does on the 
self-created English pop star who recorded 
an album there. Because for Zanes — as for 
Dusty — the South represented something 
magical, musical, mysterious. He delves into 


the psyche of the woman born Mary 
O’Brien, divining what he can about her self- 
made persona as he recounts his own adven- 
tures through the fertile swamps of that old, 
weird America. 

Sure, there are the informative interviews 
with producer Jerry Wexler, and of course 
Zanes parses songs like “Son of a Preacher 
Man” and “Breakfast in Bed.” But it’s the 
twists and turns, the oddly illuminating 
vagaries in between, that make the book such 
a compulsive read. Zanes’s approach is apro- 
pos for a record that was something of a mas- 
querade — but was no less authentic or 
affecting for it. 

Joe Pernice’s take on the Smiths’ Meat Is 
Murder might be the best in the series thus 
far. Instead of an extended essay, he’s penned 
a novella, a roman 4 clef that takes us back to 
the spring of 1985, where our teenage zero 
molders in Catholic high school “in the dis- 
eased heart of suburban Boston.” Part Dazed 
and Confused and part Virgin Suicides, the 
book is a funny, elegiac rumination on the 
pains and perils of adolescence — and the 
anodyne that certain albums can be to an out- 
sider being smothered by dullness and angst. 
And it’s a rare book indeed that can cite the 
Smiths’ “Rusholme Ruffians,” James Joyce’s 
“Araby,” and the Brockton Fair in the same 
sentence. 

By fashioning his criticism as fiction, 
Pernice comes closest to evoking the trans- 
porting and restorative effect a song can 
have. “I popped side one into the cassette 
player, rolled the window down and cranked 
the chrome and bakelite volume knob. The 
car’s interior nearly cracked on the down- 
beat of one, and it overflowed with guitar 
melodies and piercing, glorious treble. We 
wanted everyone to hear. Morrissey’s vocals 

- at ear-numbing volume — enraged both 
mother and meathead alike, and we 
absolutely loved it. If | hadn’t been so anx- 
ious to see Allison in second period, | would

Beastie Boys turn down the heat on Jo the 5 Boroughs

hether you believe the media 
hype or not, you can’t deny 
the heat generated by a cer- 
tain release that hit the streets last 
week. It sold out everywhere in my 
blue-collar, rock-and-roll home town 
of Cleveland. This isn’t the first time 
this name brand has hit big, of course, 
but when it first thumbed its cookie 
puss at the man in the 1980s, it was 
often dismissed as a snot-nosed, 
party-crashing novelty gag. It wasn't 
until later releases that the plebian cul- 
ture the early stuff had exploited for 
yucks was championed with dignity. 
And today, the stakes are so high that 
the question is whether this latest 
release can burst the brand’s fan base 
and finally earn the respect of mass 
plebian culture in return. 

In case you haven’t guessed, I’m 
referring to filmmaker Michael 
Moore and his eagerly awaited anti- 
Bush documentary Fahrenheit 9/11. 
As it happened, Beastie Boys also 
released an eagerly awaited, explicitly anti- 
Bush project last week, the trio’s seventh 
studio album, To the 5 Boroughs (Capitol). 
But despite the media attention, the heat 
generated by this new disc will probably 
never reach anything like the swelter of 
Moore’s documentary. Spin gave the Boys 

Mike Diamond (Mike D), Adam Horo- 
vitz (King Ad-Rock), and Adam Yauch 
(MCA) a cover story, Rolling Stone hon- 
ored the disc with five stars (in a lead 
review that bumped Wilco’s, no less), and 
you could catch something about the album 
on every media outlet that makes music a 
mainstay. But aside from David Fricke’s 
Rolling Stone review, every piece I saw 
acknowledged to some degree 
that the coverage was largely 
in reaction to the fact that 
Beastie Boys hadn’t dropped a 
new album in six years. And 
this was news, I suspect, only 
because there aren't enough 
stars in today’s downsized 
market to fill the void the 
Boys had left. Some of these 
stories also suggested that the 
music biz isn’t even sure the 
Beasties can fill their own 
void any longer. Given every- 
thing that’s happened since 
their last studio album, 

1998’s Hello Nasty, those 
fears are at least as justified as 
the hopes for Michael 
Moore’s film. 

For starters, there’s the 
downsizing that the absentee 
artists have themselves com- 
mitted. In 2001, the Beasties 
closed their ambitious label 
and culture magazine of the 
same name, Grand Royal, and 
got busy doing plenty of noth- 
ing (“We ate a lot of sandwiches,” says 
Horovitz in one video interview). Last year, 
they reappeared with the free download “In 
a World Gone Mad,” a simple ditty with 
skip-rope electronic beats and an anti-W 
rap. The combination was so lightweight 
that it seemed less hip-hop than hippie: 
“Murder going on all day and night/Due 
time we fight the non-violent fight” went the 
sing-song chorus, which was delivered with 
extra passivity to stress the desired result. 
And then a few weeks ago came To the 5 
Boroughs’ opening cut, “Ch-Check It Out.” 

The video is a mildly amusing revival of

Beasties video characters from the past, and 
the song itself is equally inconsequential, 
laying out old-school catch phrases and TV 
Land similes that suggest the Boys are now 
full-fledged boomers. The chorus’s climactic 
couplet: “Work-wa-work it out/Let’s turn 
this motherfuckin’ party out.” 

Now in case you non-boomers don’t 
know, the Beasties were the first rap group 
not to work it out; instead, they wrecked 
shop with their bad attitudes and badder 
imaginations. Their mission was partly to 
remake rap in their image, partly to remake 
their image any way they liked. In the begin- 























ning, they played the aforemen- 
tioned snot-nosed party crashers, 
rhyming and pillaging to the dis- 
may of everyone from old school- 
marms to old-school masters. 
What’s more, unlike Michael 
Moore, these purported suburban 
lowlifes were actually the sons of 
successful, cosmopolitan profes- 
sionals (Horovitz’s father is 
Gloucester playwright Israel 
Horovitz). Which means they were 
the first whites to exploit rap as a 
vehicle for bohemian slumming - 

a rite of passage for America’s 
adventurous scions of middle-class 
comfort ever since Tom hitched a 
ride with Huck down the 
Mississippi. And then, after they’d 
proved themselves Licensed to IIl 
in 1986, they spent the next dozen 
years rebuilding a spacious, 
quirky, thoroughly stylish home 
from that wreckage. 














So why would they want to go back to the 
prefab housing they originally took the 
sledgehammer to? The short answer provid- 
ed by the compact To the 5 Boroughs is that 
it’s “Time To Build.” Partly that’s because 
we've now got a

to the world that “it’s 
easier to break things 
than build it correct.” 
-artly it’s a response 
to the other downsiz- 
ing that occurred in 
2001, the one that all 
New Yorkers felt so 
deeply. The cover art’s 
lovely line drawing of 
the New York skyline 
dates from 2000, and 
the Beasties made sure that the section with 
the Twin Towers fell onto the album’s front 
panel. Despite its narrow focus, the rest of 
the album is just as lovingly structured, 
offering up a fantasy of the past that reflects 
the concerns of the present. Gone are the 
instrumentals with which the Beasties once 
padded their hodge-podge mansion, and 
also the whumping bass and chattering gui- 
tar that helped them live so large. In their 
place is a stark, jittery backdrop of electron- 
ic grooves that nestles halfway between yes- 





teryear’s electroclash fad (Miss Kittin, Felix 
da Housecat) and the Neptunes’ easy sleaze. 
In other words, it sounds something like the 
early 80s, but it’s also thoroughly contem- 
porary. In their urge to purge, the Beasties 
have also jettisoned all outside producers, 
which means this is their first self-produced 
album in 21 years of recording hip-hop 
another forward step masked as a back- 
wards move. 

The disc is rife with these progressive 
regressions. The Boys indulge in the dumb 
disses and bald boasts of their youth 
(“Here’s a match: my ass and your face”), 
but the raps are modulated with a softness of 
tone and a subtlety of timing these three rap- 
pers have never dared before. And if “3 the 
Hard Way” and “Crawlspace” are paeans to 
the battle raps of yore, they’re interspersed 
with political messages like “Right Right 
Now Now” that build to the centerpiece, “An Jj 
Open Letter to NYC.” Riding a haunting 
sample of the Dead Boys’ “Sonic Reducer,” 
that song sweeps through New York’s geog- 
raphy, honors its diversity, and mourns its 
losses with sweet swiftness and ease. 

Which is exactly why it doesn’t quite take 
the album home — when but in a fantastic 
dream does anyone sweep through New 
York with swiftness and ease? If the 
Beasties’ New York fantasy is as finely drawn 
as their cover art, it also feels as empty, dis- 
tant, and passé. Worse yet, it seems mildly 
delusional. The most vibrant hip-hop today 
— like almost all the most vibrant pop since 
the dawn of post-WW2 youth culture — is 
constructed on the margins, even when it 
looks back to some golden era, the way 
Muslim albino rapper Brother Ali does on his 
righteous Shadows on the Sun (Rhyme- 
sayers) or Boston’s own Akrobatik does on i 
his race-conscious Balance (Coup d’Etat), 
or Beastie Boys—inspired female trio North- 
ern State do on Dying in Stereo (Star Time). 

All those discs were released during the latter 
half of the Beasties’ long hiatus, after the 
towers fell, when underground hip-hop 
exploded across this continent with a polliti- 
cal acuity that belies the necessity of the 
Beasties’ “can’t-we-get-along” passivity. 

It’s easy to see why the crew felt backed 
into that stance. The Beasties’ own career 
has shown them too well how unbridled 
testosterone can be a menace, how quickly 
popular music’s rebellion can turn into a 
blunt instrument of oppression. The same 
point is driven home by Fahrenheit 9/11 
when US soldiers in Iraq talk about how 
they blast a Bloodhound Gang CD inside 
their tank to pump themselves up as they 
mow down the enemy. But Moore’s messy, 
sometimes brilliant documentary also shows 
the value of fighting fire with fire, of an- 
swering Dick Cheney’s “Go fuck yourself” 
with art to that same effect. 

Even so, the slight, easy-flowing, nostal- 
gia-ridden To the 5 Boroughs may still be one 
of Beastie Boys’ bravest discs. The last time 
they made such a 
momentous change in 
direction was 1992, 
when they decided to 


play their own instru- 
ments on their third 
album, Check Your 


Head. Although that 
album became a 
touchstone of the

dense tapestry of the 
Beasties’ previous release, Paul’s Boutique. 
After Check Your Head, it took the group six 
years to find a style that could survey the i 


heights they’d reached on Paul’s Boutique. : 


That was Hello Nasty. Now, if they want to 
start from scratch once again, in penance for 
having moved hip-hop from the projects and 
into the dorms, for having lost touch with 
their urban roots, they need to do the exact 
opposite. We’re all sorry the towers are gone. 
But it’s time to let them go and come back 
down into the shout of the streets. Ps 
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t’s been three long years since the release 

of the first Unearth album, The Stings of 

Conscience, on the South Florida hard- 
core label Eulogy. The Boston band spent 
most of that time in the van, eventually 
becoming enough of a draw that they found 
themselves opening for regional heroes 
Killswitch Engage and Shadows Fall on last 
fall's Headbangers Ball Tour. Now they’re 
ready to put out their second disc, The 
Oncoming Storm (Metal Blade), and they're 
gearing up to spend this summer on the 
road with Ozzfest 2004. This Friday, a week 
before that trek kicks off, the group are 
playing a CD-release show at the Palladium 
in Worcester. 

Along with San Diego’s As I Lay Dying, 
Unearth are the new face of metal at one of 
the genre’s most storied labels. Back in the 
day, Metal Blade was among the first to 
champion Metallica and Slayer, and it was 
also one of the driving forces behind 1990s 
death metal. The label wasn’t first out of the 
gate in the current metalcore sweepstakes, 
but now it’s making up for lost time. 

“Metal Blade have always been a hand- 
shake away from us,” Unearth guitarist Ken 
Susi explains. “They would come to our 
shows and be like, “We love your band. 
Hopefully someday, we 
can do something.’ A 
number of labels were in a 
bidding war, which esca- 
lated for a year and a half, 
to get us. That’s why we 
didn’t put an album out: 
we were waiting for the 
right home. Metal Blade 
stepped up with a really 
gracious, honest offer. 
Right now, we’re the top 
priority on the label. The president of the 
company just gave me a call for no apparent 
reason. It feels good.” 

The first single from Oncoming is “The 
Great Dividers,” which splits the difference 
between the primal hardcore of Hatebreed 
and the sophisticated metal of Shadows Fall. 
Directed by Dale Resteghini, the video is 
shaping up to be a summer staple on 
MTV2’s Headbangers Ball. “We grabbed 
this awesome location in New York City,” 
says Susi, “and we put an ad on our Web 
site for kids to come out. They shut down 
the street, it was amazing. The video ties in 
with the main premise of the album: it’s kids 
being held back, wanting to rock. Even- 
tually, they just break out and have a good 
time.” 

Unearth frontman Trevor Phipps is a 
ruthless screamer with no soft spot for 
melody. But like Hatebreed’s Jamey Jasta, 
he doesn’t let that stop him from coming up 
with memorable lines. On “The Great 
Dividers,” his catchiest diatribe — “Take 
over the world/Does hate mean freedom?” 
— suggests that the band have joined the 
anti-war camp. “We’ve never been a political 
band,” Susi points out. “With our previous 
albums, it’s always been looking at the posi- 
tive side of life. But there’s a lot of violence 
all over the world. People need to start mak- 
ing the right decisions or we’re all going to 
be wiped off the face of the earth. This 
album is geared toward, ‘We’re on the 
wrong path, and we need to change our 
ways.” ’ 

Along with “The Great Dividers,” 
Oncoming standouts like “Bloodlust of the 
Human Condition” and “False Idols” find 
Unearth trafficking in the same themes of 
sociopolitical unrest that defined the 1980s 
thrash heyday of Metallica and Megadeth. 
The band’s musical attack is also steeped in 
metal history: Susi and guitarist Buz 
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Blade aid

McGrath don’t 
skimp on sleek 
harmonies or 
frenetic solos, 
and they go soft 
in style on the 
mournful ballad 
“Aries.” But 
unlike many of 
their metalcore 
brethren, they 
don’t have time 
for radio-friend- 
ly hooks. 
“Everybody’s 
always asking 
me, ‘Dude, why 
don’t you have 
more choruses,’ ” Susi says. “We have metal 
parts that are just ripping, and we have tra- 
ditional hardcore breakdowns — that’s 
enough for me. This is our best effort to 
date. There’s rock parts, there’s a song with 
piano, there’s ambient stuff — it’s a good 
mix. People who try to be commercial are 
just fooling themselves.” 

Oncoming was produced by Killswitch 
Engage’s Adam Dutkiewicz, who also put 
his stamp on current discs by his own band 
and All That Remains. With the notable 
exception of the mosh favorite “Endless,” 
which first appeared on disc in 2002, the 
bulk of the material was written over the 
past six months. “When we were conducting 
business with other labels, we would tell 
them our album was pretty much done. 
Which was obviously a lie,” Susi laughs. 
“We toured constantly throughout that peri- 
od of time, so there wasn’t much writing 
going on. Once we signed to Metal Blade, 
we just started to crack down. When we 
came together, we remembered how cool it 
was to write with each other. It was like 
going to a class reunion.” 





WHEN IT COMES TO STREET CRED, it doesn’t hurt that Beyond the Embrace 
hail from New Bedford, one of the grittiest towns in the region. 


To judge by all the buzz Killswitch Engage 
and Shadows Fall generated on Ozzfest 
2003, Unearth have an exciting summer 
ahead of them. With fellow East Coast 
wrecking crews Hatebreed and Every Time | 
Die joining them in the line-up, this year’s 
second stage might be the heaviest ever. 
“Ozzfest is going to be great,” Susi enthus- 
es. “I might even get drunk with a bottle of 
JD and ride my bike through the park every 
day. Adam D. said last year, that’s all he did: 
he grabbed a ten-speed and started crashing 
into stuff. I’m happy that there aren’t too 
many new-metal bands on the tour this year. 
There’s a lot of really good bands that we’ve 
always toured with. We’re actually sharing a 
bus with Every Time I Die. We’re a really 
tight group, so we just figured we’d save 
some money and roll together.” 

In the July 2004 issue of AP magazine, 
there’s a feature on Susi that focuses on his 
other musical passion, after playing guitar 
and writing songs: producing records. 
When he’s not on the road, he interns at 
Blue Jay, the venerable studio on the out- 
skirts of Boston that was recently purchased 





(and given an expensive makeover) by 
Backstreet Boy Kevin Richardson. But he 
usually works out of his own home studio 
on the North Shore, and his first big proj 
ect, Beyond the Embrace’s Insect Song 
(Metal Blade), was released a few months 





back. “That album was completely done at 
my house. There are a lot of great albums 
that were done at people’s houses. I’m a 
minimalist: | want to find good, organic 
tones and find them within reasonable 
confines. Beyond the Embrace are a classic 
metal band. But if you were to give me a 
sludge band or a grind band or whatever 
I’ve listened to enough music where | know 
what something should sound like.’ 

Vhen Susi calls Beyond the Embrace 
“classic metal band,” he’s talking about si 
guys with long hair and leather jackets 
whose music will proudly never be mistaken 
for hardcore. When it comes to street cred 
it doesn’t hurt that they hail from New 
Bedford, one of the grittiest towns in the 
region. On their 2002 Metal Blade debut 
Against the Elements, the band offered an 
equally fleet-fingered alternative to the 
crossover-happy metal of their Massachu 
setts peers. They have yet to appear on 
MTV2 or Ozzfest, but recent months have 
found them on the road with genre faves 
Prong and Iced Earth. 

Insect Song marks the first time Beyond 
the Embrace have worked with an outside 
producer. “The pre-production process was 
all new to us,” frontman Shawn Gallagher 
reveals in the band’s current bio. “We had 
been playing the songs for years when we 
went into the studio for Against the Ele 
ments, so we didn’t really need a producer 
to help us figure out where 
they needed to go With this 
one, Ken really helped us 
trim down our songs, find 
the best tones, and nail the 
breakdowns. He also helped 
bring out some different 
sides of Beyond the Em 
brace.” 

Like Unearth, Beyond the 
Embrace are indebted to the 
In Flames school of thrash 
revivalism, and their three 
guitar line-up allows fo1 
extra heaviness and intrica 
cy. What sets Insect Song 
apart is Gallagher’s voice, a 
melodic growl that borrows 
from Metallica and Pantera 
That wasn’t always the case: 
on Elements, he spent most 
of his time screaming and 
let the guitars provide the 
color. But this album’s 
opening “Fleshengine 
Breakdown,” with its 
thrilling stoner-mosh 
hybrid, makes it clear that 
singing is his priority now 

Most of the songs on the 
disc are about personal demons: “Don’t 
know what’s right or wrong/Been drinking 
all night long/Guess I was doomed right 
from the start,” Gallagher wails on “Flesh- 
engine Breakdown.” The title track equates 
conformity with death and makes room for 
a stampeding breakdown that bears Susi’s 
mark, On the spacy instrumental “Ashes,” 
the group trade in their usual battle gear for 
acoustic guitars and a somber synth back- 
drop. Metal geeks will go nuts for the guitar 
solos, which are as speedy and prevalent 
here as they are on a Shadows Fall album. 
And when Beyond the Embrace pay lip serv 
ice to hardcore on the closing “Within” 
(“Can't stop, I can’t stop/The bleeding in 
my head”), it feels extraneous. Every scene 
needs its purists, and these dudes have all 
the right moves. &

funny thing happened to me crossing 

the Neva (that’s the major river in St. 

Petersburg, formerly Leningrad, former- 
ly Petrograd, formerly St. Petersburg). I was in 
a motorboat cruising St. Petersburg’s pictur- 
esque if occasionally trash-strewn canals (like 
Amsterdam, this is a “Venice of the North”). 
assing the side of the Hermitage — the tsars’ 
Winter Palace, now one of the world’s great 
museums — you suddenly enter the broad 
river, with its 18th-century buildings lining the 
opposite bank, last year all freshly repainted in 
sparkling pastels for the city’s 300th anniver- 
sary. The boat didn’t exactly have the latest 
safety features; the seats weren’t even bolted 
down. Then as we approached the far side of 
the choppy river, a patrol boat cut us off and 
made us stop in midstream. The patrolman 
asked to see the boatman’s papers. A few hun- 
dred rubles changed hands (a ruble is about 
three cents). The patrolman left all smiles, and 
we continued back to the canals as if nothing 
had happened. 

This was typical of much of my first visit to 
Russia. The ubiquitous bureaucracy seems 
designed to be circumvented. That doesn’t 
always happen, yet some things manage to get 
done and even on a grand scale. 

I’d been invited by the Mariinsky Theatre 
(renamed the Kirov under the Soviets — it 
was Originally named for Tsarina Maria Alek- 
sandrovna, wife of Aleksandr II) to attend part 
of the month-and-a-half-long series of operas, 
concerts, and ballets that make up the phe- 
nomenally ambitious “Stars of the White 
Nights Festival.” (It’s summer — at 10 p.m. 
the sunlight is uncanny.) I had already missed 
a celebration by the Mariinsky (still the Kirov 
when it comes to the US) Ballet of the George 
Balanchine centennial at the very theater 
where the 20th century’s greatest choreogra- 
pher got his start — the home, too, of such 
dance legends as Nijinsky and Pavlova, Nure- 
yev and Baryshnikov. And I couldn’t stay for 
the series of operas by Rimsky-Korsakov and 
Shostakovich, not to mention others by 
Glinka, Tchaikovsky, and Mussorgsky (some 
of which premiered here), or the Stravinsky 
tribute, or the big-time Verdi (a Requiem and 
Don Carlo) — all conducted by the Mari- 
insky’s artistic director, Valery Gergiev, the 
Metropolitan Opera’s controversial principal 
guest conductor and the director of the 
Rotterdam Philharmonic. 

What I came for was a complete Ring Cycle 
— the four operas of Richard Wagner’s epic 
tetralogy, Der Ring des Nibelungen, a revival of 
last year’s first entirely new production in 
Russia since 1905, performed there for the 
first time in German (for most of the 20th 
century, Russians didn’t like anything Ger- 
man). It became the first Russian production 
— maybe the first Ring Cycle ever — to be 
imported into Germany. Plans are afoot for 
tours to China and Japan, and there’s talk of a 
possible American visit. The New York Times’ 
John Rockwell saw it at Baden-Baden and 
reported his excitement. 

It’s certainly an impressive undertaking. 
Also perverse, mysterious, bewildering, and 
frustrating — yet on many levels deeply mov- 
ing. Like many things Russian, it was a thing 
of compromises, with inconsistent casting 
(Gergiev wanted to give as many of his 
Russian singers as possible a crack at the 
major roles in each opera, but they were far 
from equally successful, and the cast changes 
hurt the overall continuity), inexpert stage 
direction (two directors are credited, but nei- 
ther seems responsible for either the concep- 
tion or its realization), and insufficient stage 
rehearsal (one “dead” character got up before 
the curtain fell). During the Magic Fire Music,

the superb Mikhail Kit, as Wotan, ruler of the 
gods (a role he’ll sing when Gergiev conducts 
Die Walkiire at the Met next year), had a hard 
time keeping his balance on Briinnhilde’s 
“rock,” a mountainous object in the form of a 
fallen giant, one of the elements in this “multi- 
cultural Ring,” as Gergiev humorously calls it, 
that still has me puzzled. 

The sets — bizarre, grotesque, and some- 
times beautiful, a mixture of folk eclecticism 
and Eurotrash — were created by Russian set 
designer George Tsypin, whom American 
audiences might recognize as the designer of 
the Peter Sellars Don Giovanni that was set in 
the South Bronx and telecast on PBS. Four 
presiding totemic giants, with or without 
heads, surrounded the action and, puppetlike, 
bent and creaked. Some of Gétterdammerung 
took place under a nomad tent, some on the 
steeply slanting rooftop of a hut. The sources 
of the costumes by Tatiana Noginova (when 
they were identifiable at all) ranged from 
Scythian folk art, from the part of the 
Caucasus Gergiev hails from (instead of 
horned helmets and breastplates, the Valkyries 
wore the sunburst headdresses of Russian vil- 
lage festivals — perhaps by way of Ziegfeld), 
to Egyptian, Watusi, and Inuit — aboriginal 
and neolithic, with touches of Dior. They were 
all bathed in Gleb Filshtinsky’s dazzling and 
lurid kaleidoscope of lights. When Siegfried 
drank the magic love potion, the entire stage 
turned a pulsating purple. Not a musical 
phrase went by without some dramatic light- 
ing change. 

I prepared for this event by watching my 
DVD of the great 1980 Patrice Chéreau/Pierre 
Boulez Bayreuth production (with its potent 
political center) and by reading the excellent 
new Finding an Ending (Oxford), by philoso- 
phers Philip Kitcher and Richard Schacht — 
views of the Ring that emphasize the meaning 
of its complex narrative. I’m still not sure what 
this Russian Ring is about. Is the Rainbow 
Bridge made up of the four fallen giants a sign 
that new gods have to step on the old gods on 
their way to power? Even a year after the 
opening, some parts have not yet been 
sufficiently worked out. Dancers wearing 
dainty caps of glow-in-the-dark flames seemed 


entirely inadequate for the music they were 
supposed to embody. Siegfried and Briinn- 
hilde simply standing next to each other, star- 
ing at the conductor during their great love 
duet at the end of Siegfried, was more suitable 
for concert opera than a staged production. 
And yet, can any Ring production be com- 
pletely satisfying? Certainly none has ever 
looked like this one, and when you compare it 
with, say, the stodgy Met version, its originali- 
ty is extremely appealing. 

The triumph was Gergiev and the orchestra. 
The elegant 144-year-old Mariinsky Theatre 
(smaller than Symphony Hall, never mind the 
humongous Met) holds 2200 persons, who sit 
on back-breaking wooden chairs, the seats 
padded in turquoise cloth that sets off the gilt- 
trimmed, white-edged rings of balconies, each 
with its delicate crystal chandeliers. No seat is 
farther than two rows under any overhang. 
The warm, round, rich-textured sound rising 
from the large, uncovered pit fills the hall with- 
out straining yet doesn’t drown out the 
singers. Grandeur and intimacy are in perfect 
balance. (You can see images of this fabled 
theater, inside and out, on the splendid DVDs 
of Gergiev conducting Russian operas, includ- 
ing the Andrei Tarkovsky production of 
Mussorgsky’s Boris Godunov.) 

Gergiev turned out to be a marvelous 
Wagnerian. Not a note passed that didn’t get 
his insightful attention. The pace was slow but 
never flagged. And the big set pieces — prel- 
udes to acts, the Entrance of the Gods into 
Valhalla, the Ride of the Valkyries, the Magic 
Fire Music, Siegfried’s Rhine Journey — all 
had both immediacy and sweep, a sense of 
discovery and surprise. The stunning drum 
beats opening Siegfried’s Funeral Music lifted 
me off my chair. I’ve rarely heard this power- 
ful music express so fully the devastation of its 
heroic loss. And the final music of Briinn- 
hilde’s Immolation Scene both ached with her 
tragic self-sacrifice and soared with the ecstat- 
ic nobility of that gesture. 

The most consistent cast was in Die 
Walkiire, with Kit as the conflicted god whose 
own laws force him to sacrifice the two figures 
he loves most, his son Siegmund (the hunky, 
big-voiced Oleg Balashov) and his favorite 





daughter, the demi-goddess Briinnhilde (sung 
with riveting intensity and heat by the attrac- 
tive and athletic Olga Sergeyeva, who'll join 
Kit and Gergiev at the Met). Soprano Mlada 
Khudoley was a radiant and touching Sieg- 
linde (Siegmund’s twin sister, mother of their 
son Siegfried); three nights later, she per- 
formed the leading role — heroine and villain- 
ess — in a spectacular concert version of 
Rimsky-Korsakov’s gorgeous “magical opera- 
ballet” Mlada (a major source of Stravinsky's 
Firebird, and also led magnificently by Ger- 
giev), revealing her ability to sing idiomatically 
in both German and Russian. 

As the gnome Alberich, who sets the whole 
cycle in motion by renouncing love in order to 
get the Rhinemaidens’ gold, baritone Viktor 
Chernomortsev, a popular character star with 
the Mariinsky, proved how much more effec- 
tive it was to have one singer repeat his role in 
each opera. It was odd to have Briinnhilde 
almost double in size between Die Walkiire 
and Gétterddmmerung (though Larissa 
Gogolevskaya finally overcame her Russian 
glottalism for a searing Immolation Scene) 
and to see Wotan getting younger when he 
was supposed to get older and weaker in each 
opera. There were also excellent performances 
by the pouty young bass Mikhail Parenko (in a 
floor-length dress) as Alberich’s devilish son 
Hagen, Yevgeny Nikitin as the weak-willed but 
strong-voiced social-climbing Giinther, and 
the deeply resonant mezzo-soprano Olga 
Savova as both the earth goddess Erda and the 
wicked witch in Mlada. Neither the two effort- 
ful tenors who sang Siegfried nor the tenor in 
Mlada pleased me much. But Hagen’s creepy 
retainers delivered some of the most exciting 
choral singing I’ve ever heard. 

The night of a ballet gala — Chopiniana 
followed by seven bravura pas de deux 
(including one by Balanchine) — Gergiev was 
a member of the audience until he raced 
across the street for an impromptu go at the 
Brahms Double Concerto with the conservato- 
ry student orchestra. He’s tireless. 

My last night in St. Petersburg, I got to see 
the Mariinsky Ballet in a glorious Swan Lake. 
The swans enter with a nice touch: their 
reflections glide across the lake with them. I 
was less happy with the sappy ending institut- 
ed during the Soviet era — happily-ever-after 
on earth is not what Tchaikovsky’s music indi- 
cates. The dancing, though, was airborne, the 
corps a model of effortless ensemble perfec- 
tion. Mikhail Agrest conducted both ballet 
evenings with an energy that made me admire 
Gergiev’s eloquence all the more. Odette/ 
Odile was a very young corps ballerina, Alina 
Somova, whose pliant arms are almost as long 
as her elegant legs, and whose yearning ten- 
derness as Odette was as moving as her self- 
satisfied Odile was brilliant. I think she won't 
remain in the corps long. 

Those were my sunlit evenings. Daytime it 
was hard to keep from going back to the 
Hermitage (for Rembrandt’s heartbreaking 
Return of the Prodigal Son, the two exquisite 
Leonardo Madonnas, the rooms of eye-pop- 
ping Cézannes, Matisses, and Picassos). Or to 
Peter the Great’s Kunstkammer (“chamber of 
art”), his touching attempt to demystify 
abnormality with scientific exhibits of fetal 
deformities. In the vast Palace Square, outside 
the Hermitage, where the Bolsheviks gathered 
to bring down the Romanovs, workers were 
already setting up chairs for the next week’s 
>aul McCartney concert. And directly opposite 
the Fantasyland onion domes of the Church of 
the Spilled Blood, a rare sign in English read: 
“Meet your Russian princess here — parties 

with beautiful women — stylish apartments 
for rent from $40 to $150 per day.” Russia is 
full of contradictions — but maybe only a little 
more obviously than we are. # 
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AEROSMITH: 
FALSE ENDINGS 


Subtlety has never been a pri- 
ority for Aerosmith. So though 
they did forgo the usual visit to 
the song doctor’s office in 
favor of a quick trip to a medi- 
cine cabinet full of old 1-4-5 
blues numbers for the new 
Honkin’ on Bobo (Columbia), 
they didn’t bother toning down 
the Armageddon-sized produc- 
tion that’s served them so well 
since Hollywood soundtrack- 
ing became the open secret to 
their ongoing success. Yeah, 
Joe Perry puts a slide to the 
strings of one of his dobro-like 
resonator guitars as he con- 
jures the spirit if not quite the 
substance of Mississippi’s 
famed Fred McDowell on 
“Jesus Is on the Mainline.” 
And like much of 2001’s Just 
Push Play (Columbia), 
Honkin’ on Bobo was tracked 
on the South Shore in a studio 
at Perry’s house. But unless 
you've got seating for 20,000- 
plus in your back yard (and 
Perry might), this is nobody’s 
idea of homegrown hootenan- 
ny. No, Bobo’s 100 percent 
arena-ready blooze rawk has 
its roots planted at least as 
firmly in the studied electrified 
swagger of the “Train Kept A- 
Rollin’ ” Yardbirds as in the 
mud of the Delta or the grit of 
old Chicago Chess-nuts. In other words, 
it’s right up the very same alleys 
Aerosmith explored back in the *70s, 
most memorably on side four of 1978's 
Live Bootleg. 

Last Thursday at the Tweeter Center, 
the band had an uphill battle to fight if 


they had any hope of recapturing the raw 


ferocity of Bootleg, since they were ham- 
strung by a huge camera crew who'd 
come along to film a scene for one of 
those big-budget Hollywood movies. 
That meant going from a false ending 
into the 2001 power ballad “Cryin’ ” not 
once or twice but three times, with 
Steven Tyler begging the audience to 
scream loud enough “for them to hear 
you in New York!” Making matters 
worse, drummer Joey Kramer seemed to 
have a tough time keeping up on the hi- 
hat during the building intro of the tune 
the first two times through. 

The band countered in several ways. 
Instead of waiting until the middle of the 
show to set up shop in the middle of the 
audience, they opened with all five mem- 
bers crammed onto a club-sized stage 
cranking out “Toys in the Attic.” They 
kept the crowd off balance with a mix- 
and-match batch of hits from all of their 
high points, from a nasty version of 
“Draw the Line” to a hard-hitting, har- 
mony-laced “The Other Side” to a 
stomping “Same Old Song and Dance.” 
And when the filming was done, they 
drew their own line back from Bobo’s 
take on the Big Joe Williams classic 
“Baby Please Don’t Go” to James 
Brown’s “Mother Popcorn,” a Bootleg- 
era cover. By the time they'd worked 
their way up to a pair of positively 
Aerosmith closers, “Sweet Emotion” and 
“Walk This Way,” those silly little staged 
false endings were all but forgotten.

The “really good friend” would be Elvis 
Costello, and Krall was joking about her 
new husband’s reputed acid sarcasm and 
her own reputed cool. She sang the 
album’s title tune, which she wrote with 
Costello, with the stage bathed in red 
light. It was easy to hear Costello in the 
blueish melody of “The girl in the other 
room/She knows by now/There’s some- 
thing in all of her fears.” But for that 
matter, it was easy to hear him in the 
lyrics when Krall covered Mose Allison: 
“Stop this World/Let me off/There’s just 
too many pigs in the same trough.” 

Krall worked with Costello on a hand- 
ful of tunes from her new Verve release, 
The Girl in the Other Room (he usually 
on lyrics, she on the music, though in 
some cases they share credit for both). 
The CD represents her first recorded 
foray into songwriting, and if he’s help- 
ing her express some of her melancholy, 
“angry” side, at the Pavilion she still pre- 
sented herself as a hardworking jazz 
pianist and singer who happens to cover 
contemporary pop. She entered swinging 
with an untitled new instrumental origi- 
nal, then turned to face the audience on 
her piano bench, legs crossed, while she 
sang accompanied only by Robert 
Hurst’s bass, Jack Lawrence’s circa 1940 
standard “All or Nothing at All.” And she 
introduced Costello’s jazz-standard 
wanna-be “Almost Blue” with impres- 
sionist Bill Evans—like chords, singing 
the word “blue” with a touch of 
Costello-like vibrato. 

The 100-minute set offered everything 
Krall can do. She followed the sultry 
rumba of Tom Waits’s “Temptation” with 
Irving Berlin’s “Let’s Face-the Music and 
Dance,” which shifted between bossa 
rhythms and a hard, swinging four. She 
played and sang Bob Dorough & Terrell 
Kirk’s “Devil May Care” way up, cutting 
into “Don’t even stop for a sigh/It does- 
n’t help if you cry” with appropriate 
abandon, letting guitarist Anthony 
Wilson loose on his fiercest solo of the 
night and applauding drummer Peter 
Erskine’s only solo of the night. A piano- 
and-voice rendition of Cole Porter’s 
“Don’t Fence Me In” had led into “Devil 
May Care,” and when on introducing the 
next Krall/Costello number she was

greeted with shouted requests 
for more standards, she 
responded with a reprise of 
the Porter. She wasn’t afraid 
to go for chamber-jazz intro- 
spection in front of the near- 
capacity Pavilion crowd, end- 
ing “Temptation” with a hush 
as she played with her left 
hand damping down the piano 
strings. She was a jazz artist 
with pop tastes long before 
she met Costello, and in fact, 
that vibrato’s been there all 
along too.

SICPP AT NEC: 
PETER MAXWELL 
DAVIES MAD 
SCENES 


It’s been a while since we've 
heard any major works by Sir 
Peter Maxwell Davies, but this 
absence was remedied by 
Stephen Drury, the iconoclas- 
tic pianist and director of the 
New England Conservatory’s 
annual week-long Summer 
Institute for Contemporary 
Piano Performance (SICPP — 
pronounced “sick puppies”). 
Drury staged and conducted a 
double bill of Maxwell Davies’s 
one-act, one-character theater 
pieces: Eight Songs for a Mad 
King (1969) and the equally demented 
Miss Donnithorne’s Maggot (1974). 

Both are studies in dementia. The mad 
king is George III, who talks to birds. 
Librettist Randolph Stow uses actual 
quotations from the monarch better 
known here for losing a revolution than 
for losing his mind. Eliza Donnithorne is 
one of the sources of Dickens’s Miss 
Havisham, the bizarre spinster in Great 
Expectations who never left her house — 
or her moldy wedding cake — after 
being jilted. In both works, through the 
cacophony come echoes, memories, fun- 
house-mirror distortions of earlier styles: 
18th-century dances, bel canto opera, 
ragtime. With some gorgeous interludes. 

Drury’s Callithumpian Consort is a 
group of stellar young musicians: 
Gabriela Diaz (violin), Benjamin 
Schwartz (cello), Natalie Pao (flute), 
Michael Norsworthy (clarinet), Timothy 
Feeney (percussion), and Drury’s 
favorite pianist, Yukiko Takagi. And he 
had them interact aggressively with the 
solo singers. They assaulted and tor- 
mented baritone Brian Church’s mad 
king; in a shocking moment, Church 
grabbed Diaz’s violin and sawed away at 
it — then Diaz took it back and 
smashed it! (Not, I guess, her best vio- 
lin.) In Miss Donnithorne, the guys lifted 
soprano Jennifer Ashe onto the piano; 
from the back of Jordan Hall, they 
shouted the obscenities she herself edits 
out. The women players appeared to the 
virginal but sex-obsessed Miss D as 
quasi-pornographic images (Pao in par- 
ticularly convincing S&M black). 

Both singers are too young to look 
their parts, so Drury circumvented the 
issue by making them deranged young 
inmates of the same “Every-Asylum” 
(balloons, aching to be popped, hov- 
ered over the stage). Singers can ruin 
their voices on the wild moans, 
shrieks, and coloratura mad scenes 
(Church had to sing a falsetto parody 
of Handel’s Messiah), but these two 
recent NEC graduates demonstrated 
rock-solid vocal technique, and Ashe’s 
voice has the kind of vocal velvet you 
don’t often hear in contemporary 
music.

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Club d’Elf’s floating musical crap game 


hen I reach bassist/bandleader Mike 
Rivard by phone, he’s on a break 
from his current “day job” playing 
in the pit band for The Lion King in 
Columbus, Ohio, where the touring produc- 
tion will be stationed until July 11 before 
coming to Boston. Rivard says his getting 
the job was a bit of a fluke: the show calls 


for acoustic double bass as 





well as electric, and 
enough classical chops to 
handle passages of bowing. 
A friend in New York rec- 
ommended him to the 
tour’s contractor. “It’s 
cool. It’s definitely differ- 
ent from other stuff I’ve 
been doing, but as far as 
Broadway goes, it’s not 
too bad. There’s a lot of African 6/8 stuff in 
the show, and everybody’s really nice. And 
the costumes and sets are pretty stunning.” 

Rivard has been a utility player on the 
Boston scene for years, having gigged with, 
among others, the Either/Orchestra, the 
Indian-jazz hybrid Natraj, Mark Sandman— 
related projects like Morphine and the 
Hipnosonics, and Jonatha Brooke and -the 
Story. But for the past few years around 
town, he’s been best known as the master- 
mind behind Club d’EIf, a kind of musical 
floating crap game with a revolving cast of 
characters who’ve been playing the Lizard 
Lounge in Cambridge every other Thursday 
on and off since 1998 and who come to the 
Museum of Fine Arts’ “Concerts in the 
Courtyard” series on Bastille Day. 

Club d’Elf came together when the Lizard’s 
Billy Beard offered Rivard a night to do a 
night to do an “improv-groove-dub-bass- 
thing.” Rivard drew on his wide association of

friends. “I had this idea to create a situation 
where there would be a core group and we 
would have something of a loose book, some 
tunes that people would be vaguely familiar 
with, and I'd just have different people come 
in and kind of remix the tunes.” 

While Rivard held down a more-or-less 
constant rhythm section, a cool left-of-center 
all-star cast came in to jam: 
John Medeski, guitarists 
Reeves Gabrels and Duke 
Levine, DJ Logic, Joe and 
Mat Maneri, oud and per- 
cussion player Brahim 
Fribgane, keyboardist Alain 
Mallet of the Story. Loose 
jams are often better expe- 
rienced live than on disc, 
but what’s remarkable 
about three new double-CD live recordings 
from Club d’Elf on the Kufala label (recorded 
on tours from 2000 to 2002, all available at 
www.kufalacom) is how compelling and var- 
ied they are from track to track. This is in 
part due to the inventiveness of the soloists, 
including John Medeski playing a variety of 
keyboards and violinist Mat Maneri conjuring 
guitar-like effects with his electric violin. But 
just as important is Rivard’s multi-lingual 
musical adaptability, as he creates one varied 
setting after another, drawing on Moroccan 
gnawan traditions (Fribgane’s contribution is 
crucial in this regard), West African, Indian, 
and funk. With that mix of settings and 
inspired soloists (Gabrels, Joe Maneri, Randy 
Roos, and turntablist Mister Rourke are also 
on the new discs), he avoids the jam-band 
trap of all-groove-no-content. 

“I know what you mean about the jam 
thing,” he acknowledges, “but it’s not like |

Africa calling 


Johnny Clegg spearheads a July invasion

uly appears to be African music month 

in Boston, with South African great 

Johnny Clegg hitting town for the first 
time since 1996, two other acts from south- 
ern Africa — Zimbabwe’s Thomas Mapfumo 
and Malagasy guitar wizard D’Gary — 
swinging through the area, and the legendary 
Guinean dance band Bembeya Jazz making 
their local debut. It all starts this Wednesday 
when Bembeya Jazz headline Johnny D’s in 
Somerville. Formed in 1962, Bembeya set the 
gold standard for independence-era bands in 
West Africa, revamping traditional music for 
the urban dance floor. The group reunited a 
few years back to produce a sterling record- 
ing, Bembeya (World Village), and their first 
US tour last summer offered a spectacle of 
electric-guitar interplay, rich vocal har- 
monies, and juggernaut grooves that only the 
Super Rail Band of Mali can match on the 
contemporary Afropop scene. That tour 
bypassed Boston, so this will be Bembeya’s 
first stop in the area. 

Three nights later, on July 10, Johnny D’s 
welcomes back Thomas Mapfumo and the 
Blacks Unlimited, who bravely spent this past 
winter in their strife-ridden home country. 
Their concerts offer a poignant, behind-the- 
headlines view of Zimbabwe's struggle to 
emerge from the darkness of Robert

Mugabe’s ever-more-tawdry regime. That 
Mapfumo manages to maintain a positive out- 
look and keep his music so sweet is a testa- 
ment to his character. His band have been 
based out of Oregon for the past three years, 
but he plans to go back and live in Zimbabwe 
after this tour, so this may be your last chance 
in some time to catch him and his band live.

for 20 minutes.’ I try to make it a little more 
interesting.

knows that the continent has produced 
some truly inventive ax men, and none 
more innovative than D’Gary. Turned loose 
on an acoustic guitar, his picking fingers 
produce a breath-taking flood of rhythm 
and melody. His spare touring trio keep the 
spotlight on his guitar mastery, but the 
vocal harmonies and light, sprightly 
rhythms his two percussionists/ 
vocalists provide are also a treat. 

For all the African action Johnny 
D’s has planned, the big show of the 
month has to be the return — after 
eight years — of South African pop 
troubadour Johnny Clegg, who 
plays the Berklee Performance 
Center next Thursday. Clegg 
became a world-music legend in the 
70s and ’80s with his mastery of 
the Zulu language and Zulu guitar 
playing and dance and his ability to 
channel all that into topical, hook- 
laden pop songs. With his bands 
Juluka and Savuka, Clegg garnered 
worldwide fame and played many 
great Boston gigs. Now, after a hia- 
tus, he says he wants to “relaunch” 
in the US, and he’s brought his new 
band to do a limited, exploratory 
tour. Speaking over the phone from 
Portland, Oregon, he says, “We’re 
just trading on good will. There’s no 
album, no profile, nothing. We’re touring in a 
publicity vacuum.” 

Clegg hasn’t released an album here in 
more than a decade, but he’s been anything 
but idle. Last year, he recorded what he calls 
a “pop rock” release, New World Survivor, 
that’s available only on his Web site, johnny- 
clegg.com. This summer’s shows include new 
arrangements of Juluka and Savuka classics,

national release expected in the fall, and a 
handful of those “pop rock” songs. “We have 
a song called ‘Wanderers and Nomads.’ It’s 
really a look at how human, technical control 
of the environment has damaged our ability 
to live with and in nature. It seems the only 
way we can live with nature is by dominating 
it. The new South Africa is inheriting these 
kinds of attitudes from the developed West, 
this infatuation with technology. We’re 
embracing all this without any real critical 
reflection.” 

Clegg has never been afraid to address the 
big questions. One new song, “Into the 
Picture,” imagines a “post-human” future 
where “we will be walking around with chips 
implanted into us that activate our cars, our 
houses, our cell phones. We will become part 
of our technical platform and leave the pure, 
organic human base behind. How do we feel 
about that?” Once a champion of young peo- 
ple, Clegg now feels sidelined by South 
African youth’s embrace of imported American 
sounds, mostly hip-hop. Refusing to follow 
that trend, he finds himself with an older, 
mostly white, audience, but it remains loyal. 

What’s more, Clegg is a gifted storyteller 
and a passionate performer who’s evolved 
with age. Maybe he can’t kick out those high- 
stepping Zulu dances the way he did 20 and 
30 years ago, but he says his new band “still 
delivers the goods.” &

Incubus prepare to face a tight concert market

ncubus drummer José Pasillas is on the 

phone from Atlantic City, where the LA 

alterna-rockers are about to start a three- 
month North American tour that makes two 
stops in New England this weekend. The can- 
cellation of Lollapalooza 2004 has just been 
announced, and that news hits Pasillas close to 
home. On last year’s edition of Perry Farrell's 
traveling circus, Incubus joined Jane’s 
Addiction and Audioslave at the top of the bill. 
This year, the band realize that despite their 
reputation as one of the most energetic and 
spontaneous live acts around, the soft concert 
market means they’re in for a fight. 

“When Lollapalooza first came out, it was 
the most amazing, eclectic festival,” Pasillas 
raves. “I went to those and saw all my 
favorite bands. When we got asked to do it, 
we were thrilled. It had an awesome line-up, 
but things are really difficult today. Ticket 
sales are low across the board. We’re lucky 
we didn’t have to cancel our tour. We'll just 
try our best.

“If I met you in a scis- 
sorfight/I’d cut off both your wings on princi- 
ple alone,” frontman Brandon Boyd sings, 
keeping self-righteousness at bay with his 
metaphorical silliness. The second is quieter 
but just as vehement in its distaste for the 
Orwellian aspects of contemporary America: 
“Come one, come all/Into 1984/Yeah, 3-2 
1/Lights, camera, transaction.” Both tracks 
have provocative videos by director Floria 
Sigismondi, a star ever since bursting onto 
the scene in 1996 with Marilyn Manson’s 
“The Beautiful People.” 

-asillas maintains that both the songs and 
the videos from Crow are driven more by artis- 
tic concerns than by political ones. “When 
Floria heard ‘Megalomaniac,’ the first thing 
she thought of was politics, and this whole 
Fascist thing came up. When she came to us 
with the idea, we were like, “Cool, run with it. 
As long as it makes sense and it’s a beautiful 
piece, we’re supportive of it.’ The whole twist, 
Well, you guys are a political band now. What 
are you trying to say?’ We're like, ‘Anything 
you can get out of it.’ If it makes someone 
think, then we’re doing our job.” 

Incubus shook things up a little during the 
making of Crow. It’s their first album with 
bassist Ben Kenney (the Roots), the first with 
producer Brendan O’Brien (Pearl Jam), and 
the first to be recorded on the East Coast.

now,” Pasillas points out. “He’s a really tal- 
ented player. The rest of us have been a band 
for 13 years, so you kind of have tunnel 
vision after a while.

FALLS (Lenistern.com). Leni 
Stern’s evolution from jazz gui- 
tarist began after she’d recorded 
nine instrumental albums. With 
this CD, her fourth as a singer- 
songwriter, Stern’s transformation 
seems complete. As you might ex- 
pect, she has a wider sonic palette 
than most performers who fall into 
that category, drawing on the col- 
ors of horns and rich harmonic 
textures as well as gentle loops 
and samples in the vein of her 
one-time guitar teacher Bill Frisell. 
But what makes her numbers in- 
triguing is the way she weaves the 
same graceful, unhurried sensibili- 
ty that’s always colored her play- 
ing into her vocal performances 
and arrangements. Her tribute to 
Billie Holiday, “I'll Be Seeing You,” 
slips softly and slowly by like a 
summer day in its lyrics, as do the 
solos she incorporates into its 
bridge and finish. 

Taking inspiration from her trav- 
els in Africa and New Orleans, 
Stern’s songs tap tribal folklore 
and rhythms and vocal passages 
heard in Nagaland melodies or 


| from passing street vendors. In the 


closing “Abke Hum Bichere,” she 
channels the sprits of the late 
qawwali singer Nusrat Fateh Ali 
Khan, with help from vocalist 
Dhanashree Padit Rai, and Django 
Reinhardt in an acoustic-guitar in- 
troduction that fuses Gypsy jazz 
and North African cadences. She 
still has a wicked way with a fret- 
board, yet every time she steps on 
a wah-wah pedal to spin a melody 
of shifting tones or lets loose a 
string of ringing, open notes, she 
beckons you deeper into the heart 
of her songs’ themes, whether 
that’s a celebration of groove like 
“Ice Cold Water $1” or the plea for 
liberation from one’s own dark side 
in “Dancin’ with the Devil.”

The spectacle of the vast explosion and the 
resultant Battle of the Crater erupts in a sequence rivaling the chaotic horror of the open- 
ing of Saving Private Ryan. \t’s a hole the film quickly climbs out of, focusing instead on 
Nicole Kidman’s portrayal of Southern belle Ada Monroe, who’s stranded, Scarlett 
O’Hara-like, on her desperate homestead near the title North Carolina peak during the 
lean last years of the Civil War. Her beau, Inman (Jude Law), torturously makes his way 
homeward from a Confederate hospital, along the way dodging militia men in search of 
deserters. His odyssey is exactly that — Frazier patterned his novel with some skill on 
the Homeric original — and though he looks reasonably haggard and hard-eyed as he 
prevails over 1860s versions of Circe, Calypso, and Polyphemus, Ada, as his Penelope, 
just keeps looking better and better as the provisions run out and the winter settles in 
Where does she find lip gloss, a make-up artist, and a hair stylist in the midst of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains in 1864 (actually, the Carpathians in Romania)? It’s the most preposter- 
ous glamorization of suffering since Angelina Jolie’s fashion show in Somalia in Beyond 
Borders. Maybe Ada owes her fresh appearance to the labors of Ruby (Renée Zellweger, 
who just needs the corncob pipe to make the transformation to Mammy Yokum complete), 
the hardscrabble drifter who helps her put the farm together while the menfolk are away 
Although not as precious as Minghella's The English Patient, Cold Mountain marks a big 
decline in his artistry since The Talented Mr. Ripley.

to the next track to jump on a de- 
parting train to Montauk. There he 
walks the snow-blinded beach and 
spots another wanderer, Clementine 
(Kate Winslet, both irresistible and 
insufferable in her best perform- 
ance), hunched in an orange-hood- 
ed sweatshirt. It looks like the begin- 
ning of a bruising, doomed relation- 
ship between two misfits who des- 
perately need each other and will 
never get along. Or is it the end? 
Later, Joel meets another stranger 
(Elijah Wood), an employee of Lacu- 
na, a service that erases the memo- 
ries of ex-flames from their es- 
tranged lovers. Where and when 
and with whom Lacuna steps in with 
Joel and Clementine is a minor part 
of Sunshine’s mystery. Like the work 
of Philip K. Dick (comparisons be- 
tween Sunshine and the hapless

structive), the film taps into the sus- 
picion that the world is a figment 
manipulated by evil and ubiquitous 
powers. As the lumpen Lacuna tech- 
nicians, distracted by their own hills 
of beans, by munchies, beer, and 
marijuana, or motivated by their own 
lonely and unethical agendas, pur- 
sue a targeted memory that does 
not want to die through a labyrinth of 
neurons, the images and transitions 
become disorienting, hilarious, and 
terrifying. More important, the film- 
makers don’t just create a puzzle 
that begs to be solved, they also 
compose a metaphysical poem that 
delights in the evanescence of expe- 
rience and mourns it, a poem that 
ponders the solitude of the individ- 
ual and finds it pitiable and im- 
mense.

Many will dismiss this year’s Palme 
d’Or winner at Cannes as another 
Michael Moore screed, a slash-and- 
burn collage of seemingly disjointed 
information, interviews, and images 
manipulated into an argument by 
the filmmaker's personality and bias, 
his clownish confrontations, his 
crude but effective irony, his cruder 
but perhaps more effective senti- 
mentality. The film opens with cheap 
shots (just because they're cheap, 
of course, doesn’t mean they're nat 
on target): the Florida recount, mas$ 
demonstrations at the inaugural pa- 
rade with eggs splattering on the 
presidential limo (how come we did- 
n't see this on the news?), Bush's 
42 percent vacation rate, his plum- 
met in the polls, his resurrection at 
the cost of the World Trade towers 
and 3000 lives (the horror is distilled 
in the haunting image of billions of 
bits of paper falling from the sky) 
Relying heavily on the recent book 
House of Bush, House of Saud and 
interviews with its author, local 
writer Craig Unger, Moore weaves 
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together a gauzy web of ties be- 
tween the bin Ladens and the Bush- 
es, between the Saudi royals and 
virtually every corrupt capitalist 
nabob in America. The leads are 
tantalizing — and undeveloped. In- 
stead, Moore injects sophomoric 
gibes and falls back on the usual ag- 
itprop stunts.

**x GHOSTS OF THE ABYSS 
(2003). Near, far, or wherever he 
may be, James Cameron is always 
close to Titanic. Cameron looks to 
his Oscar-winning epic for his first 
big-screen release since 1997, a 3- 
D IMAX documentary that explores 
never-before-seen wreckage of Ti- 
tanic (the ship, not Kate Winslet’s 
career), narrated by the film’s mock- 
documentarian, Bill Paxton 

Cameron, Paxton, and a group of 
scientists and historians went 
aboard a Russian research ship and 
took two submarines two miles 
under the ocean's surface to the ex- 
plore the hulk. Two high-definition 
underwater remote-operated video 
cameras were specially created for 
the film and maneuvered within the 
ship’s wreckage to reveal hidden 
treasures of the luxury liner, such as 
the undamaged stained-glass win- 
dows in the dining room and a glass 
and carafe intact upon a shelf in a 
cabin. Such details are haunting, 
unlike the phony “ghost” passengers 
and crew superimposed over the 
underwater images or Paxton’'s 
blithering and self-important 
voiceover narration. As for the 3-D 
element, it's mostly a gimmick and 
distraction and is only briefly used. 
The underwater exploratory technol- 
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ogy is the real deal here but is only 
cursorily explained; it deserves a 
documentary of its own without 
Cameron's bells and whistles.

LIED VON LIEBE UND TOD (1999). 
Rolf Schibel’s film is inspired by a 
1930s American song that allegedly 
drove people to suicide. A few years 
back, Laszlé6 (Joachim Krol), the 
Jewish owner of the Restaurant 
Szabo, saved the life of Hans (Ben 
Becker) after Hans had thrown him- 
self into the Danube. Hans was 
heartbroken because Ilona (Erika 
Marozsan), the beautiful woman 
Laszl6 now shares with his pianist, 
Andras, had rejected him. Hans 
(Ben Becker) has returned to Bu- 
dapest resplendent in his SS _ uni- 
form, but he proves less than grate- 
ful as the lovers’ fragile ménage 
contends with the Third Reich. In 
their favor, perhaps, is the title tune, 
which in this fanciful version of the 
actual story is composed by Andras.

***1/2 HARRY POTTER AND 
THE PRISONER OF AZKABAN 
(2004). The third and so far best of 
the Harry Potter movies has the ad- 
vantage of being based on J.K. 
Rowling’s most satisfying book and 
being directed by Alfonso Cuaron, 
who breaks director Chris Colum- 
bus’s death grip on the franchise. 
The choice of Cuarén was as in- 
spired as it was logical — in films as 
varied as 1995's A Little Princess 
and 2001's Y tu mama también, his 
main themes have been the death of 
innocence and sexual awakening. 
Although there is, of course, no ac- 
tual sex in The Prisoner of Azkaban, 
the whiff of puberty is everywhere. 
Harry (Daniel Radcliffe) and his best 
friends at Hogwarts Academy, Ron 
Weasley (Rupert Grint) and 
Hermione Granger (Emma Watson), 
are suddenly looking very mature. 
Hermione and Ron bicker more than 
usual, with a new undercurrent of 
puppy-love tension. Hermione, wil- 
lowy in her pink sweatshirt and hip- 
hugger jeans, greets womanhood in 
butt-kicking heroine mode, decking 
snotty blueblood Draco Malfoy (Tom 
Felton) for insulting her parentage 
and saving the day with her “time 
turner,” a gizmo that allows her to 
change the course of events. As for 
Harry, there’s trouble on the horizon: 
the mass-murdering wizard Sirius 
Black (Gary Oldman), an alleged fol- 
lower of the evil Lord Voldemort, has 
escaped from Azkaban prison, the 
Alcatraz of wizard clinks, and word 
on the street is that the deranged 
Black is out to kill Harry. In his cor- 
ner is kindly Remus Lupin (David 
Thewlis), a friend of Harry’s parents, 
James and Lily, who’s been hired as 
the school’s new Defense Against 
the Dark Arts teacher. Michael 
Gambon plays Hogwarts headmas- 
ter Albus Dumbledore (the role origi- 
nated by the late Richard Harris) as 
a caftan-clad old hippie, as mischie- 
vous as he is mystical. Emma 
Thompson, new to the Potter roster, 
is a hoot in her brief turn as hapless 
Divination teacher Sibyll Trelawney, 
who exhorts the students to “look 
beyond” but can’t see past her own 
nose, despite thick glasses that 
magnify her eyes. Alan Rickman’s 
screen time as Professor Severus 
Snape has suffered, but he still 


wrings maximum impact from few | 


words. It’s all enough to make you 
hope Cuarén directs the four re- 
maining Potter movies. And while 
he’s at it, maybe he can get hold of 
Hermione’s time turner and go back 
and work his magic on the first two.

(2004). Songs by Oscar winner Alan

Roseanne Barr voices Maggie, 
the boisterous (and beefy) new 
bovine in the paddocks of Patch of 
Heaven Farm. In true Roseanne 
form, Maggie informs the audience 
early on that her ample udders are 
“real” and, to the dismay of Mrs 
Caloway (Judi Dench), the mannerly 
matron cow, teaches a trio of piglets 
to burp in chorus. Bigger problems 
arise when the farm is marked for 
foreclosure.

* **xHOWARD ZINN: YOU CAN’T 
BE NEUTRAL ON A MOVING 
TRAIN (2004). This bio-pic from 
Deb Ellis and Denis Mueller about 
the so-called radical historian 
Howard Zinn takes its title from his 
1994 autobiography of the same 
name. We say “so-called” because 
the more you get to know Zinn, who 
wrote The People’s History of the 
United States, and the more you 
come in contact with his ideas, the 
less radical he and they seem. In- 
deed, as the camera follows him 
from classroom lectures to book 
signings to anti-war demonstrations 
and Mueller and Ellis trace his rise 
from a humble blue-collar dock 
worker to decorated WW2 bom- 
bardier to best-selling author/acade- 
mician/activist, Zinn comes off as 
profoundly down-to-earth, and his 
ideas rarely seem extreme. Of 
course, everything is relative, and in 
a post-September 11 world where 
the mere suggestion that our gov- 
ernment might not have our best in- 
terests in mind is considered unpa- 
triotic, anyone as sharp, incisive, 
and articulate as Zinn is almost 
bound to be marginalized. Fortu- 
nately, You Can’t Be Neutral on a 
Moving Train (a statement central to 
his philosophy) goes a long way to- 
ward demarginalizing its subject by 
presenting Zinn as the rare historian

You thought 
Seinfeld was about “nothing?” It’s 
the /liad next to this obstinately un- 
eventful first feature from Hungary's 
Gyérgy Palfi, Most of the screen 
time is taken up with observing the 
expressionless denizens of a tiny 
Hungarian village going about their 
utterly dull daily business: sewing in 
a factory, walking a pig, cooking a 
meal, playing a Magyar version of 
lawn bowling. There’s sound, but 







whatever dialogue there is gets 
muffled, frustrating any attempt on 
your part to get insights into the 
characters. Two locals appear fairly 
often: a wrinkled old man with a 
chronic case of hiccups (“hukkle” 
means “hiccup” in Hungarian) that 
he accepts with bemusement, and 
an ever-worried-looking policeman, 
though what he’s fretting about is 
never clear. What's below the placid 
surface? Perhaps a David Lynchian 
coven of terrors, since several men 
(and a cat) drop dead before your 
eyes, and a grotesque corpse rots 
at the bottom of a lake. Is there a 
murderer loose? The finale brings 
the only words requiring translation: 
a wedding chorus sung to young 
newlyweds that urges the bride to 
feed poison to the groom.

**x*xKEY LARGO (1948). John 
Huston’s somewhat sluggish adap- 
tation of Maxwell Anderson's play 
about gangsters terrorizing a Key 
West hotel during a hurricane is a 
Hollywood message movie but also 
a gripping melodrama. Humphrey 
Bogart is the ex-soldier who gets 
drawn into the conflict; Lauren Ba- 
call, getting to show none of the sex- 
iness she had in To Have and Have 
Not and The Big Sleep, is stuck in 
the bland, nice-girl role, the daugh- 
ter who faithfully tends her crippled 
old father, played by Lionel Barry- 
more in his usual overbearing man- 
ner. The best performance in the 
movie comes from Edward G. 
Robinson as the most malignant of 
bad guys. But it was Claire Trevor 
who won an Oscar for her showy, 
masochistic performance as Robin- 
son’s hard-drinking moll.

**1/2 KILL BILL: VOL. 1 (2003). 
Quentin Tarantino's tour de force ex- 
ploits the spectacle and the chic of 
revenge and violence while provid- 
ing the first half (how arbitrarily the 
original three-hour epic was 
chopped in two for convenience of 
release will be seen in February with 
the release of Volume 2) of his 
fourth outing, which lacks the au- 
dacity of Reservoir Dogs, the formal 
ingenuity and sly irony of Pulp Fic- 
tion, and the emotional core of Jack- 
ie Brown. What it has is in-your-face 
fetishism, quite literally in the case 
of Uma Thurman’s feet, which domi- 
nate the screen with unhealthy fre- 
quency (true, her foot massage in 
Pulp was a key plat point, but it was 
never shown). Other preoccupations 
include recurrent scenes of children 
watching a parent's violent death, 
the spectacle of women inventively 
butchered, often by other women, 
and, of course, the usual assort- 
ment of prominently displayed

words (“bitch” is his new favorite). 
The opening scene is a black-and- 
white close-up of the bloody, gasp- 
ing face of the Bride (an athletic but 
uncharismatic Thurman), the ap- 
proaching boots (those feet again) 
of her reptilian killer, Bill (David Car- 
radine), his soothing, sinister words, 
a gunshot, and the campy surge of 
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Nancy Sinatra singing of Sonny 
Bono's “Bang Bang (My Baby Shot 
Me ‘Down)” on the soundtrack 
Tarantino never fully re-creates the 
verve and the authority of these first 
few minutes, though the subsequent 
tale of the murderous assault on the 
Bride’s wedding party and her sur- 
vival, coma, rebirth, and subsequent 
campaign of vengeance against Bill 
and his Deadly Viper Assassination 
Squad (of which the Bride, a/k/a the 
Black Mamba appears to have been 
a member — stay tuned for Volume 
2) sustains interest in the slow 
spaces between flamboyant set 
pieces. The sound and the fury of 
slashing samurai swords, spouting 
arteries, dismembered body parts, 
and eviscerated adolescents or- 
chestrated by Hong Kong martial- 
arts choreographer Yuen Wo-Ping 
underscore the sad truth that Taran- 
tino’s action scenes are now far wit- 
tier than his dialogue. Neither do the 
film’s encyclopaedic. references to 
international pulp-movie esoterica 
fill its emotional and spiritual void. 
Kill Bill may excite, but it doesn't 
move. In English and Mandarin with 
English subtitles.

**x*xKILL BILL: VOL. 2 (2004). Kil/ 
Bill: Vol. 1 demonstrated few of the 
virtues that made “Tarantino-esque” 
a buzz word for independent film- 
making; on the other hand, it in- 
dulged in most of the vices. Vol. 2 
doesn’t redeem those excesses, but 
it does put them in a clarifying con- 
text (though Tarantino's stab at femi- 
nism is still primitive and grotesque) 
A brash, brief opening black-and- 
white flashback recapitulates Vol. 1; 
we see the bloody, gasping face of 
Black Mamba, a/k/a “The Bride” 
(Uma Thurman), as Bill (David Car- 
radine) is about to deliver the coup 
de grace. She was his main squeeze 
and hit woman until she left him to 
marry a nobody in Texas. So the un- 
forgiving Bill orders the remaining 
members of his Deadly Viper Assas- 
sination Squad to kill the Bride and 
her entire wedding party. She sur- 
vives, as does her unborn child, and 
she emerges from a coma years 
later vowing revenge. In Vol. 2, Two 
assassins remain: black-clad, one- 
eyed Elle Driver (Daryl Hannah), 
known as California Mountain 
Snake, and Bill’s dissolute brother 
Budd (Michael Madsen, Mr. Blond 
from Reservoir Dogs, whose pres- 
ence in the cast is a sign of Taranti- 
no’s revival), the former Sidewinder. 
The Bride will get to them in due 
time. Meanwhile, Tarantino shows off 
his mastery of chronology, intertex- 
tuality, subjective point of view, and 
suspense. It’s not just the improved 
dialogue (Madsen getting most of 
the best lines, though Michael 
Parks’s suave, septuagenarian Mexi- 
can pimp is a creation worthy of 
Jorge Luis Borges) but the renewed 
respect for life and death that gives 
each one of the killings a unique 
punch line and pathos. Bill's in- 
evitable death provides the biggest 
payoff of all. (136m) Semerville The- 
atre, Arlington Capitol; weekend 
midnights at the Coolidge Corner.

Breakfasts, lunches, and din- 
ners spill into one another as Spur- 
lock becomes an ingesting machine 
of Big Macs and beyond: elephan- 
tine shakes, massive Cokes, Egg 
McMuffins galore, and enough oily 
fries to start a mud slide. He’s 
pledged to sample everything on the 
menu at least once, including the 
turd-like fish sandwiches and the 
Chicken McNuggets. The purpose of 
his experiment is to determine 
whether fast food is as lethal as the 
nay-sayers — including his vegan- 
chef girlfriend — insist. The answer 
from his McMonth is that it’s far far 
worse: his health goes spiraling out 
of control, his blood pressure and 
his cholesterol level skyrocket, and 
there’s liver damage. Where once he 
was a hot lover, his girlfriend reports 
that he’s now sluggish and tired. His 
weight? The studly, in-shape Spur- 
lock transforms into the pudgy be- 
ginnings of Michael Moore. The 
whole film is, in fact, Moore lite, and 
Spurlock is as much a camera hog 
and ham as the Bowling for 
Columbine maestro.

Eventually 
they reach a railroad station where 
numerous refugees have come in 
hope of rescue. The featureless 
waiting room, the disparate types 
thrown together, the uncertainty 
over whether a train will ever come 
and whether its arrival will do any 
good — all these are so many alle- 
gorical temptations signifying that 
Haneke is in danger of giving in to a 
stagy, conventional imagination of 
disaster. The interplay among the 
refugees sometimes comes off as 
schematic: a low point is reached 
with the scenes devoted to the very 
Bergmanesque sado-masochistic 
couple played by Béatrice Dalle and 
Patrice Chéreau. That Le temps du 
loup retains its power to disturb 
after the action has settled in and 
around the train station is perhaps a 
testimony to Haneke’s interest in 
exploring disaster not as an artistic 
end in itself but as a metaphor for 
betrayal. Anne’s failure to meet her 
children’s emotional and _ spiritual 
needs isn’t just a symptom of social 
collapse — it is the collapse. The 
Cinemascope wide screen allows 
Haneke to make visual statements 
that are both concise and expres- 
sive: Anne is a blur in the left back- 
ground as she tells her daughter not 
to forget that she loves her. And the 
crepuscular light that becomes the 
film’s signature is truly remarkable: 
a blue-black half-light in which faces 
get revealed only when you concen- 
trate on them. Such light is perfect 
for a film whose main theme is the 
struggle for clarity.

As for 
the existential trauma of disenfran- 
chisement and anomie, one look at 
Jerzy Skolimowski’s 1982 Moon- 
lighting shows up the scene in which 
Hanks runs heartbroken from moni- 
tor to monitor watching news broad- 
casts of his country’s collapse.

“Just put your lips together 
and blow,’ instructs a sultry, 19-year- 
old Lauren Bacall, and Humphrey 
Bogart, as a fishing-boat skipper 
drawn reluctantly into anti-Nazi in- 
trigue, learns how to whistle. The di- 
rector, Howard Hawks made a bet 
with Hemingway that he could make 
a good movie out of the writer's 
worst novel, and though this wised- 
up, hardboiled melodrama has very 
little to do with the novel, it’s one of 
the breeziest, most entertaining 
things Hawks ever did. Bogart and 
Bacall coast through their sexy, in- 
sinuating backchat with an effort- 


less, salty ease. And the supporting 
cast includes an endearing Walter 
Brennan as Bogie’s alcoholic side- 
kick. (b&w/100m) Thursday at the 
Harvard Film Archive. 

* 1/2 TROY (2004). A film that may 
evoke more Troy Donahue and the 
golden era of Hollywood than the 
doomed city and the ancient age of 
Homer's epic, Wolfgang Petersen’s 
Troy replaces the gods with the 
21st century’s new deities of com- 
puter-generated special effects and 
celebrity icons. As a Cliffs Notes 
version of the /liad, this gets right to 
the medias of the res: Paris (Orlan- 
do Bloom as a callow youth rather 
than the immortal one in Lord of 
the Rings) meets Helen (Diane 
Kruger, a pretty face), wife of old 
Spartan fart Menelaus (Brendan 
Gleeson). Paris and Helen flee to 
Troy despite the objections of 
Paris’s older brother Hector (Eric 
Bana, best in the cast). Power-hun- 
gry Agamemnon (Brian Cox in 
curly wig and skirt and enjoying 
every hammy minute) uses this as 
an excuse to attack the evildoers 
and take over the region. But that’s 
where the real stars of the show 
come in. The CGl’ed thousand 
ships en route to Ilium evoke a chill, 
though it’s not comparable to the 
first glimpse of the Allied armada in 
The Longest Day. Playing Achilles, 
Brad Pitt impresses with his sword- 
play and his pin-up pecs, and he 
brings an edge of melancholy to 
the demi-god when he’s not shout- 
ing army-recruitment slogans to the 
Myrmidons (“Immortality is yours! 
Take it!”). But the Achilles’ heel of 
such epic making is that Hollywood 
no longer has the talent or the inno- 
cence to pull it off. (165m) Copley 
Place, Somerville Theatre, Arling- 
ton Capitol, suburbs. 

**1/2 TWO BROTHERS (2004). 
Jean-Jacques Annaud, the opulent 
eye behind La guerre du feu/Quest 
for Fire and Lamant/The Lover, lev- 
els another environmentally pointed 
message with this family-friendly 
saga about two tiger cubs separated 
by human encroachment. You may 
recall Annaud’s 1988 L’ours/The 
Bear, where miscreant hunters 
pursed a grizzly and an orphaned 
cub. Here too he poignantly renders 
the beasts’ playful innocence as well 
as their lethal furry, yet the film lacks 
the resonance of his earlier work. 
Guy Pearce, in a thankless role, 
plays Aidan McRory, a big-game 
hunter in the early 1900s who treks 
off to Southeast Asia to collect tem- 
ple relics (they're selling like hot- 
cakes at Sotheby’s) and in an act of 
self-defense kills a male tiger pro- 
tecting its cubs. One brother es- 
capes into the jungle; the other is 
enslaved in a circus sideshow. Much 
of what happens in Two Brothers is 
manipulative puppetry. Besides 
McRory and the emissary’s empa- 
thetic son (Freddie Highmore), the 
humans are largely self-interested 
imps who target the tigers in their 


avaricious plans. The film does take 
a few pleasant turns, and the awe- 
inspiring scene where the mother 
tiger tries to rescue her cub from the 
back of a truck (a la Raiders of the 
Lost Ark) redeems the meandering 
zoo tour.

Interview with Tallulah Starlight of Thru The Keyhole Burlesque

Mild-mannered secretary by day, bubbly bur- 





lesque impresario by night, life’s a 1900 cir- 
cuit stage for Boston’s own Jessica Sciullo, 
a.k.a. Tallulah Starlight. A Michigan native, 
Sciullo honed her retro vision and perform- 
ance skills at Savannah College of Art in 
Georgia before joining local dance troupe, The 
When the 
group disbanded, she herded the remaining 


Burlesque Revival Association. 


hoofers and formed Thru the Keyhole. As 
Tallulah Starlight (along with co-partner Dawn 


Fornear, a.k‘a. Scarlett Fever) Sciullo’s led the 


ensemble to a wider, wilder part of the bur- 


lesque world. Self-described as a cross 
between Betty Boop and Lucille Ball, 
Sciullo’s quirky kick line has been on the rise 
and was recently named “Best Throw Back to 
Scollay Square” by the Boston Phoenix. This 
year, the Beantown tassel twirlers were an 
easy crowd pleaser at the 2nd Annual New 
York Burlesque Festival. Though she’ll be 
nesting in the wings during the upcoming 
months, trading in her girdle for a stretch waist 
band, here Sciullo tells us what makes a good 
strip tease, a good time -and why. pregnant 


women can’t can-can. 


Were you a wild child or wall flower? 
I was a little ham (laughs). I’d played dress- 





up and force my sisters to play with me. I 


loved pretending I was on stage. 


First taste of burlesque? 

I was always into vintage clothes and pin-ups, 
but the first time I saw burlesque was at col- 
lege. There was a screening of Irving Clyde's 
Tease-O-Rama. I then did some performance 
pieces mimicking that genre but telling stories 
about my current life -using burlesque as a 


medium. 


What’s different about your troupe? 





The girls from BRA and I did more individual 
acts, strip tease with story lines. Dawn and I 
started doing more choreographed numbers 
and duets. Then we added chorus lines and 
started really producing a variety show that 
included other acts like baggy pants comics. 
We also gave it a more Busby Berkley influ- 


ence with show costumes. 


What’s the TKH style? 
It’s very tongue-in-cheek, flirty and fun. We 
We do a 


sort of imitation on what does it mean to show 


don’t take ourselves too seriously. 


less -especially these days where we see sex 
everywhere. We have a comedic take on it, 


even to the point that it’s dorky. We once put 


on Dolly Parton wigs, blacked out our teeth 
and danced to banjos -it’s more like a combi- 
nation of burlesque and Saturday Night Live, 
which is how burlesque started. The old per- 
formers would make fun of current events and 
high-brow society, then as it went on, bur- 
lesque turned into a skin show. We’re more 


like the original. 


Burlesque on-stage disaster? 
The biggest disaster is having your pasties fall 


off. Luckily that hasn’;t happened to me yet. 


Crowds you could have done without? 

There are certain groups in Boston that have 
seen burlesque, know what it’s about and 
come out to see us, but early on, we'd just 
hook-up with musician friends and open fot 
them, say at TT’s, where they’re not used to 
this type of performance art. Last summer, we 
opened for Jonathan Richmond on the Cape 
and that was interesting.... It’s better when 


the audience knows it can hoot and holler 


First costume you grab if there’s a fire? 

My mother helped me make it for my thesis 
show which was about poking fun at contem- 
porary art. I did the theme from the movie 
Gypsy, “You Gotta Have a Gimmick,” but I 
changed the lyrics to talk about the art world 
It’s a beautiful 1940s vintage dress that we 


changed around. 


Dream prop? 

Dita von Teese, Marilyn Manson’s fiancée, has 
this giant martini glass, so Dawn and I thought 
we'd be German Beer Girls and construct a 
huge beer stein. But it’s a little beyond our 


budget at this point. 


What’s the story behind neo-burlesque; why 
is it so popular? 

It started in the mid 90s with The Velvet 
Hammer on the West Coast, and it’s kept 
going. Now, almost every major city has some 
sort of burlesque troupe. Circus art, 
sideshows, juggling —it’s all getting more and 
more popular. I think it’s a backlash to pre- 
packaged entertainment. For $5, people can 
catch all these odd acts. And they want to 
interact with the performers, not just stare at a 


screen. 


Can you work your bun-in-the-oven into the 


act? 
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It’s just too exhausting, plus nothing fits any- 
more. I was talking to a class at Emerson 
College about early vaudeville, burlesque, the 
troupe and the revival and I had to add a 


maternity panel to my costume
